New York, July 13.—[ Special. This town 
and vicinity experienced this afternoon their 
first cyclone in years. One fatality resulted, 
and a large amount of valuable property was 
destroyed. Thecyclone struck the upper part 
of East New York, known as Cypress Hill, at 
half-past 4 o’elock, continued on its way to 
the Lower Plains district, and from there trav- 
eled to Wood Haven.

New York, July 13.— [Special. — Capt. 
Obadiah Donaldson, who has plied the waters 
of the Sound for years and never been ac- 
cused of telling a lie, came into Bridgeport 
harbor today with his steam oyster dredger, 
which isacross between a tugboat and a 
mud scoy. Five of his sailors then landed 
with a thin substance looking very much likea 
hundrea feet of fire hose. This they laid on 
the wharf. Then Capt. Donaldson said: 
That is the arm of an octopus, which can 
be easily verified, The fight in which he got 
it occurred shortly after 10 o’clock this 
morning. We were five miles off Strat- 
ford light, and in fifteen fathoms of 
water. Suddenly, on the starboard bow 
two blocks ahead, I spied a huge muss, 
black and motionless, I changed my course 
one point and rang the bell for a full head of 
steam in order to hurry up and see what the 
black thing was. I soon made it out as an 
octopus, sixty feet in diameter, with arms and 
legs a couple of hundred feet long. I did not 
want any of that in mine. I brought the 
wheel down to clear the monster. He was in 
a deep sleep, and his snores could be heard 
quite a way off. But I was too late. The 
boat struck him amidships. 

„He awoke in a jiffy and darted at us, 
kicking up the sea. Oneof his long arms 
came aboard and seized the forward steam 
windlass.

She stood in the 
doorway of her house when a flying beam 
struck her on the head, crushing in her skull 
and killing her instantly. The fire depart- 
ment and the police were called to the scene, 
but the house was a complete wreck and the 
damage could not be repaired, The cyclone 
spent its force in Wood Haven and turned off 
in a southeasterly direction toward Jamaica 
Bay.

The large skylight over the dining-room of 
the Hotel Warthrop at One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth street and Seventh avenue was 
blown in and the dining-room was deluged.

At the Tornado's Mercy. 


The rear half of Friedman's Hotel was 
bloWn away at the first stroke of the tornado, 
and Friedman,thinking he could save the front 
part of the building, rushed up-stairs to 
clogs the shutters so as to offer less resistance 
to the wind. But the strong currert drew 
him out through the window, and he fell head- 
long to the ground directly in front of his ho- 
tel, Mrs. Friedman rushed out into the storm 
to her husband’s aid, and fainted when she 


found him dead. The top of his head was 


erushed in. 
A beam from Friedman’s Hotel was hurled 


with terrific force 150 feet and the end 


went crashing through the east side of the 
Cherry Hill Reformed Church, only about 
two feet protruding from. the outside. The 
church building was blown off its foundation 
about three feet. The house of Frank R. 
Chinnock, the electric railway contractor, 
was wrecked and his barn laid low, burying 
his horses and turnouts, His brother Edgar’s 
skull was badly fractured in his attempt to 
release some of the horses. Edgar's house 
was also wrecked, as was also his factory. 

Anton Fischer was working in August 
Memd’s barn when the bullumg collapsed. 
His body was found in the ruins imbedded in 
hay.

Mayor Curtis said: 


The watchword of the present day is municipal 
reform. It is the grandest watchword of modern 
times. Over all our great cities, too long given 
over to political debauchery, is sweeping a reviv- 
ing breeze. It brings with it the healing of the 
people. Upon its wings is borne the cheering news 
that your society is making one of its tests of true 
Christian character a sympathy with this great 
movement in political life. [Applauee.] I con- 
gratulate you that this is so and beg your attention 
to the discussion of some political considerations 
which make for good citizenship. Now, there- 
fore, ye are no more strangers and foreigners, but 
fellow-citizens. As such let me set before you 
some of the duties incumbent upon us all. Te 
make the world better is the chief object of your 
organization. It is true that its aim is to elevate 
mankind mainly through Christian work, but at 
no point do the orbits of the religious and secular 
so nearly coincide as at this point of true citizen- 
ship. [Applause.) 

In municipal affairs, at least, the true reformer 
also deprecates the expense of too sharp a division 
upon party lines. The struggle for a well-ordered 
city government is not properly betwen those who 
differ upon economic or fiduciary questions, As 
we stand upon the threshold of a new century, the 
battle for municipal control is between the forces 
of ight and of darkness. The forces of light have 


ized forces of darkness are unscrupulous and de- 
ant The forces of light have far too often 
feared to soil their hands by actual political work. 
They have read to touch pitch is sure defilement. 
They have imagined that to epter vigorously into 
the battle for good government is to bring stains 
upon the skirts of their garments. It is to such 
that I would address my appeal today. Bspecially 
would I beg those to listen who are citizens of our 
great cities. We have only to turn our eyes to 
the two great mother cities of the East and of the 
West—both happily now released from a thrall- 
dom of iniquity—to realize the crying need for the 
upraising of the banners of the forces of light. 
{[Applause. ] 


Indifference, Bane of Great Cities. 


The bane of our great cities has been and still 
is indifference. It has been publicly asserted re- 
cently that we live in. an age of decay of public 
spirit. But when public spirit decays the decline 
is first discovered, not among the worst but 
among the best elements of society. It is la- 
mentable that this is so. The enemies of a pure 
government rever sleep. They never for a mo- 
ment relax their vigilance. It is those who would 
fain see truth and honesty prevail who too often 
slumber in the hour of battle. A large number 
of voters in all our great cities remain at home on 
election day, and refrain upon frivolous pretexts 


heretofore remained far too passive. The organ- 


government of our great cities has not been 
— 5 as to call forth the respect of the great mass 
of law-abiding citizens among the working classes. 
In some cases the municipal affairs of our cities 
have amounted to a national disgrace and a na- 
tional dishonor. Thank God there are signs of a 
great coming revolution in matters of this nature. 
The organization of municipal leagues here and 
there throughout the country composed of men 
and women tied together not by any hope of pre- 
ferment or places of honor but organized to carry 
into the affairs of municipal government the high- 
est principles and consecrations of our Christian 
people is one of the most promising signs. We 
must protect our school system and improve it. 
We must protect our homes against the curse of 
intemperance. We must do this not only by the 
wisest legislation possible but also by the in- 
struction and example of fathers and mothers and 
good citizens everywhere. We must see to it that 
the insidious attacks of other forms of vice are 
not allowed to corrupt our sons and daughters. 


For Honest Public Officials. 


You must see to it that your public officials are 
honest, capable, and loyal to the highest principles 
of good government, You must keep a high stan- 
dard of officeholders and officeseekers; you must 
hold political parties to the highest purposes for 
Which political parties ought to exist; you must 
gee that the vicious and unfortunate of our land 
are treated with justice and also with mercy, and 
that the prisons and penitentiaries are for the 
reformation of those who are confined therein, and 
not simply for their punishment, you must care 
tenderly for the poor, the miserable, and the un- 
happy that are about you everywhere. 

Just at this point a policeman was seen 
pushing his way through the crowded aisle 
to the front, followed by the Rev. Dr. S. F. 
Smith. Lieut.-Gov. Wolcott stopped short 
in his speech, and swinging his right hand 
above bis head, called out with all the energy 
of his powerful voice, “ T cheers for the 
author of America, and three cheers were 
given with spirit.

from casting their votes. How many of these, 
think you, belong to the forces of light? How 
many to the forces of darkness? The political 
history of our great cities is in itself an answer. 
The forces of darkness lie not dormant. They 
are vigilant. They do not miss their opportuni- 
ties. They gather strength by the supineness of 
their opponents. 

Let no inciemency of the weather serve to keep 
the Christian Endeavorers away from the polls. 
The forces of darkness dearly love a rainy elec- 


chosen if he has declined to assist in its forma- 
tion. It is not the party doss who always 
finds the warmest place in the affections of his 
fellow-citizens. Especially is this true when the 
criterion is party fealty rather than honesty and 
probity. The municipal government is that which 
makes honesty and capacity indispensable in the 
selection of candidstes for public office. 


How to Choose the Leaders. 

In the selection of a manager of a great busi- 
ness corporation they would be deemed unwise 
who should regard party politics as a factor of 
the greatest importance. How much greater are 
the interests of a great municipality than those 
of any corporation within its limits? Il am aware 
that this is not the usual view, but it is rapidly 
becoming more popular. We cannot, however. 
expect to eliminate all elements of partisanship 
from our municipal life. As in the Nation and in 
the State sd also in the city must political parties 
exist. It is well, perhaps, for the health of the 
body politic that. this should be so. And if party 
lines must exist. then at the municipal caucus 
let me urge that considerations of purely personal 
friendship be cast aside. Select your candidates 
from the field. The aim cannot be too high. No 
doctrine is more pernicious than that which re- 
quires party fealty at the expense of just rule. 
A man of recognized dishonesty should never be 
intrusted with the public interests, no matter how 
earnest a party man he may be. These senti- 
ments are deserving of our most serious thought. 
After a thousand years of darkness the world in 
the fourteenth and fifteenth centuries awoke 
from its lethargy. So, too, a political darkness 
has of recent years enshrouded our land, encom- 
passing many of our great municipalities. Our 


city treasuries have too often been at the mercy 
of the forces of darkness. Courts of justice have 
| become a mockery. The ballot-box has been dis- 
honored and displaced. Our laws have been made 
or executed, not in the Interest of the orderly but 
of the criminal classes. 

Already the Dawn Breaks. 

But the new birth is at hand. We of the United 
States are approaching our political renaissance. 
Already the dawn breaks. Higher and higher 
will rise the waves of reform, if only such as you 
will give your aid. Broader will grow the band 
of light which already gilds the horigon, if only 
such as you will greet the dawn. Welcome the 
Gay, speed the hour, when in all our great cities 
shal) rise up men, not singly but in legions, de- 
manding a righteous rule. Let us plead, too, for 
a broad, a true Americanism. We cannot be too 
intense in our patriotism. As we lift high the 
pure banner of reform let us raise beside it the 
$ flag of ovr country.

RACING HANDS JoNED 


WASHINGTON PARK WILL AID Ha w. 
THORNE AND HARLEM, 


At an Informal Conference It Is Decided 
to Uhite in an Effort te Have the Spe- 
cial Session of the Legislature Pass a 
Thirty-Day Racing Bill Without For- 
eign Book Attachment-Influenos of the 
Great Washington Park Clab Is Strong 
Horsemen Are Hopeful. 


Washington Park, Hawthorne, and Har- 
lem will join hands to have a racing bill 
passed at the special session of the Illinois 
Legislature. The bill, if it is passed, will 
provide for thirty days’ racing on a single 
track between May 1 and Nov. I of each year, 
and all betting on foreign events will be 
abolished. 

Representatives of Chicago’s three great 
tracks held an informal meeting yesterday, 
at which the matter was discussed and an 
agreement was practically reached. 

During the regular session of the Legislat- 
ure the Washington Park club did not put 
forth a single effort in behalf of the Hum- 
phrey bill, either as originally introduced or 
as it was proposed to be amended. In fact, 
the club was violently opposed to the bill in 
its original form, which allowed unlimited 
racing and a foreign book. As published at 
the time a compromise was effected between 
the running and trotting horse men, by 
which both sides agreed to a sixty days’ 
racing bill, with an open season of six 
months, and without a foreign book. 

As a result of this compromise the trot- 
ting interests and the Washington Park 
club ceased their open opposition to the 
measure, but they did nothing to advance 
its passage, leaving the fight entirely on the 
shoulders of the Hawthorne and Harlem 
people. They desired to see a compromise 
bill enacted, but declined to join hands with 
Messrs. Corrigan and Hankins in the fight 
before the Legislature. 

The influence of the Washington Park 
club, composed as it is of the leading finan- 
cial and social men of the city,is tremen- 
dous, and the lack of its open indorsement 
left the desired racing bill without that 
prestige so necessary to secure its passage. 
The Hawthorne and Harlem people realize 
this, and ever since the special session was 
called efforts have been in progress to wipe 
out the bitter feeling between the rival in- 
terests and get them together on common 
ground. These efforts proved successful in 
bringing about yesterday’s conference. 

At the meeting the Washington Park peo- 
ple agreed to join hands with the Haw- 
thorne and Harlem interests in behalf of a 
racing bill, to be promoted as a revenue 
measure. The question then arose as to the 
length of time of each meeting. Haw- 
thorne and Harlem wanted sixty days, 
while Washington Park stood out for thirty. 
Every director of the latter club present, 
except one, favored a thirty-day bill, but 
no more. The one objecting member was in 
favor of no bill at all. Hawthorne and Har- 
lem finally Gonceded their point and agreed 
to the thirty-day proposition. These differ- 
ences now having been amicably settled, 
the new week will probably see the com- 
bined racing interests of Chicago using all 
their influence toward securing the passage 
of ü racing bill without a foreign 
book. 

This will be encouraging news to horse- 
men, for all conceded that the great influence 
of the strong Washington Park club will go 
a long way toward securing the legislation 
desired. The influence of the leading hotels 
will also be thrown in behalf of the bill, for 
many of them lost large patronage when 
local racing was closed, 

Under the proposed bill but three of the 
six months can be filled on the Washington 
Park, Hawthorne, and Harlem tracks, while 
fifteen days additional will be allowed for 
the annua! trotting meeting of the North- 
western Breeders’ Association. If a truce is 
made with Roby additional time would come 
for the Indiana meeting, which would leave 
about thirty days unprovided for, In the 
event that the bill passes, one, if not two, 
new tracks would undoubtedly be built in 
ample time for next season’s racing. The 
tracks already constructed can consume all 
the legal time remaining this year.

WESTERN ASSOCIATION IS FORMED, 


Officers Elected and Plans Formulated for 
Tennis Supervision. 

A Western Lawn Tennis Association was 
formed last night ata meeting held at the 
Chicago Beach Hotel. Representatives and 
proxies were present from the tennis clubs of 
Omaha, Neb,; Le Mars, Ia.; Madison, Wis. ; 
and the North, West, and South Sides 
of the city. About twenty clubs have 
signified their intention of joining 
the new association, which is intended 
to include all tennis clubs west of the Alle- 
gheny Mountains. About twenty of the 
leading tennis players of the West were pres- 
ent at the meeting. 

The formation of this association is the di- 
rect result of the trouble experienced 
this year in the location and management of 
the Western championship tournament which 
is now in progre-s on the grounds of the Ken- 
wood Country club. When it became time to 
decide where this tournament should be held 
it was found that the only tangible authority 
to decide on the location was vested 
in a resolution passed. by the Na- 
tional Lawn Tennis Association at 
last annual meeting, appointing national 
tennis champion R. D. Wrenn a committee 
of one to decide tne matter, He vested his 
authority in his brother Evarts Wrenn, who 
wisely decided it on the recommendation of 
six of the leading tennis pluyers of the West, 
The appointment of this latter committee 
and the selection of the Kenwood Country 
c.ub necessarily caused considerab:e friction 
among the various clubs, and the need for 
some central zed authority was keenly felt. 

The same difficulty was experienced in the 
selection of a Committee of Ma agement f 
the tournament, The Kenwood Country club 
authorized James P. Gardner to conduct all 
arrangements for the c.ub, and in tu n he se- 
lected the committee which finally had the 
tournament in charge. At this time it was 
decided to cail a meeting of represen- 
tatives of the Western ciubs during 
the holdmg of the tournament, so that 
an association might be formed which, while 
still under the authority of the National Lawn 
Tennis Association, would yet have control of 
the loen ion and arrangements for the West- 
ern championship tournament, would author. 
ize and foster other tournaments, and 

enerall work for the promo- 
— of tennis interests in the West. 

A circular letter was sent to ail the known 
tennis clubs in the West. signed by the Pre;i- 
dents oi the Kenwood Country ciub and the 
Wyandot Tetnis club, and calling’ a meeting 
during he tournament week. The meeting 
last night was the outcome of this movement. 

The gathering last night decided ou the 
name of the Western Lawe Tennis Associa- 
tion. Ali clubs west of the Ailegneny Mount- 
ains which make tennis a feature are eligible 
to membership, The object of the associa- 
tion is stated to be the furtherance of tennis 
in the Wet.

INDIOTMENTS FOUND AGATNST FINK- 
LER AND MARTIN. 


Special Grand Jury Completes Its. Work 
and Is Discharged—Before Separating 
They Fruitlessly Worry Over “The 
Tribune's” Sources of Information—Pass 


Resolutions Suggesting Legislation That 
Will Facilitate Convicting Bribe-Takers 
=Indicted Men Will Give Bail. 


Formal return of the indictments found 
against Ald. William Finkler and Charles 
Martin for soliciting bribes was made by the 
special grand jury in Judge Tuthill’s court 
yesterday afternoon, and the jurors were dis- 
charged from further service, bail being tixed 
at $2,500 on each indictment. The indicted 
men were waiting near the Court-House, in 
readiness to give bonds. for their appearance 
when ‘wanted, but Judge Tuthill left the 
buildings before the indictments reached the 
Clerk’s office, and this part of the 
proceedings was deferred until Monday 
morning. It being Saturday afternoon Clerk 
Magerstadt’s office was closed and there was no 
Judge sitting authorized totake bail. Capiases 
for the arrest of Finkler and Martin were 
drawn up by Mr. Hayt, representing the 
Criminal Court Clerk, and will be delivered 
to Sheriff Pease early Monday morning for 
service, It is not expected, however, that the 
Aldermen will be actually taken into custody, 
as they have both announced their intention 
of being present in Judge Tuthill’s court with 
their bondsmen at that time. 

Five indictments were returned by the jury, 
of which two are against Finkler and three 
against Martin. Finkler is charged with 
having agreed to receive $750 from the 
Washington Ice company and the same sum 
from the Knickerbocker Ice company as 
bribes for hie efforts to defeat the pure ice 
ordinance. Martin is charged with having 
agreed to take similar amounts from Esch 
Bros. & Rabe, the J. P. Smith, and the Knick- 
erbocker Ice companies in return for thesame 
kind of work. The indictments are long and 
verbuse, the principal ones consisting of 
eignty pages of typewritten copy, while the 
smallest of the lot contains forty pages, the 
whole making matter enough, if set in 
Tripune type, to fill seven pages of this news- 
puper. There are forty counts in each pre- 
sentment, the whole matter of the alleged 
bribe- tak ing being described in minute de- 
tail. even to the character and denomination 
of the money which the indicted men agreed 
to accept, a separate indictment being drawn 
for each of the offenses charged.

The grand jury met at 10 0 ‘clock yesterday 
morning and had to wait until 2 o'clock in

Seventeen signed an agreement to donate 
their pay to de fresh air fund, making a gift 
of $102. The other six members had made 
other arrengements, some of them having 
pledged their money in advance to Sunday- 
school charity work. After they had made 
return of the indictmeuts Foreman Caldwell 
announced to Judge Tuthill the desire 8f the 
seventeen that their pay should be turned 
over to the fresh air fund, and he instructed 
them to sign an order directing the clerk to 
take this action. 

When the indictments were turned in Mr. 
Morrison suggested the bonds be fixed at 
$2,500 on each indictment and there being 
no objection Judge Tuthill so directed. This 
makes the amount of bail for Ald, Finkler 
$5.000 and for Ald: Martin $7,500. In dis- 
missing the jurors Judge Tuthill said: 

Gentlemen, you are discharged with the 
thanks of the court for the valuanle services 
you have rendered the public during the last 
fewdays, While your term has not been a 
long one you have discharged tne duties that 
devolved upon youin a highly satisfactory 
and business-like manner. You may now be 
discharged and the Clerk will give you vouch- 
ots for your pay.’ 


Suggests Needed Legislation. 


With the ny a was handed up a reso- 
lution, drawn by J. J. P. Odell and John J.

Whereas, In the opinion of the special grand 
jury here assembled the present laws governing 
the bribery of and the solicitation and receipts 
of bribes by public officers are ineffective and de- 
ficient in so muci as distinction is made between 
these who propose and pay a bribe and those 
who solicit and accept a bribe for illegitimate 
purposes or who gente influence legislation 
and those who are compelled to submit to black- 
mail to obtain their legitimate rights. 

Whereas, The difficulty in obtaining sufficient 
testimony to convict either party to transactions 
of this kind raises almost insuperable obstacies 
to the enforcément of the law; chérefore be it 

solved, That we recommend a revision of 

the statutes in such manner that the distinctions 

between the various classes of offenders may be 

more ciearly defined, thereby bringing the real 

4 more efficaciously within the reach of 
e law 


Difficult to Secure Convictions,

So that not onlyisits basic principle satisfac- 
tory to him but from the fact that his col- 
league in the authorship of the manual is re- 
sponsible for the practical application of its 
theories he must be abundantly satisfied that 
the interpretation of his own ideas given in 
the Chicago public schools is*faultiess, 

At the office of the Board of Education yes- 
terday morning all the officials who could be 
found were decidedly of the opinion that Dr. 
Clarke’s criticisms had reference exclusively. 
to the methods practiced at the Normal 
School. Miss Josephine C. Locke is at pres- 
ent out of the city, and in her absence it was 
difficult to find anybody who could 
throw light on such a purely technical 
controversy. Assistant Superintendent James 
Hannan said he judged from his reading of 
the dispatches from Denver that Dr. Clarke's 
position had not been represented with suffi- 
cient clearness, and that a more ample ac- 
count of what was said would show that he 
did not refer to the system of teaching draw- 
ing favored by the Board of Education, of 
which Dr. Clarke was himself in part the 
author. 

As the Normal School, to which his criti- 
cisms probably referred, he said. is totally 
outside the jurisdiction of the Com missionera, 
it is hard for an official under the board to 
explain what the difference in the systems is. 
My ideas are somewhat indefinite. I believe 
it is something in the nature of favoring nat- 
uralism as against idealism in art, Col. Par- 
ker being in favor of naturalism.’ 

Director W. M. R. French of the Art In- 
stitute had read the accounts of the con- 
troversy in Denver and, like the officials of 
the Board of Elucation, thought it was al. 
together concerning the system of Col. Parker, 
of which, however. Mr. French could not 
speak from personal experience. 

“It struck me,“ he said, “ that Dr. Clarke’s 
criticisms were leveled exclusively at the 
system which Col, Parker has devised for the 
Normal School, I. only know by hearsay 
what that system is, I believe there are three 
distinct systems in use in Chicago. one for 
the Normal school, another for the High 
school, and the third for the public schools. 
Lam acquainted with Miss Locke’s system as 
used in the public —ͤ— and I can say that 
it has been productive of good results. I 
think it an extremely difficult matter 
to devise a system of teaching drawing in 
public schools. which will be satisfactory, for 
it must always be remembered that i: must 
be used by teachers who are not specialists 
for the instruction of pupils with the crudest 
and most ignorant notions. So that any 
method which gives fairly good results must 
be regarded as a good system. 

have little or no acquaintance with the 
Normal School system, but from what I have 
heard of it the use of color for drawing with- 
out previous outline seems to be what Dr. 
Clarke complains of as producing blots and 
blotches. The idea foliowed out there is to 
make the students familiar with the object to 
be drawn and then make as good a drawing 


as possible. 
| “ The general course of the teaching of dra w. 


ing in Chicago schools is in a goed direction, 
and from what has been effected in the poor- 
est quarters by drawing from unfamiliar ob- 
jects has been surprisingly good. This shows 
the system followed to have a sound basis. 
The Art Institute, when it opens next Octo- 
ber its one-day-a-week Normal School of 
drawing for the benefit of Chicago teachers, 
will follow the course already laid out by Miss 
Locke for the public schools next year. It 
will be taught by the regular teachers of the 
Art Institute, and will embrace nearly all the 
branches of education included in the Normal 
Art School.” 

One of.the eireumstances of the controver- 
sy which has been commented on is the con- 
nection between the use of the methods of 
teaching laid down by Dr. John E. Clarke and 
the use of drawing materials suitable to that 
system and manufactured by the Prang Edu- 
cational company, with which Dr. Clarke has 
had a prominent connection for many years. 
Col, Parker, who is well known to have much 
force of character and considerable qriginal- 
ity, has never favored tne Prang system, and 
now that such strong efforts are being made 
to bring it into more extended used, does not 
show the slightest disposition to give way 
under pressure.

DETEOTIVES DIGGING INTO THE 
WASHBURNE ADMINISTRATION, 


Possibly a Republican Scheme to Coerce 
Delegates to the National Convention 
Proposition to 80 Nominate Drainage 
Trustees as to Take Those Elections Out 
of Politics=McGann Still Behind in the 
Recount—- Perhaps Halliwell Could Find 
Ready if He Tried. 


Some one in the community seems intense- 
ly interested in ascertaining how much pay- 
roll stuffing there was under the Washburne 
administration. For several days detectives 
from one of the leadmg egencies in the city 
have been scouring the town, attempting to 
secure information on this point and have 
been particularly inquisitive as to whether 
there was any pay-roll stuffing. It was first 
supposed that the Democratic committee was 
attempting to secure some political thander. 
It is stated on trustworthy authority, 
however, that the Democratic éommit- 
tee is in no way interested in the conduct 
of Mr. Washburne’s political affairs or his 
subordinates, It was then thought that pos- 
sibly ex-Mayor Hopkins’ friends wanted to 
stir up a little muse to retaliate on account 
of Commissioner of Public Works Kent hav- 
ing refused to sign certain pay- rolls that were 
left for him, and on account of his having 
been instrumental in securing the indietment 
of anumber of street foremen. This, how- 
ever, seems to be without foundation. One 
of ex-Mayor Hopkins’ closest friends stated 
yesterday that» neither Mr. Hopkins nor any | 
of his political or personal friends knew any- 
thing about the investigation now in prog- 
ress. 

It is believed the people back of the detec- 
tive agency are in the Republican party, and 
that their object is toget evidence which may 
be held over certain Republican politicians 
to force them to deliver delegations in this 
county for men who are exceedingly anxious 
to occupy seats in the next Republican Na- 
tional convontion. These people are zealous 
in their efforts to bring about the nomination 
of a certain Presidential candidate, and it is 
stated on good authority that they intend to 
move heaven and earth if necessary to land 
the IIlinois delegation for their man. 
None of the attachés of the Wash. 
burne udministration seemed to be at 
all alarmed, The detective who has been 
industriously at work to get possession of 
certain books, which, itis believed, contain 
the coveted information, has repeatedly 
failen down. 

When it was firet learned that an investiga- 
tion was on foot some supposed it was the in- 
tention, if anything couid be found, to place 
it before the grand jury. This could not be 
the case, as the statute of limitations would 
bar any grand jury from investigating uny- 
thing that occurred under the Washburne ad- 
ministration. 


DRAINAGE TRUSTEES DISCUSSED,

J. W. Fernold of the Thirty-second Ward is 
mentioned as one of the South Side men and 
it is believed a better man could not be named 
for the place. é 

David E. Shanahan of the Sixth Ward is an- 
other new name that has been brought out. 
He is a prominent member of the Thirty- 
ninth General Assembly and was largely in- 
strumentalin securing the passage of the 
civil service reform law. He introduced the 


measure in the House and was selected by the 


Civic Federation to take charge of it. 

James Millet of the Thirtieth Ward is 
another man who has been mentioned as hav- 
ing the qualifications for a good trustee. A

NEEDLES’ AND PICKRELL’S NEW BILLS. 


One Is Declared Prohibitory and the Other 
Impracticable and Foolish, 

“The Needies oleomargarine bill intro- 
duced in the Legislature Friday is like his 
former bill, practicaliy a prohibitory meas. 
ure, said a representative of Armour & Co. 
yesterday. It imposes a tax of 8 cents a 
pound, which, with the 2 cents to be paid to 
the government, would make an impost of 5 
cents. Even if the tax were paid the other 
provisions of the bill make it impossible to 
manuiacture butte rine under suchaiaw. It 
evident.y is intended to kill the business un- 
der the guise of extract ug revenue. 

Our position has been defined and need 
not be rehearsed at length. Thé manufacture 
of oleomargarine is inseparabie from the busi- 
ness of siaughtering cattie, The material 
which is worked up into oleomargarine makes 
a difference of between $1 and $2 in the vuiue 
ofasteer. If it could not be used Chicago 
packers would be at just that much disad- 
Vantage compared with Kansas City and 
Omaha. No revenue wil result from the law 
if it becomes one, but on the coatrary its 
effect upon the Stock- Yards industries will be 
immediate, and it is not too much to say the 
beef business wili be decreased 50 per cent 
in a twelvemonth.”’ 

The House bill introduced by Mr. Pickreil, 
which provides for the taxation of express 
com panies, has not attracted much attention 
from the officials of such companies here, 
Several expressed the opinion that it -would 
not get beyond the Senate. Jaines Shepard, 
General Superiatendent of the United States 
company. said: 

* Mr. Piekrell has introduced several biils 
which never passed the House, providing for 
some sort of a scheme to put the 
express companies in the hands. of the 
Bvard of Railroad and Warehouse Comm:s- 
sioners. I don’t think this bill will be enter- 
tained in the Senate at ail. Idonot think 
the House can pass the bill because of the 
tact that it is new business and the extra 
session was called for a special purpose. 
introdaction of the bill is as foolish as was 
the call for an extra session.

DEFEATS THE METROPOLITAN BILL, 


Cicero Town Board Turns Down the Ele- 
vated Ordinance. © 

The ordinance of the Metropolitan Electric 
Street railroad, which has been before the 
Town Board of Cicero for some time, was de- 
feated at a meeting of the board last night 
heid at Austin. The ordinance asks a fran- 
chise for twenty-seven miles of road in Cicero 
to connect with the existing lines of the 
Cicero and Proviso road. It was defeated by 
a vote of 4 to 3. 
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PEOULIAR METHODS EMPLOYED IN 
PASSING AN ORDINANGE. 


It Originates in a Committee, Is Signed by 
the Chairman Only, and Gives Two 
Streets to a Railroad Company=—Mayor 
Is Investigating the Matter and Will 
Probably Veto It-<St. Louis Avenue to 
Remain Open- Union Street to Be Ex- 
tended. 


Mayor Swift is investigating an ordinance 
that has developed in its management and 
passage by the Council several peculiar feat- 
ures and alleged irregularities. Yesterday he 
commenced an investigation of the ordinance 
passed by the Council at the meeting last 
Monday night ordering the vacution of parts 
~ Kenmore and Sunnyside avenues in Lake 

iow. 

It is understood the property adjoining 
these streets is to be occupied by the North. 
western Elevated railroad company with a 
power house, The ordinance in al! its 
phases, according to the official record of the 
Council proceedings, stands asthe apparent 
effort, on the part of certain Alder- 
men, to force = its passage through 
the Council by other than the usual 
and long accustomed methods, Without ever 
having been introduced into the Council for 
reference to a committee, it appears in the 
form of a committee report of the Committee 
on Streets and Alleys North. The report of 
the committee signed by Ald. Schendorf as 
Chairman was called up, and on motion of 
the same A.derman ordered deferred and pub- 
lished. This was at the meeting of the Coun- 
cil held June 27 last. The report of the com- 
mittee is dated the same day upon which the 
meeting was held, June 27. That the com- 
mittee met that day and considered the ordi- 
nance there is grave doubt, and according to 
the statement of Ald, Schenaorf made yester.- 
day the committee, of which he is Chairman, 
never acted separateiy upon the matter. 

Notwithstanding this coridition of affairs 
the ordinance was called up last Monday 
night and passed by a vote of 60 to 7. The 
records of-the City Clerk’s office fail to show 
that it was ever introduced into the Council 
as an ordinance by itself or was ever referred 
to a comm ttee for action. Despite this fact 
a committee report is made, based upon 
which the consent of the majority of the 
Aldermen in favor of the measure ib obtained. 

The land upon which the elevated railroad 
company desires to erect its power station ig 
in a triangular piece, with the exception that 
these two streets. Kenmore and Sunnyside 
avenues, each cut off a corner of the property. 
By this grant from the Council the land as 
bounded ty Montrose boulevard, Evanston 
avenue, and thé railroad tracks wil. not be 
interfered with in any way by street obstruc- 
tions. According to the records there is every 
probability a charter provision was violated 
when the ordinance originated in a commit- 
tee and notin the main body of the Council 
as the charter expressly provides. 

Mayor Swift was seen concerning the or- 
dinance and said: 

It is strange it was not first introduced 
into the Council, I am having several or- 
dinances investigated before I sign or veto 
them and this is being investigated also. As 
Il understand the matter a committee has not 
the power to have matters originate in their 
body. They are created only to facilitate the 
business of the Council and to take action 
in such matters as the main body sees fit 
to refer to them. While there may not 
be a great deal of importance attached 
to the grants the ordinance’ makes if it was 
not introduced into the Council originally 
there is considerabie importance attached to 
that phase of the case.”’ 

The ordinance now rests in the Mayor's 
hands, ana there is every probability it will 
meet with an absolute veto on his part with 
a report to the Council of the investigation of 
the manner in which the ordinance was 
passed and its origin. 


Commissioner Kent Takes a Hand, 

Commissioner of Public Works Kent has taken 
a band in the fight between the property-owners 
in the vicin:ty of the streets that cross Douglas 
boulevard and the West Park Board. He has 

laced inspectors along all the streets that cross 
— boulevard it was proposed to 
close, and if the Park Bgurd attempts to inter- 
fere the police will be called. Me. Kent 28 
— on Commissioner Grauam yossontes, Sse 

the city would not permit the closing o 

streets. The boulevard extends from 3 
Park to Garfieid Park and in the distance cov- 
ered there are eleven cross streets. It was pro- 

posed to close seven out of the eleven, among 
which was St. Louis avenue, the property-owners 
along which thoroughfare started the fight. The 
idea of the Park Board was to place a grass plot 
130 feet wide, with a forty-foot roadway on each 
side in the boulevard. They were jealous as to 
baving this sward cut up with cross roadways 
and for that reason decided to close the streets. 


To Make a Continuous Thoroughfare. 


An ordinance will be introduced in the Coun- 
eil in a short time providing for the opening of 
Union stredt, from Madison to Twelfth. This is 
a matter in which the West Side business-men 
are taking considerable interest, and it is be- 
jieved the opening of the street will materially 
advance the business interests of that section of 
the city. Union street now extends from Madi- 
son to Erie on the north, and from Tweifth street 
to the river on the south. It is then closed for 
some distance, and when it is opened up again 
runs dewn into West Pullman. 


More Spurious Bonds Turning Up. 

Dayton, O., July 13.— More spurious bonds are 
daily turning up as the creditors of Z. T. Lewis 
are heard from, but they are all in the same line. 
Forged bonds were used as collateral omiy and 
those Lewis sold were genuine so far as known, 
It is now believed that fully $300,000 of forged 
bonds were hypothecated.

MAKING MOST OF HEALY’S CHARGES. 


English Conservatives Taking Advantage of 
Disensions Among Irishmen. 

London, July 13.—The most sensational 
feature of the campaign is the charge which 
Michael Healy made against the Irish par- 
liamentary party at the national conven- 
tion at Omagh, County Tyrone, Monday 
last. The convention was to choose candi- 
datés for the election of Tyrone. Healy, 
amid great excitement, accused John Dillon 
of selling Tyrone to the English party. 
Healy read a letter from Edward Blake to 
Privy Councilor Dickson, informing him the 
National Federation would be unable in fut- 
ure to subsidize North and South Tyrone 
or North and South Londonderry, which he 
asked should be subsidized henceforth in 
the sum of £200 yearly by Liberals. The 
then government whip, Thomas E. Ellis. 
tonsented to this on the understanding that 
the seats were to be considered Liberal and 
not Home Rule seats. 

Naturally the reading of this letter spread 
consternation among the delegates, who 
shouted, ‘“ Sold, sold.” When Mr. Dillon 
finally succeeded in making himself heard, 
he said: ** What you state is an infamous 
and calumnious lie. You are a traitor. 
You read a private letter in public.“ This 
caused further uproar, and finally the non- 
sectarian candidates were adopted by the 
convention. 

The affair has not only caused great com- 
motion. and considerable irritation in the 
yanks of the McCarthyites, but it has spread 
consternation améng the Liberals, as the 
Conservatives immediately seized upon 
the incident and are making use of it during 
the present campaign for all it is worth. 
The National leaders instantly grasped the 
danger of the affair, and Messrs: McCarthy 
and Blake both telegraphed emphatic de- 
nials of the charge. McCarthy, who prom- 
ised to make a full statement on the subject, 
strongly condemned the making of what he 
classed as baseless charges at such a crisis, 
and Mr. Blake, while presiding at the Na- 
tionalist convention at Cork, dealt with the 
matter at length, declaring the allegation 
had not a particle of foundation in truth. 
But he added in explanation that Mr. Ellis, 
the Liberal whip, was applied to to bear 
the expense of the registration work of the 
four seats representing North and South 
Tyrone and North and South Londonderry, 
which expense amounts to £200 each an- 
nually. This money, however, it was fur- 
ther explained, was not to pass through the 
hands of the Nationalists. 

Mr. Ellis gave much the same version of 
the affair, but of course the Conservative 
newspapers declare these are very lame ex- 
planations. The Times, for instance, re- 
marks: a 

“It does not matter whether the money 
promised was nominally to go for registra- 
tion purposes or otherwise. In any case 
it relieved the impoverished treasury of the 
federation, and permitted so much hard 
cash to be diverted to another destination. 
The bargain was simple. The Radical 
whips found the money, and the members 
of the Nationalist party, under order from 
the Parnellite wirepullers, were to find the 
votes. The end of the incident is not yet 
come, and the Liberals rightly regard the 
matter seriously when, as Mr. Ellis declares, 
the Tories are circulating leaflets through 
the country in which they hint the payment 
for Irish seats was not in money taken from 
the party fund but drawn from the na- 
tional exchequer in order to enable lazy 
Irishmen to live in luxury.” 

Also, according to the Times, it is said 
four Roman Cathotic Archbishops were ap-

London, July 13.—[Copyright, 1895, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World. |—Newspapers, daily and sporting, 
have commented in the most ungenerous 
manner upon the explanatory letter of the 
Cornell crew's Captain. They acknowledge 
not only did the crew have every technical 
right to the heat, but that the umpire’s act in 
foliowing the crew over the course gave the 
Cornell boys every reason to suppose they 
not only were acting strictly within the rules 
but that they might forfeit a heat and there- 
fore be disbarred from the finals by turning 
back. Nevertheless these journals uniformly 
add the nasty comment that no English crew 
would have failed to turned back. 

I put the question to many rowing grad- 
uates of Oxford and Cambridge at Henley 
Thursday und, without exception, they frank- 
ly acknowledged, as strangers and under the 
peculiar circumstances, Corneil could hardly 
have done otherwise than to go on in default 
of any intimation whatever from the umpire 
that the start was nota perfectly fair one, 
A member of Trinity Hall crew in fact 
told me he was at the starting post and saw 
the umpire wave Cornell to go on, aithough 
this is denied by others present at the start. 
On this point, as others, the Cornell men are 
perhaps commendably reticent, so intense is 
the feeling against them, and so really unfor- 
tunute is their position that they prefer 
to be silent except upon the points on which 
*there is no serious controversy. , 

Leanders Decline a Match Race. 

I can add to their letter, however, the fact 
which has not been published here, that when 
the umpire Tuesday evening offered a hun- 
dred-guinea cup for a match race Leander 
positively refused to contest again under any 
cirszumstances, while Cornell as promptly ex- 
pressed its eagernéss to accept the match. 

I may also add tne fact, to which no allu- 
sion has been made here, that after midnight 
Thursday a band of young men stripped the 
United States flags from several launches and 
houseboats occupied by American visitors to 
Henley, and that the occupants of one of the 
college boathouses—for their own sake I will 
not mention which—made the night hideous 
by a continuous paraphrase of the Cornell 
coliege cry, Oornell to hell.” All this in 
sharp ccntradiction, however, to the chivalric 
and courteous conduct of the victorious Trin- 
ity Hali crew. 

If Cornell competes at the Metropolitan 
July 25 it will probably meet there the 
Thames, London, Molesly, and perhaps the 
other rowing clubs, but neither Leander nor 
any college crews. It isa great pity, in the 
interest of international sport, that we should 
not have sent over a really representative 
American sportsman the last eighteen months 
in place of Gould, Croker, aud now the crew 
of young men who, however estimable, were 
not sufficiently acquainted with racing cus- 
toms to avoid this last serious contretemps, 

Ruffianism in English Elections, 

The papers have almost daily accounts of 
ruffianism at one Englieh Election district or 
another, in rather ridiculous contrast to the 
general. peace in maligned Ireland. Last 
night at Derby a carriage in which Sir Wiil- 
iam Vernon Harcourt and Lady Harcourt, 
the daughter of the American historian, Mot- 
ley, were driving was attacked by a 
large gang of ruffians and not only 
the ex-Chancellon of the Exchequer but 
his lady as well were struck with 
pieces of turf and vegetables. Lady Har- 
court, in particular, was literally covered 
with dirt and filth, which \clung to her gar- 
ments and even went down her neck. Mr.

ASA TALK WITH PRINCE OF WALES. 


Jefferson M. Levy’s Experience in England 
May Turn His Brain. 

London, July 13.—Jefferson M, Levy, the 
owner of Monticello, Va., Jefferson's oid 
home, is the most enthusiastic man in Lon- 
don because he has had an interview with 
the Prince of Wales. Mr. Levy attended the 
sale of the Prince of Wales’ hackneys at 
Sandringham Thursday last, where William 
Waldorf Astor paid the highest price, $5,000, 
for a pair of harness horses. The sale was 
largely attended by members of the royal 
famjly and representatives of the nobility. 
The Prince of Wales took the chair at the 
lunch which followed, with the Princess of 
Wales and her daughters, the Duke and 
Duchess of York, the Crown Prince of Den- 
mark, the Duke of Sparta, heir-apparent 
to the throne of Greece; the Duke of Marl- 
borough, the Earl of Durham, the Earl of 
Coventry, and a host of English lords on the 
platform. Mr. Levy purchased a yearling 
which he has presented to Col. North, the 
“nitrate king.“ who did most of the buying. 

“I had a long talk with the Prince,“ said 
Mr. Levy, “and he gave me a special invi- 
tation to come and see him again. He asked 
a number of questions about America, but 
he seemed especially. interested in Virginia. 
I was surprised at his intimate knowledge 
of the Old Dominion. He told me all about 
his visit to Mount Vernon when he was in 
America, and said he would like to go there 
aguin, but he has not the time to do so. 

“I sat by the Duke of York at lunch. He 
is a nice fellow, but he has not the charming 
manner which his father posssesses. I told 
the Prince I knew Richard Croker, and I 
think the Prince would like to see the Amer- 
icans win some races.“ 

Senator Cabot Lodge of Massachusetts 
is here studying the machinery of English 
electioneering. The Senator is taking a 
great interest in the present contest, with 
the view of incorporating some of the ideas 
which he has gathered here in an election 
bill which he expects to introduce during 
the session of the next Congress. 

Ambassador Bayard has returned from 
his yachting cruise, looking bronzed and 
well. Talking over his trip he said: I have 
had a capital time, and witnessed one of the 
finest naval spectacles I have ever seen. 
When going past Elsinore I saw eight great 
British warships coming through the sound.

Liberal Party, Turn by Dissensions and 
with Vague Ideas About Great Public 
Questions, in Bad Shape to Make a 
Fight Salisbury a Man Who Knows 
What He Wantse—His Chief Aids All 
Fit to Be Premiers and Much Abler 
Men than Are the Liberal Leaders. 

New York, July 18.—[{Special, |—The chief 
event in Europe is the general election in Eu- 
gland. which is to decide within a fortnight 
who sball govern that country for probably 
61x years to come and what its foreign pol- 
icy is to be. All European eyes are turned 
thither, and the contest is so important that 

I will venture to state my own view at some 

length. The point of the general election in 

England is a clear one, but has not, so far 

as I know, been stated in this country. The 

point is that the*Unionists know what they 


are fighting for and the Liberals do not. 


Take the Liberale first. They have three 
leaders at least. Lard Rosebery, Sir William 
Harcourt, and John Morley. Lord Rosebery, 
under a necessity not of his choosing, wants 
to make the House of Lords the leading issue. 
Sir William Harcourt, with his swashing 
blow ready to be delivered, desired to go to 
the country on the temperaace question, as if 
England were to be carried on a cry of local 
option. John Morley, obeying an impulse of 
academic enthusiasm, would take down home 
rule from the shelf. where it has lain ever 
since August, 1893, and appeal to England to 
do justice to Ire and. 

How is a battle to be fought when you do 
not know under what leader or under what 
flag you fight? Lord Rosebery, a capable 
Minister and a sympathetic figure, is virtually 
the true leader, but he himself has admitted 
since his overthrow he could not enforce his 
authority. Who, then, is to decide? Or is 
nobody to decide? 

Harcourt's Wild Schemes. 

There are other issues. There is Welsh dis- 
establishment and a host of miscellaneous 
items known as the Newcastle program. 
There is the financial policy of Sir Wiiliam 
Harcourt, with his increased income tax, his 
flagrant partiality to the working classes, his 
flagrant unfairness to the middle classes, 
his socialistic progressive death duties, 
and that whole scheme of legalized brig- 
andage embodied in his last two budgets. 
That, also, will be made the basis of an ap- 
peal to the selfishness of the workingmen, I 
believe the workingmen in England, as in 
America, take higher views than that, and 
that the best appeal which can be made is for 
justice and equal rights and not for the 
pillage of nroperty-owners, At any rate they 
do not seem likely to rally in great force for 
a party which has three contending heads, 
and no leader who can lead and no clear 
knowledge of wuat it wants its country to 
affirm or deny, 

Very different is the state of things on the 
Unionist mde, True, there has been a coali- 
tion between Liberal-Unionists and Conserva- 
tives, but the coalition is complete and the 
union of the two parties under the name of 
Unionists is com piete. The coalition has 
done its work ana is a coalition no longer. 

True, also, that there are four men in the 
Unionist Cabinet, each of whom is capable of 
presiding over it. A strong government, 
indeed, writes a Conservative English 
tri end, with four Prime Ministers in the 
House.” But Lord Salisbury is not 
the less leader and recognized 
and obeyed as leader. The 
Duke of Devonshire; whom I should call the 
incarnation of common sense, has twice re- 
fused the Premiership. Mr. Balfour's time is 
not yet come, but Mr. Balfour is plainly the 
leader of the future. Mr. Charaberlain’s ap- 
pointment, of wh.ch, indeed, there never was 
any thought, would have provoked, as he well 
knows, a revolt among the Conservatives, 
He is one of the ablest and one of the least 
conciliatory of English politicians. 

Salisbury Knows What He Wants. 

Lord Salisbury is in the saddle with a grip 
of iron. He has good hands and a good head, 
and the steed knows its master. Nor is he in 
the least doubt where he means to go or by 
what road he will travel. He and his 
eighteen colleagues—a far too tumerous 
body—are there first of all to defend 
the union and the existing institutions. 
They are all agreed on that, and in Engiand 
vou can hardly have a better program. In 
the second place they are united on a policy 
of what Mr. Chamberlain calls constructive 
social reform. That, of course, has no rela- 
tion to socialism, It means practical meas- 
ures for the improvement of the condition of 
the people—better houses, more land, security 
for life in dangerous employments, and the 
like. And the workingmen know the Union- 
ists can pass such measures, while the Liber- 
als, even if they carry them through the 
House of Commons, have to face the House 
of Lords. Lord Salisbury’s measures will be 
such as the House of Lords will pass. Itisa 
mistake to think that body opposed to social 
reforms. It is in favor of them, and Lord 
Salisbury bases bis defence of that House on 
it#readiness to execute the clearly declared 
will of the people, 

OI avoid predictions, though experts on both 
sides assert or admit the probability of a 
Unionist victory. All I care to do is to state 
the general conditions under which this elec- 
tion is contested. Knowing this everybody 
can judge for himself which side is likely to 
win. No doubt tnere is some significance in 
the fact that at the very beginning fifty-four 
Unionists and only four Liberals have been 
elected unopposed, Signiticant also is it that 
in the other constitue icies there are but four- 
teen in which no Unionist contests the seat, 


and about ninety which Liberals do not think 


it worth while to fight. No such proportion 

is likely to be maintained in the final re- 

sults. The value of these figures is moral. 

They point to discouragement among the Lib. 

erals and to confidence among the Unionists. 
Irish Split Into Many Factions. 

If you ask where Ireland comes in, the 
answer is different. Whatever John Morley 
may say or wish, home rule is not me leading 
issue. Mr. Gladstons has put forth a magic- 
lantern manifesto imploring the English to 
grant to Ireland her just and constitutional 
rights. Nobody knows, or no two men agree, 
what they are, and Mr. Gladstone himself 
will not say. His appeal is too vague to 
be effective. The Irish Nat.onalists them- 
selves are quarreling, They are split into 
three sections, each opposing the other. The

But that may ultimately have a con- 
siderable effect on the silver industry and on 
the market value and monetary use of the 
white metal, 


Compulsory Arbitration Impossible. 

The stagnation of politics in France is per- 
haps a good sign, for in France politics is apt 
to bea roaring torrent, What has interested 
Americans most this week is the vote of the 
French Chamber in favor of a permanent 
arbitration treaty with the United States. We 
have no details, and it is not known 
whether the French Government will 
take any action. It is not bound to. 
Resolutions of that sort asking govern- 
ments to do one thing or another are 
often passed and come to nothing. The En- 
glish House of Commons has declared for ar- 
bitration, but this declaration, like so many 
others, remains a pious opinion. The truth 
is, the Foreign Offices of France and England. 
like our own State Department, know the 
enormous difficultiss in giving practical ef- 
fect to these amiable aspirations. 

The plan is to esta@blish a permanent tribu- 
nal, before which all international disputes 
are to be taken. How is such a tribunal to be 
composed? A tribunal good for one pur- 
pose would be bad for another. 
What controversies are to de sub- 
mitted to arbitration? The resolution says 
all controversies, Does any American sup- 
pose we shall submit to any tribunal whatever 
a question involving our national existence 
or national honor? We shall never do that. 
Arbitration in such disputes as are capable of 
being referred to impartial judges is an excel- 
leat thing. Compulsory arbitration, such as 
has been proposed, is im possible, and a treaty 
for compulsory arbitration would be only one 
more treaty to be broken. 


Eustis Should Be Sent Home. 

I notice Mr. Eustis and his indiscretions in 
Paria mainly to say they are not his first and 
ought to be his last. His tirst in hig capacity 
as Ambassador was his speech at the Amer- 
ican dinner in London, when he decried the 
foreign policy of other nations and extolled 
ours at their expense. In that, as in his 
attacks on Spain and other powers in his 
Paris interview, the question is not whether 


Mr. Eustis’ views are sound, but whether be, 
an Ambassador, is the right man to express’ 


them. He clearly is not, The usage of all 
civilized nations requires an Ambassador to 
be discreet, reserved, silent, in matters affect- 
ing the government to which he is accredited, 
or affecting any friendly power. 

We drove Lord Sackvilie out of the coun- 
try for a less offense than Mr. Eustis’. France 
would be justified in handing him his pass 
ports, England, bad it cared anything about 
it, would have been justified in complaining 
of his speech in London, a speech made, I 
was told at the time, in circumstances of ex- 
citement such as sometimes pgevail after din- 
ner.

The instructions 
printed for the benefit of the press sound odd 
to American ears. The day orders contained 
the names of the hotels and restaurants where 
the correspondents were to take their meals, 
together with this notice: “At your 
own expense.” The instruction to meet the 
the Emperor at the railway station read: 
“Correspondents must be dressed in black 
evening dress with white cravats and white 
gloves, the overcoat to be carried on the left 
arm, a high silk hat in the right hand.“ 

The correspondents were also advised to 
“eat a good dinner” that day, as from the 
railway station they were to march in a body 
to the City Hall to see the Emperor dine with 
the Senate. On arriving at the City Hall and 
on the balcony created for the press the cor- 
respondents faund this notice starimg them in 
the face: “Correspondents muse not touch 
or destroy the plants and flowers.’’ They 
were ordered when to stand up or sit down, to 
only take one cigar from the box when it was 
sent round, how much to drink, and so on.

Commissioner Cunning said yesterday that 
he will introduce a resolution at the next 
meeting of the County Board directing that 
Dr. Albert H. Bauffleur and Dr. James B. 
Herrick be removed from the County Hos- 
pital’s medical staff. Dr. Bauffleur was 
President of the hospital staff last year and 
this year delivers the principal lectures on 
surgery. Dr. Herrick is on the staff as a 
medical lecturer. The trouble all arises on 
account of the similarity in the certificates 
issued to the internes at the County Hos- 
pital and the certificates issued to the stu- 
dents at Rush Medical College, who have 
completed a course of clinic lectures. Both 
the physicians are prominently connected 
with Rush Medical College. 

The County Board takes considerable 
pride in its interne system. Each applicant 
is rigidly examined before he enters the 
service of the county, and after he has been 
at the hospital eighteen months he is given 
a certificate. This certificate, it seems, is 
exceedingly valuable, and is prized highly 
by those who have received them, as they 
are as strong a recommendation as a young 
doctor can have who is applying for a sur- 
gical position. The certificate contains an 
engraving of the Cook County Hospital, and 
reads like this:

MAYOR IS DETERMINED TO VETO IT. 


City Railway Must Make Concessions or 
Trolley Doesn’t G0. 

President Wheeler and the South Side 
railway company officials will have to make 
up their minds pretty quickly tomorrow 
morning or Mayor Swift will veto the South 
Clark street trolley ordinance. Mayor Swift 
said yesterday that unless the company 
would accede to his demands he would veto 
the ordinance at the meeting of the Council 
tomorrow evening. He had an appointment 
with ex-Judge Grinnell yesterday afternoon, 
but the conference was postponed until to- 
morrow morning. The Mayor had this to 
say about the matter: 

I have been opposed all the time to the introduc- 
tion of the trolley wire into the heart of the city, 
and unless the company will consent to make its 
terminus Jackson street or Van Buren street and 
grant some other concessions I have requested I 
shall veto the measure. It is not a pleasing pict- 
ure to contemplate the streets of the entire busi- 
ness district being spoiled by webs of unsightly 
trolley wires, and I thought the other day as I 
looked at the business district in Milwaukee I 
would regret much to see Chicago's business 
streets taken up with trolley wires. If I should 
sign this ordinance it would simply be a precedent 
that would block my action when other ordinances 
would come in granting permission to the various 
other railroad companies to operate their lines by 
overhead trolley wires. It may be that this would 
be a great thing for Clark street and would be of 
great benefit to property-owners along that thor- 
oughfare, but in considering this matter it is my 
duty to look at it from the standpoint of the inter- 
ests of the entire people. It would be a long step 
backward, and I do not think that Chicago, as it 
forges ahead, should set its pace from a precedent 
established in some minor town whose streets are 
not crowded with traffic as ours are. 

Another thing I have suggested, that the com- 
pany build a viaduct to cover the twenty-five or 
thirty railroad tracks that cross Clark street just 
south of Twelfth street. I should think they could 
get some assistance in this matter from the rail- 
road companies, as a viaduct would be of great 
benefit to them. The company refused to enter- 
tain this proposition, and it also refuses to main- 
tain electric lights along Clark street. It says it 
wants the franchise, and it doesn’t want to give 
anything in return. The officials declare that the 
underground system is impracticable, and when I 
point to them that I have evidence that it is a suc- 
cess in other cities they reply, that the climate is 
such here as to render the system inopefative. * 

A committee of the Citizens’, Property- 
Owners’, and Tenants’ Association, headed 
by E. A. e Henry G. Foreman, 
Willlam D. Kerfoot, John L. Manning. 
Henry N. Greenebaum, Henry B. Steele, and 
others, held a lengthy conference with Mayor 
Swift yesterday in relation to the ordinance 
and ordinances for electric lines on other 
streets in the southern and southwestern 
sections of the city. The members of the 
committee expressed themselves as warmly 
in favor of increased rapid transit for Chi- 
cago and strongly urged upon the Mayor the 
advantages to be derived from the operation 
of the ordinances now before him. Clark 
street particularly, the committee urged, 
was sadly in need of improvement in this re- 
gard, At present the condition of the street, 
it was alleged, was a reproach to the city. 
They maintained the street had deteriorated 
to such a degree that it was time some 
heroic measures were adopted for its re- 
demption. Rapid transit, the committee as- 
serted, would accomplish this result. Ex- 
haustive inquiries have been made regarding 
the operation of electric railways in other 
large cities, and in every instance it was 
found that they are a success and have re- 
sulted beneficially to the city. A cable or 
elevated road, the property-owners say, on 
this street was out of the question, owing to 
the fact that no adequate loop system or 
terminal station was possible under exist- 
ing circumstances. 

As to the danger. to abutting properties, the 
committee said all information obtainabie 
was to the effect that no possible danger was 
to be apprehended, and it was also demon- 
strated that the danger to human life was 
far less than on many other systems of sur- 
face railways, particularly the present cable 
systems. ) 

The committee also urged the great benefit 
of rapid transit on Clark street to the thou- 
sands of hard-working people residing in 
Englewood and the souchern and southwest- 
ern sections of the city, who were now abso- 
lutely without adequate, comfortable, and 
speedy means of reaching the heart of the 
city. For these and 245 reasons the 


property-own- 

ers was also handed to the Mayor for his 
consideration. | 

The Mayor expiained his position tn detail 


to the committee and said he would do what

her out from the seacoast. If the war were 
confined to Peru and Bolivia it would not be 
much of a struggle. Peru has had no navy 
since her war with Chile, and four or five 
thousand men are all that either of the 
belligerents could muster in case of war. 
The situation, however, is a very contagious 
one. War spreads in South America easily 
and rapidly. It is already reported that 
Ecuador has made an alliance with Bolivia. 
There is a possibility that Chile may also 
side with Bolivia, and in that case Argen- 
tina would certainly side with Peru. As 
Brazil is not on good terms with Argentina 
she might take a hand in also. What the 
outcome of such a Kilkenny fight would be 
no one can say.

The South Side read has done so but once. 
It is a singularly greedy corporation. Under 
the circumstances the Mayor can do noth- 
ing but veto the ordinance. The Council 
may not sustain him, but it is none the less 
his duty to lay the facts before it and give 
the Aldermen an opportunity to attach 
proper conditions to their lavish grant. The 
road ought to be glad to pay even more than 
what the Mayor asked of it for ‘privileges 
which will put so much money in the pockets 
of its stockholders.

THE 1 INDICTED ALDEKMEN, 

Yesterday the special grand jury returned 
two indictments apiece against Ald, Finkler 
and Martin for soliciting bribes. The stat- 
ute they are alleged to have violated is one 
which forbids any officer to take or receive, 
or offer to take or receive, either directly or 
indirectly, any money or other thing of value 
as a bribe or gift or a means of influencing 
his vote or action in his official character.“ 
The punishment in ease of conviction is im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary for from one 
to five years, or a fine of from $200 to $1,000, 
or both fine and imprisonment in the discre- 
tion of the court, and in addition to that the 
guilty party loses his office. 

The grand jury has decided not to do any 
more investigating, but to leave to its suc- 
cessor the further probing of municipal cor- 
ruption.

RELIGIOUS ENTHUSIASM. 

No marked success can be achieved in any 
line of effort without enthusiasm. In fact 
enthustasm is itself -an important element 

ot success. It is as necessary to the soldier 
or the cross as it is to the follower of any 
national standard, and it plays as important 
a part in religion today as it did when Peter 
the Hermit roused the valiant knights of old 
to undertake the first crusade. The hosts 
of Christianity need, as of yore, the stirrings 
of a great enthusiasm to enable them ade- 
quately to fulfill their mission and accom- 
plish their task. 

That religious leaders recognize this fact 
is evident from the great rally of the Chris- 
tian Endeavor: Societies during the last 
week in Boston. The audiences gathered at 
the simultaneous meetings held throughout 
the city have sometimes numbered at least 
100,000 persons, the speakers have included 
nearly 1,000 names of national distinction, 
and the main and .vowed purpose has been 
to arouse religious enthusiasm among these 
masses, and also among the 2,000,000 mem- 
bers of the organization thus represented. 
One of the managers, expressing briefly the 
ideals and purposes of the convention, de- 
clared that it was “‘ destined to bring joy to 
ihe Christian Church, enthusiasm to the 
Christian Church, codperation to the Chris- 
tian Church, a brotherly love to the Chris- 
tian Church.“ 

In such a declaration one cannot help not- 
ing the important change that has come 
over the religious world within a compara- 
tively short time. A few years ago meetings 
of this character would have been seized 
upon as an opportunity for dogmatic discus- 
sion. “Justification,” “atonement,” “free- 
will’? would have been words much in evi- 
dence; but the day has come when the em- 
phasis is no longer laid on justification, and 
all theories of the atonement have become 
obsolete in the presence of the fact itself, 
Which is a,mystery that honest men confess 
they do not understand. More and more is 
it dawning upon men that Christianity is 
something beside dogma, something more 
permanent than opinion, and that it forms 
the basis of the permanent and higher life 
of mankind. The gospel has not yet con- 
quered the earth; wickedness in high places 
is not dethroned: there is yet plenty of work 
for good men and women in the great re- 
forms; and the Christian church, as a whole, 
is waking up to its social responsibility as 
never before. The progress of science, the 
increased prominence of the organic laws 
of life, the political and philosophical opin- 
ions that now prevail, and even the indus- 
trial and economic forces of the age hae all 
had their share in educating the people to a 
new attitude toward religious truth, so that, 
to be received, it must be stated in fresh 
terms. For example, the doctrine of evolu- 
tion, when first proclaimed, was bitterly op- 
posed by Christian teachers, because it 
seemed to remove God from the world; but 
when better understood it has been found to 
be the handmaid and strong support of the 
Christian faith. It does not explain the 
mystery of life, but it has greatly changed 
our attitude teward religious beliefs. From 
Christianity as interpreted by the Puritans 
we have departed so far that a genuine 
preacher of the old faith would hardly be 
tolerated in any Christian pulpit in the land; 
yet no one will say that Christianity is 
taught less thoroughly or is less influential 
than it was two centuries ago. There has 
been a wonderful shaking up among Presby- 
terians and Congregationalists in recent 
years. in regard to important dogmas, but 
no one believes that the people in these de- 
nominations are less devoted to the faith 
than they were before. 

The Christian Endeavor meetings of the 
last week furnish conclusive evidence that 
the institutions of Christianity’ are main- 
tained with their old for and that men’s 
lives are vitalized by a living faith. Such 
gatherings are an essential part of the re- 
ligious activity of the day; they contribute 
their measure to the welfare of the world, 
and aid in the spread of a wholesome en- 
thusiasm for holy things; they bear testi- 
mony that the great works and the great 
opportunities now confronting the Chris- 
tian church will, if occasion require, be en- 

countered with the samé zeal as that which 
aforetime animated crusaders on their way 
to the recovery of the holy sepulcher or to 
the conversion of pagans at the point of the 
sword. 


GRAVE ERROR OF SOCIALISM. 

The Rev. W. D. P. Bliss has written a 
“Handbook of Socialism,” in which he aims 
“to condense as much as possible of the 
principles of socialism in its various as- 
‘pects and of the history of the movement 
in all countries.” Out of the numerous 
flefinitions quoted by him the most authori- 
tative would seem to be that contained in 
the manifesto of the joint committee of the 
English socialistic bodies: “Our aim, one 
and all, is to ébtain for the whole commu- 
nity complete ownership and control of the 
means of transport, the means of manu- 
facture, the mines, and the land. Thus we 
took to put an end forever to the wage sys- 
*r. to sweep away all distinctions of class, 

A eventually to establish national and 
international communism on a sound basis.”

governing ability, directing ability, invent- 
ing ability, and business capacity. It would 
treat all the human units in society as if 
they were equal in capacity and ability, as 
they are in the right to personal liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness. 

The teachers of State socialism ignore the 
undeniable fact that the desire of gain, the 
wish to obtain wealth either for its own 
sake or for the reason that its possession 
would give power, more luxurious surround- 
ings, and greater personal freedom, is the 
great cause of human exertion, and that 
without such ‘stimulus very few of the acts 
which are most beneficial to humanity 
would be performed. These teachers ig- 
nore the fact that the average man is nat- 
urally lazy or careless, or both, and needs 
even more than the spur of prospective want 
to put forth continuous productive effort. 
They take no account of the important cir- 
cumstance that efficient productive effort 
requires instruction and guidance by the 
best ability and the use of the economic 
appliances invented by the men who have 
designed and fashioned labor-saving im- 
plements. And if one or two of these teach- 
ers admit the value of this kind of exertion 
they deny that the men of directing and or- 
ganizing ability, and the discoverers and in- 
ventors, must have an adequate motive to 
induce them to put forth their best efforts. 
Socialism does not furnish the hope of re- 
ward for extra effort by the brain or the 
muscle toilers, and in the absence of an 
adequate motive the best work would not 
be done by either. 

As a result of this the total of valuable 
productive effort would be greatly reduced, 
The quantity of food, clothing, fuel, shelter, 
and of the other elements of comfort would 
fall off. Soon there would be no surplus of 
either, and then a deficiency, becoming more 
and more plain and painful the longer the 
artificial system was allowed to continue. 
The best things would be lacking, the com- 
munity would always be short of comforts 
and conveniencies, and might be expected 
to retrograde in the efficiency of its methods 
of production and transportation, because, 
under a system which gave no inducement 
for special exertion, each one of the great 
majority would perform only the minimum 
amount of work and do it in a slovenly way. 
No one could be expected to toil extra hard 
for the benefit of others not related to him, 
while he himself was to go without a corre- 
sponding reward. Human selfishness and 
a sense of inequity of distribution would 
hold back the hands and brain of real ability 
and all would sink to the common level of a 
slothful, dronish state of existence, contin- 
ually approximating to general pauperism. 
But this and deep-seated discontent would 
come together, and such a social political 
condition soon would have to be abandoned 
by those whose ambition and ability had 
not been completely crushed out by the de- 
basing scheme for reducing all to the one 
dead level. 

It is difficult to see how “ socialism rooted 
in Christianity " would remove poverty and 
replace it with plenty, or change discontent 
into contentment with the poorhouse devel 
of equality of condition. The laboring 
masses of this country obtain in exchange 
for the wages they receive as the employés 
of men of ability several times as much of 
the necessaries and comforts of life as they 
could earn and obtain if left to their own 
unaided ability to earn and provide. Even 


‘if Christian preaching should make them 


more willing to work it would hardly supply 
the place of brains and capital, and there at 
least would be a danger of some persons pre- 
ferring praying to working. So, with or 
without the Christian element, socialism 
would prove an abject, complete failure in 
practice, unlesg men of inventive power and 
business-directing ability could be compelled 
under it to put forth persistently and con- 
tinually their best efforts without compen- 
sation or reward, but only as a means of 
escaping punishment. But such men could 
not be compelled to do this. They will 
strive in mind and body only upon some- 
thing like the present terms—that is, the 
hope of being able to lift themselves above 
the general mass and obtain by their extra 
exertions something which the average man 
does not possess and enjoy. Of course, to 
admit such a stimulus into their new stato 
would revolutionize and destroy the fabric 
built up on the theory of socialism, the ad- 
vocates of which strangely enough have 
left human nature out of the account in con- 
structing their fool’s paradise, 


ENGLISH AND AMERICAN CAMPAIGNS. 
Friday parliamentary elections were held 
in England in some uncontested districts, 
yesterday members were elected in a num- 
ber of contested ones, and during this week 
the remainder of the members will be chosen 
and the political complexion of the English 
Government determined, perhaps for some 
years. Yet it is only a trifle over three weeks 
since the Rosebery Government was @efeat- 
ed and only half that time since it was an- 
nounced authoritatively that the Parliament 
was to be dissolved and a new one elected. 

American business-men will look with 
envy on & country whose voters can make 
up their minds who their rulers shall be in 
so short a time and with so little noise and 
disturbance.- They will look forward with 
regret to the Presidential campaign of next 
year, which will stretch over three months 
at the least, and during which business in- 
evitably will be more or less unsettled, and 
they would be pleased if here, as in England, 
the question of party supremacy and of gov- 
ernmental policies could be settled in a short 
contest of less than a month. Therefore 
they are all against the proposition of some 
members of the Republican National com- 
mittee, who think all citizens enjoy politics 
as much as they do, that a Presidential can- 
didate be, nominated in May and the people 
be kept in a stew from that time on as to 
what will happen in November. 

There are some excellent reasons, how- 
ever, why it is impossible to have here as 
brief a campaign as in England. The elec- 
tion which is holding there now came imme- 
diately on the heels of a dissolution of Par- 
liament, during the sessions of which there 
had been a constant discussion of political 
questions. The policies of the two great 
parties have been kept continually before 
the voters. There is no reason why they 
cannot vote as intelligently at the end of a 
week as at the end of three months. It is 
probable that jf in the United States the 
election of members of a new Congress 
took place immediately after the adjourn- 
ment of the old one there would be no 
need of a long campaign. For while the 
outgoing House was legislating thé press

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admitted, also, that tens of thousands of 
men born in this country take little interest 
either in political questions or in party dis- 
putes till they have been acted on by the 
stimulus of a campaign. They do not get 
stirred up until they see others getting 
greatly excited. 

If all the voters of the United Kingdom 
had to cast their ballots for a chief execu- 
tive as well as for members of Parliament 
there doubtless would be a longer campaign 
there. If the parliamentary system of gov- 
ernment obtained here and the party which 
had the majority in the House of Represen- 
tatives controlled the executive branch of 
the government there would not be the uni- 
versal interest in elections there is now. 
There are some Congressional districts in 
the State of New York, for instance, which 
the Republicans cannot carry, and there are 
others which the Democrats cannot. In 
none of those would there be any excitement 
at election time. The minority party would 
make no effort to get out its vote, for noth- 
ing would be gained thereby. At present 
every voter is urged to turn out to help carry 
the State. 

The longer American campaigns must be 
accepted as a part of the American system 
of government. They may grow shorter as 
the population grows denser and more 
homogeneous, But certainly two months of 
active, incessant campaigning ought to be 
enough now. 


BISHOP POTTER’S EXAMPLE, 

There is a general impression that a 
Bishop in the Episcopal or any other church 
has an easy time of it; that he dresses in 
purple and fine linen, eats good dinners, 
and lives in a palace; that, in fact, he isa 
sort of spiritual ruler whose highest respon- 
sibility is that of holding his subjects in 
order and keeping a sharp eye to windward 
for heresies. He is supposed to live in ease 
during part of the year and travel in Europe 
or lounge round at the summer resorts dur- 
ing the remainder of the time, 

There may be Bishops who live in this 
kind of clover, but evidently Bishop Potter: 
of New York is not one of that sort.. In the 
hottest and most disagreeable period of the 
New York summer, which is the hottest of 
all summers in this country, he has gone 
down into the Tenth Ward to do the regular 
work of a missionary in the slums at the 
cathedral mission. The New York Recorder 
says that the mission is in the center of the 
most densely populated square mile in the 
city. The census shows that there are 360,- 
000 people living in that square mile. The 
mass of humanity huddled together in this 
district, which has no parallel in the world, 


is largely composed of Germans, Russians, 


and Polish Hebrews. They are living in 
filthy tenement «houses and represent the 
maximum of human discomfort, squalor, 
and wretchedness. It is in the very midst 
of this aggregation of human misery that 
the good Bishop will stay this summer, 
doing what he can to ameliorate the prevail- 
ing conditions. He has long urged. the 
clergymen of his diocese to devote a por- 
tion of their time to residence in and work 
for the improvement of the slums, and now 
he has set them the example by going down 
there himself. Such a conspicuous example 
will be likely to prove contagious, and if it 
does so the wealthy churches of New York 
may be induced to send their representatives 
there and labor for tue uplifting of the 
masses herded together in those squalid 
tenements. 

There is a great field for labor in this city 
of slums. It is apparently inconsequential 
and superfluous work to preach every Sun- 
day to a congtegation which has sat for 
years under the eaves of the sanctuary. 
Converting the heathen in Asia and Africa 
is slow, costly, and uncertain work at best. 
The heathen of the slums, sometimes almost 
in the very shadow of the church, know 
little of the influences of church work by 
actual experience. They rarely méet those 
who are trying to uplift them from their 
miserable surroundings and give them hope. 
It is a great field almost entirely overlooked. 
A few reformers of the Hull House kind and 
radicals of the Salvation Army sort get intb 
the field. They know how to do the work, 
but they are almost always hampered by 
lack of money. Bishop Potter has set a 
timely example for the wealthy and fashion- 
able churches, and if they follow it the re- 
sults cannot be otherwise than good, Time 
and money enough have been wasted upon 
the good people of the avenues. Now give 
the bad people of the slums a chance. If 
the church is good for anything it should 
show its influence among the poor, ignorant, 
helpless, and almost hopeless ones herded 
together in the slums, If the Bishops and 
priests of the great cities would imitate 
Bishop Potter and take a summer outing in 
the dark places all about them and if their 
churches would but stand by them life in 
those places would be made more endurable 
and the way might be prepared for reforms 
of a permanent character. 


SUSAws’S BAD ADVICE, 

At the Kansas election last fall a proposi- 
tion to give the women the ballot got 95,000 
votes, while 130,000 were cast against it, and 
70,000 voters did not dare or aare to mark 
their ballots either way. This defeat has 
grieved the women suffragists, for they were 
confident that a State which had indorsed 
free silver, flatism, populism, and several 
other isms, would give women the ballot 
without the least hesitation; so at a meeting 
of the Kansas Equal Suffrage Association 
the following resolution, prepared by Susan 
B. Anthony, was adopted unanimously: 


Resolved, That it is the duty of every .self-re- 
specting woman in the State of Kansas to fold her 
hands and refuse to help any moral, religious, 
charitable reform or political association until 
the men of the State shail strike the adjective 
male from the suffrage clause of the consti- 
tution. 

It is cruel to punish the innocent along 


with the guilty when it can be avoided. It 
is generally held also that it is not right to 
do evil that good may follow. Ninety-five 
thousand men out of about 300,000 voted to 
give women the ballot. They are all saints 
from the point of view of the equal suffra- 
gists. They are moral, religious, and chari- 
table. Their opponents are immoral, unchar- 
itable, and irreligious. The ninety-five thou- 
sand are the ones who have been doing all 
the good work that is done in the State, It 
is a shame to deprive them of feminine co- 
operation and palsy their hands. As for the 
wicked anti-suffragists they will not care 
whether the cause of morality suffers or not. 
It would be shameful for the women to de- 
sert their allies merely because these allies 
happen to be in the minority.

TH: OHiO sOND FO.GER. 

New developments in the bond forgeries 
ot Z. T. Lewis, the President of a bank at 
Ansonia, O., continue to come to light, but 
unfortunately the locality of the forger 
does not, though it is thought be has fied to 
Mexico. At first the amount was thought 
to be not less than $70,000. Then it was 
supposed to be as much as, 8150, 00% Now 
the total amount of forgeries known posi- 
tively foots up $110,000, and it is believed 
probable-the aggregate will reach a quarter 
of a million. One of the meanest of all his 
scoundrelly transactions was the defraud- ) 
ing his brother out of $9,000 and forging his 
name to a mortgage deed, 

The method pursued by Lewis was unique. 
It was to buy an issue of genuine bonds, 
cause duplications of them to be litho- 
graphed, he forging the signatures, then 
selling the genuine bonds, and pledging the 
forgeries as collaterals for loans. In every 
case the bonds sold by him to banks stand 
the test, for genuineness, while nearly every 
bond he put up as collateral seems to have 
been fraudulent. He knew that on the lat- 
ter the banks would look to him for settle- 
ment, and were not likely to make inquiries 
so long as he paid the interest promptly. 
He attended in person to the payment of the 
coupons. It will be observed that by this 
course of procedure he provided against 
discovery by the usual methods when the 
bonds were offered a man in good standing. 
The banker might write to the proper of- 
ficial asking if certain bonds, numbered 80 
and so, issued at such a date for named 
purposes and bearing certain signatures, 
were authorized and would receive a reply 
in the affirmative. An examination of the 
bonds for the purpose of ascertäining if the 
signatures were fraudulent was not thought 
of when they were offered by a well-known 
man, introduced by a bank, himself the 
President of a banking institution, owning 
a beautiful home and a thousand acres of 
as fine land as there is on earth,“ and who, 
so far as known, always had led an upright 
life. Taking all its features together the 
scheme was one of the shrewdest confidence 
games that ever was worked upon wide- 
awake business men. 

It is probable that as a result of this swin- 
dle banks will be more careful in their bond 
dealings, requiring identification of the al- 
leged security as well as of the individual. 
It also should induce more care in regard to 
the printing of bonds, and one paper sug- 
gests that it ought to be made a penal of- 
fense to print bonds without a duly au- 
thenticated order from the proper authori- 
ties. The lithographer is as much under 
moral obligation to the public as is the drug- 
gist, and it may be argued that the obliga- 
tion equally should be a legal one. It cer- 
tainly is highly desirable that every possi- 
ble safeguard be thrown around the busi- 
ness, with a view of rendering it difficult to 
perpetrate other swindles of the kind prac- 
ticed by Lewis, the Dayton-Urbana bond 
forger. P 


The Close dt the First Act. 


The Chicago Svenska Kuriren (The Swedish 
Courier) in its last issue contains an editorial on 
the Swedish-Norwegian question, under the 
above heading, being a synopsis of the recent 
letters from its Swedish and Norwegian special 
correspondents. It says in substance: 

»The Storthing has decided by a large*majority 
to reimburse Sweden for the advances it made. 
for the support of the united countries diploma- 
tic and consular body. This seems to be a step 
in the right direction, tending to the advance 
ment of a mutual good understanding. For over 
two years the Norwegian Left party has tried by 
every means in its power to compel Sweden to 
give Norway its separate diplomatic and con- 
sular body. When it was found that Sweden 
wc uld not voluntarily grant these demands, only 
two ways remained open. One was revolution 
and a dissolving of the Union, the second a re- 
fusal to vote estimates for the support of a joint 
diplomatic and consular body. 

»The latter was tried first and threats were 
made by Steen, at that time leader of the Left 
party—or rather of the Radical element of the 
Left—that a revolution would follow. The threat 
did not. work, and Steen, probably to his own 
great surprise, found that even among Nor- 
wegians his warlike utterances became day by 
day more unpopular. The fact is proven that 
only a very small part of the Norwegians 
favored or listened to Steen’s views. The 
spiteful attempts. of the Steen party to 
injure the good feeling between the two 
nations and the pitiful personalities in- 
dulged by his party against King Oscar, such as 
calling him a foreigner, refusing to hoist the flag 
on the Storthing Palace at the King’s fiftieth 
jubilee, only reacted on the instigators and Nor- 
wegian manhood asserted itself. Steen and his 
party soon found themselves isolated and with- 
out any consideration. 

“ King Oscar, by his moderation, statesman- 
ship, and absolute firmness, has gained the good- 
will of the majority of the Norwegians. The Nor- 
wegian Left stands now as it did in 1893, but 
the menaces of that epoch do not exist at the 
present time, as the radical party have shown 
that they lack popular sympathy. All of the 
Norwegian Ministers have tendered cheir resig- 
nation to King Oscar, but as King is deter- 
mined not! to accept a ministry from the Left 
party the King has urged them to remain for the 
present. ana Stang will probably continue to 
hold office until the general election, simply be- 
cause the Left and the Right have about equal 
numerical strength, and the few more votes con- 
stituting the former party’s majority cannot be 
counted on by the leaders if any revolutionary 
measures are introduced. The popularity that a 
“Sverdrup ministry was supposed to create in 
Norway and Sweden seems to have been 
altogether out of proportion to the 
sentiment now expressed in Norway, and 
for the moment Stang controls Nor- 
wegian affairs. The Steen party may for 
some littie time continue to act as a disturbing 
element, but the Norwegians are too practical a 
people long to continue with confidence under 
a leader whose political chicanery has only 
brought economical troubles upon the country 
and placed Norway in an equivocal light before 
the nations of Europe.

Green Lake, Wis., July 13.—Grace Epis- 
copal Church choir of Chicago left here yes- 
terday after a two weeks’ encampment, 
in which they not only had a merry time but 
also added hundreds more of friends and ad- 
mirers to their already large circle. The 
campers arrived here a week ago Monday, 
and pitched thefr tents on the grounds of the 
Oakwood Hotel, and within 100 feet of one 
of the most beautiful sheets of water in 
Wisconsin. Green Lake is nearly ten miles 
long and from two to three miles in width. 
One large tent was erected in which fifty 
boys slept on separate cots, and besides this 
there were eight other tents for the adult 
members of the party. There were no 
meals in camp, all of them being served by 
the hotel in the big dining-room.

All of this discipline was necessary because 
there was such a large crowd of boys, and 
with it all they had a grand, good time. 

Last Saturday afternoon President Marvin 
Hughitt of the Northwestern railroad fur- 
nishe the choir with a special train for Ripon, 
where the ladies of St. Peter’s Episcopal 
Church gave the choir a supper on the lawn. 
The boys then gave an exhibition drill, and 
made a fine showing in their cadet uniforms 
and cadet Belgian rifles. Saturday night the 
choir gave a concert at Ripon. Sunday a 
service was held in the grove at which the 
Rev. Mr. Hayden of Ripon officiated. The 
Rt.-Rev. C. C. Grafton, Bishop of Fond du 
Lac, preached the sérmon, Which was inter- 
rupted by the rain-storm which came up 
and was concluded in the paniors of the Oak- 
woods. Monday morning W. Hamer 
chartered the Queen of the Lakes and gave 
the choir a steamer ride, and Monday night 
the organization gave a concert in the pavil- 
ion. Mr. C. P. Hazteton, manager of the 
hotel, gave the visitors a complimentary 
dance Tuesday night, and in fact has been 
generous in many ways. The boys gave a 
drill on the grounds of Marvin Hughitt and 
Mr. McCulloch one day last week. Dr. and 
Mrs. Clinton Locke have been with the party 
all the time, and morning prayers have been 
daily conducted by the Rev. F. W. Merrill of 
Berlin, Wis.

contingent. On the brow of a hill overlook- 
ing the lake is an old hotel which has been 
fitted up as the summer home of the Jesuits, 
There are spacious parlors, reading rooms, 
bedrooms, and one large room in one of the 
two great wings is used as a chapel, being 
fitted with a pretty little altar. In front 
and overlooking the hotel are two statues— 
one of the blessed virgin and the other of St. 
Joseph—presented to the Jesuits by Frank 
Lawler of Chicago. The camp is in charge 
of Father F. B. Cassilly of St. Louis and 
Father Joseph Zealand of Milwaukee. While 
the students are here for recreation many 
of them are passing their time in study. 
There are certain spiritual exercises which 
have to be performed every day, including 
mass at 6 a. m.; 6:30 to 7:30 a. m., medita- 
tion; 11:15 to 12 o'clock noon, spiritual read- 
ing. Every Sunday there is mass at 7 
a. m., which is attended by all the Catho- 
lic communicants in the vicinity. 

But it is by no means all religion with the 
members of the summer colony of Jesuits. 
They have two six-oared boats, with plenty 
of trained men to handle them, and there 
are interesting races nearly every evening. 

For several days the students have been 
digging a little canal for the purpose of 
carrying off the water of a stagnant, marshy 
spot. Thursday the canal was completed 
and opened with great mock pomp and cere- 
mony. Speeches were made, breathiess 
messengers brought telegrams of congratu- 
lation from President Cleveland, Kaiser 
William, and other notables. A few days 
ago a seventy-foot flag pole, made and 
spliced by the students, was raised amid 
great ceremony, and from it the Stars and 
Stripes will always float while the Jesuits 
are in camp, . 

Their most interesting and unique piece 
of work, however, was the building of a 
grotto which is used as the shrine of Our 
Lady of Lourdes. It is built of stones picked 
up around the island and is erected in the 
bank of a great hill. It is a pretty piece of 
work and has been admired for its beauty 
as well as its sacred principles by all who 
have seen it. The Jesuits break camp Aug. 
15, and for eight days previous to that date 
they go into a religious retreat, during which 
the island is practically closed to visitors. 
On the night of July 31—St. Ignatius day— 
there will be an illuminated boat parade on 
Lake Beulah, in which the Jesuits will show 
some more of their handiwork.

Local Roads Will Order the Erie te Re- 


cover Its Boston Coupons. 

The Chicago lines will hold a meeting to- 
morrow to discuss the situation with refer- 
ence to Western Christian Endeavor tickets. 
According to the original rules the exten- 
sion limit on all tickets had to be stamped by 
the joint agent in Boston. Several of the 
lines, it is now found, have sold tickets with- 
out any provision for the Boston stamp and 
so worded that they may be extended in Chi- 
cago. Every one concerned declares that 
this action was an inadvertent mistake and 
no wrong Was intended, but at the same 
time every other line but the offending one 
fears that a supply of these tickets has been, 
or will be, put into the hands of Chicago 
scalpers and Western rates demoralized. 
The meeting to be held tomorrow will be an 
informal one, and has been arranged in the 
hope that any further demoraligation can be 
stopped without official action. The lines 
which have not issued such a regular ticket 
will ask the lines who have issued them to 
buy all of them that are in the open market 
and thus remove the disturbing factor. It 
is hardly probable that will be done, but 
there seems to be a disposition to prevent 
the demoralization going any further than 
it has. Reports which Commissioner Don- 
ald received yesterday from Boston indicate 
that the joint agency, which is handling the 
Christian Endeavor business there, is now 
wörking satisfactorily and there promises 
to be no further trouble.

The most objectionable feature, however, is 
that a body is kept in the private morgue un- 
til the relatives identify it, and a bill is pre- 
sented to the relatives, which it is claimed is 
exorbitant. If te police would take the body 
to the county morgue as soon as it 1s discov- 
ered it could be kept in a state of preserva- 
tion and there woud be no expense to the 
relatives of the dead. The county also fur- 
nishes a coffin at little or no expense, while 
the undertaker, it is claimed, is allowed 
to charge what be pleases. An illustration 
of this occurred last week in the case of the 
man who was shot by a detective and died in 
front of the Auditcrium Hotel. The man 
who was killed was the husband of Mrs. 
Charles Gorman of St. Paul. Mrs. Gorman 
arrived in Chicago penniless and found the 
body of her husband at one of these private 
morgues, with an undertaker’s fee of $30 
hanging over it. The statement that Inspec- 
tor Fitzpatrick and C. E. Cole made up the 
necessary purse by subscription was incorrect, 
Manager A. E. Glennie of the Un:on League 
cluo secured a, pass for the body and gave. the 
woman a check for the amount necessary to 
pay the undertaker’s bill. A subscription has 
since been started by a few persons who were 
‘touched by the sad incident. There are prob- 
ably many other cases which have not been 
brought to public attention. It is ciaimed 
the undertakers who own these morgues hold 
the bodies as long as possible in order their 
bill may accumuiate, and aiter decomposition 
has set in and no one identifies the body it is 
sent to the county morgue. The condition of 
the body is then such it cannot be piaced in 
the cooler and twice a week these unidentified 
bodies are sent to the pauper’s burial grounds 
at Dunning. 

Commissioner Cunning and Dr. Fortner, 
the county physician, have interested tnem- 
selves in this matter and it is probable it will 
be brought to the attention of the County 
Board tomorrow. It is proposed the County 
Board appoint a committee to wait on the 
Coroner and also on the c.:ty authorities with 
a view to seeing what can be done toward 
remedying the matter. So far as the Police 
Department is concerned it could just as well 
take a body to the county morgue as to take 
itto one of the private institutions desig- 
nated by the Coroner.

When Antioch is reached there is another 
fork in the road, and this time the rider rides 
toward the east. The accommodations in the 
city are poor and the riders should get out to 
the resorts on the lakes. Besides the lakes 
before mentioned is Bluff Lake, these all be- 
ing connected, Channel Lake being farthest 
north, Pishtaka Lake being the farthest south, 
a distance of nearly ten miles. One of the 
attractions at these lakes is the immense lotus 
bed, being situated at the juncture of Fox 
and Grass Lakes, and in July and August this 
place of forty acres is covered with these 
flowers. Southeast of Antioch is Loon Lake, 
while lyimg north a short distance are the 
camping grounds on Cross Lake. Here the 
cyclist can epend many days before he ex- 
plores all the surrounding lakes, the scenery 
about which being of the highest order. All 
the lakes are well stocked with fish, pickerel, 
bass, and perch predominating. Everywhere 
the bicycle rider is wanted, and spscial rates 
are made to him at all the leading resorts. 

From Antioch next on the route will be 
found Camp Lake. A straight ride to the 
north over good roads for three and a half 
miles brings the rider to what is called Ben- 
ham’s Corners. This road is through a 
farming cow munity, is up and down hille, 
which can he easily coasted and climbed.

This ride cannot fail to 
be enjoyed by all. Geneva Lake is the pret- 
tiest and largest lake so far reached and 
the most improved, It is surrounded by pri- 
vate residences of wealthy Chicagoans, and 
every resident on the lake during the summer 
months has a eteam yacht or two to help pass 
away the time. At the northwest corner of 
the lake workmen are erecting an observatory 
which will contain the Yerkes telescope. The 
Y. M. C. A. has a beautiful camp here near 
„Holiday Home,” where the ‘homeless 
children of Chieago are given outings during 
the summer mont 

Situated on the south shore six miles up the 
lake from the City of Lake Geneva is Kaye’s 
Park, covering an area of 300 acres, with a 
mile of lake shore. Here are found groves of 
oak, maple, and other natural forest trees, 
from within whose dense confines bubbles the 
purest spring water. The social life at the 
park is pleasant. Bathing, boat mg, fishing, 
driving, music, manne, Soe bowling fill up 
the hours of the day. sides the large hotel 
are the Kaye’s Park cottages, and accommo- 
dations for wheelmen here can be had at a 
special rate, Several noted springs are located 
at the park, the principal spring having its 
head waters half a mile distant, back from 
the resort, 120 feet above the level of the 
lake, and supplying the water used at the re- 
sort. At a pleasant walk from the resort 
proper is the mineral spring. Steam yachts 
and all manner of sailing boats land at the 
— and are kept for the use of the guests. 

ere also a special rate is made to wheel- 
men. 

Two miles west of Kaye’s Park, nestling 
among the hills at the head of the lake, lies 
the picturesque Village of Fontana. On the 
northern shore is William's Bay, while di- 
rectly across the lake is situated the Glen- 
wood Springs resort. Here aiso are found 
many springs, the analysis showing them to 
be posse of rare medicinel properties, 
Here you may bathe in the lake, and fish, 
row, play games, ete, There are beautiful 
drives around the resorts, and accommoda- 
tions to wheeimen are first-class at reduced 
rates. While Lake Geneva is probably the 
most beautiful lake on the whole run, it is 
not so cosmopolitan as some of the smaller 
lakes. The grounds tay the lake, with the 
exception of two or three resorts, have been 
purchased by private parties and elegant sum- 
mer residences thereon, making this 
lake more exclusive than many of the others 
on the route.

Continuing the journey the next int of 
interest will be found at Brown’s Lake in 
Burlington. In order to get there the rider 
returns to the City of Lake Geneva. then a road 
to the north is taken through the city until the 
road forks, when the northeastern road is fol- 
lowed, This curves around to the north, and 
at the first four corners the rider goes east. 
The roads will be found to be good so far, but 
on the eastern road, on which the rider is now 
riding, hills and a little sand will be encoun- 
tered. There are no hills which cannot be 
climbed by a novice, however, and for coun- 
try roads these are first-class. On this eastern 
road the riaer passes within a few miles of 
Lyons and scenery where the 
White crossed is beau- 
tiful. rider nears Burlington 
the road gets better. The main road is fol- 
lowed, and within a mile of Burlington a 
turn to the east up a little hill is made, and 
then the cyciist coasts down a long incline 
into Burlington, the most beautiful town yet 
found, with roads which would compare 
favorably with the Chicago boulevards. To 
reach Brown’s Lake the cyclist goes 
through Burlington, crosaing the Wisconsin 
Central railroad tracks and going east until 
Brown’s Lake is reached, a mile and 
a half from Burli n. This is fifteen 
miles from Geneva. The roads around Bur- 
lington and Brown’s Lake are the best in the 
entire route, excepting, perhaps, Uconomo- 
voc. Around the lake itself there is an elegant 
road, without a pebble or a sandbed in it, 
thanks to P. H. Cunningham, the whole- 
souled, good-natured, jolly overseer of the 
road about the lake. Pat Cunningham thinks 
more of a bicycle rider than he does of any 
one else, and would rather have a cyclist at 
Brown’s Lake than a millionaire. 

At Brown’s Lake the first resort reached is 
Grant’s Park, a large resort with numerous 
cottages all named after the World's Fair 

uildings. The next will be found the Lit- 
tle Auditorium,” a new resort, with every- 
thing clean, good accommodations, and a 
hearty welcome and low rates to all cyclists, 
Here can be found good fishing, pike, pick- 
erel, black and rock bass, croppies, bluegills, 
and perch.

to Miguel de Peralta de la Cordova, Baron of the 
Colorados, in the northern portion of the Viceroy- 
ality of New Spain; that Jan.” 3, 1758, in accord- 
ance with this royal decree and the recommenda- 
tion of the Royal Holy Tribunal of the Inquisition 
of the City of Mexico, the Viceroy located the 
lands granted to Peralta in Arizona so as to in- 
clude the Gila River and described the same by 
metes and bounds; that this grant and location 
thereof were subsequently confirmed by King 
Carlos III.; that Jan 18, 1788, the original grantee 
willed the tract of land described to his son, 
Miguel de Peralta, and that the latter had deeded 
the same to Dr. George M. Willing Oct. 20, 1864; 
that in 1867 property was transferred to Reavis 
by the attorney and the widow of Dr. Willing. 


Romance of the Long-Lost Heir. 

Reavis’ story of his recovery of the long lost 
heir was full of story-book romance. He de- 
clared that while he was investigating and endeav- 
oring to substantiate the claim he had made un- 
der the title of Dr. Willing’s papers he had 
gradually grown. suspicious of their authenticity, 
and had finally become convinced that that part 
of them relating to the deed of the grant to Dr. 
Willing by an alleged descendant of the original 
Paron Peralta was spurious. He became con- 
vinced that another heir existed. The third of the 
Peraltas had lived in California, and it was in 
California that Reavis heard of a girl who would 
one day inherit the property. He tried for years 
to find her. Finally, in 1879, he met her, and three 
years later they were secretly married. But it 
was not until he had unearthed new evidence dur- 
ing a trip to Spain that he was convinced that she 
was the lost heir. 

Reavis declared that he first met his wife on the 
train from San Francisco to Sacramento, and 
that he was attracted to her by her resemblance 
to the Spanish type, and that he spoke to her and 
finally exchanged cards with her. He was at 
this time publishing the Sacramento Gazette. 
According to Reavis’ story they were secretly 
married in 1882 and publicly declared their mar-

ollowing this Rea vis told of their wedding tour 
in Spain; of how they looked up their relatives, 
the Peraltas and the Ybarras, and were by these 
introduced to the first families in Madrid. He de- 
tailed the months he spent in going through the 
ancient records of the Spanish capital; of how he 
found there bundles of papers buried under the 
dust of a century, which amply corroborated the 
whole story of the Peralta grant: of how he found 
innumerable documents disclosing the- honors 
which had been showered upon the original Baron 
de Peralta by the King of Spain and the numerous 
orders of which he had been made a member. He 
found photographs of the original Baron, and, 
furthermore, took photographic copies of all the 
various records which he unearthed. After his 
long sojourn in Spain Reavis returned to Amer- 
ica, taking up his residence in New York. 


Roscoe Conkling in the Case. 

Among others who became interested and put 
up large amounts was Wilson Waddingham 
of Denver, well-known in connection with the 
famous Maxwell Land Grant company of New 
Mexico: J. A. Collins was also said to be inter- 
ested, and still another lawyer retained in the case 
was ex-Congressman Phil Thompson of Ken- 
tucky, who had charge of the claim in presenting 
it before Congress.

Numerous companiés were formed, among them 
the Casa Grande Land and Improvement com- 
pany, of which Col. Ingersoll was for a time Presi- 
dent. This company is still in existence. Reavis 
testified that he received in all from this company 
about $65,000; from the Southern Pacific railroad, 
$50,000; from the Silver King Mining company, 

25,000; from John W. Mackay, $5,000; and vari- 
ous other sums from parties whom he declined 
to mention. A few years ago he went to Denver, 
and on the strength of his claim built there a 
beautiful mansion and lived in elegant style, 
driving his coach and four and otherwise display- 
ing a full purse. 

Then it was that Roscoe Conking and Col. Inger- 
soll were retained as.attorneys in the case. Col. 
Broadhead of St. Louis had been interested in the 
matter for some twenty years, had patiently fol- 
lowed the case in all its details, and declared that 
he believed it to be a genuine claim in every par- 
ticular.

RENTS ALONG STATE STREET SAID 
TO BE ENTIRELY TOO HIGH. 


Recent Failures Leave Some Good Stores 
Open for Tenants—Opinion Is That 
Prices Must Come DownTrolley on 
Clark Street Will Draw Away Trade 
and Bring Business to That Now Neg- 
lected Thoroughfare—Will Reduce 
Travel from the South on State. 


Sales of realty during the week just ended 
have been small in number and unimportant 
in character. The total transfers recorded 
during the week amouhted to $2,724,351, as 
compared with $4,028,633 for the preceding 
week, and 81.837.741 for the corresponding 
week in 1894. Ramors of sales continue to 
be good and one which will aggregate nearly 
$800,000 is said to have been practically 
concluded, It is for the entire block bounded 
on the east by Market street, the north by 
Randolph and south by Washington streets, 
running through to the Chicago River. This 
property is owned by J. J. Hissey of London, 
and it is under lease to the Union Steamship 
company, of which T. T. Morford is general 
agent, the lease having twenty years to run. 
It is rumored that this property has been 
sold at a figure approximating$2,000 a front 
foot for the Market street frontage. The 
property runs 378 feet on Market street, 
which would make the total, if the rumor be 
true, $756,000 as the consideration of the 
transfer. It has a depth of 80.33 feet on 
Randolph street and 150 feet on Washington, 
forming a triangular strip with water front- 
age and riparian rights. Mr, Morford would 
not say what rental was bemg paid for this 
property by his company. He had heard of 


the rumor of the sale, but was not sure as to | 


ite truth, 

If there is anything in present indications 
the rental values of State street property will 
show a decline in the near future. There is 
now for rent several choice pieces of State 
street property as a result of the recent fail- 
ures and for other causes. The failure of the 
Leader, owned by Dernburg, Glick & Horner, 
leaves vacant the northeast corner of State 
and Adams street. The ground upon which 
this building stands is under a 99-year lease 
to the Dakota Building company at an annual 
rental of $25,000. At the time this lease was 
made it was the intention of the lessees to 
improve it witha modern, high-class build- 
ing. So far this has not been done, and it is 
doubtful now if there will be any improve- 
ments of the size and extent demanded by 
the location within the next few years. The 
building now on the site is an old one, though 
it is in a good state of repair, and is, perhaps, 
about as extensive a building as could be 
rented to advantage in that iocality. For the 
present it will be occupied by Siegel, Cooper 
& Co., who purchased the stock of the Leader, 
but ite disposition at the end of their occu- 
pancy is a problem yet to be solved. 


Another Building for Rent. 


The Mackin Building, on the west side of 
State street, between Madison and Monroe, 
formerly occupied by Frank Bros., and since 
occupied by the Bell Clothing company, is 
now for rent. This is on school fund prop- 
ety, held under a lease by the estate of 
Thomas Mackin, and during the time nego- 
tiations were under way for the revaluation it 
was leased for a term of two months to the 
Bell Clothing House at an annual rental rate 
of $60,000, with the privilege of a renewal 
fora term of years ata corresponding rate. 
The failure of the Bell leaves this property on 
the market to be rented. It is not expected 
that a lung term lease can be effected at ad- 
vantageous terms. ä 

The ordinance recently passed by the City 
Council and now in the hands of the Mayor 
for the changing of the horse car line on 
Clark street to a trolley line is likely to be- 
comealaw. While the Mayor has nct yet an- 
nounced his intention of signing it, it is 
thought probable by those interested that he 
will sign. Judging by the vote for the ordi- 
nance the company will be able to secure its 
passage over the Mayor’s veto should the 
Mayor disapprove of the ordinance. It is 
said on good authority that the Chicago City 
railway has all its plans made for a s 
compliance with its terms the chang- 
ing of tne line to an electric road 
without delay. Some of the more 
sanguine of road’s officials set 
Aug. las the time when the electric road 
will bein operation. While that may be too 
early for the making of the change, there is 
no doubt but it will be speedily made if the 
ordinance is passed. The Chicago City rail- 
way has recently had priuted a pamphlet giv- 
ing the request of the property-owners and 
business-men for the signature of the Mayor 
to the ordinance, It contains the various ar- 
guments which have been presented in favor 
of a change in this line, including a letter 
from J. P. Barrett, the City Electrician, in 
which he is quoted as saying he considers the 
plans and specifications safe, neat, and 
less objectionable than any overhead con- 
struction he knows of in the country. He does 
not believe it will interfere with the fire de- 
partment while at work. If the trolley line 
is put in and the entire traffic from the south- 
western portion of the city is diverted from 
State street to Clark, it must have its effect 
upon State street rental values, At present 
State street is the thoroughfare for this entire 
district, and all traffic is brought down-town 
over the State street line. A change to Clark 
street would reduce the number of passen- 
gers on the State street cable, it has 
deen estimated, fully one-third. Taking 
that number of people from State 
street and land them two blocks west 
must of necessity increase Clark street rental 
values at the expense of State street.

S. A. Kent isabout to construct a four-story 
store, office, apartment building at the 
northeast corner of Wabash avenue and 
Eighteenth street, at a cost of $100,000, for 
which C. M. Palmer has prepared the plans.

The entire frontage will built 
up with a handsome four-story and basement 
building, having a depth of sixty-five feet. In 
the rear a separate buildmg will be con- 
structed, in which the heating, lighting, and 
operat plant of the building will be lo- 
cated. The exterior walls of the building will 
be constructed of red pressed brick with terra 
cotta trimmings. The first story will be de- 
voted entirely to stores, there being thirteen 
in all. At the corner there will be seven of- 
fices, the rest of the building being divided 
into forty-two flats of seven rooms each. 

Mrs. E. L. Tabor has had plans drawn by 
Pridmore and Stanhope for a four-story 
apartment building to be erected on Oak wood 
boulevard just west of Cottage Grove avenue. 
It will havea front of forty-five feet and a 
depth of eigity-five feet and it will be con- 
structed of stone throughout. There is to be 
a café in the basement and the entrance will 
be finished in marbie and-mahogany. All 
the interior woodwork will bein hardwood. 
There will be eight flats of seven rooms (ach 
in the building, the total cost of which will be 
$30,000. 

The contract has been let for tue construc- 
tion of a store, office, and hall building for R. 
F. Conway, to be constructed at the northeast 
corner of Lake street and Western avenue. It 
is to be four stories and basement in height 
and will be 82 feet on Lake street and 178 
feet on Western avenue. There will be nine 
stores on the first floorand above that there 
will be fifteen flats of seven rooms each. On 
the top floor there will be a hall 30x80 feet 
in size and a banquet-roum 22x40 teet. The 
cost of tne building will be $65,000. 

August Fiedler, architect for the Board of 
Education, has completed the plans for the 
Dunning School at Ridgeland and Warren 
avenue, It will be a frame structure and will 
contain four rooms. It will cost $10,000, 
and bids for construction will close Monday. 


HOW SWISS WINES ARE MADE, 


Something About the Preparation of Light 
Drinks, 

The wine in Switzerland is left in the 
casks until the following spring, and it is 
here that fermentation takes place and the 
mout is converted into wine, says the 
Cornhill Magazine. The change begins al- 
most immediately; the liquid becomes tur- 
bid, carbonic acid gas is evolved, a scum 
is thrown up on the surface, and the tem- 
perature rises. A climax is reached; the 
intensity of the fermentation diminishes, 
subsides; the scum setties as a slimy de- 
posit at the bottom of the cask and a clear 
yellow liquid is left above. The grape 
sugar has almost entirely disappeared, a 
corresponding amount of alcohol has 
taken its place, and the sweet taste of the 
mout has given place to the characteristic 
vinous flavor of the wine. In the early 
Stages of fermentation enormous quanti- 
ties of carbonic acid gas are given off, and 
huge fires are made in the cellars to drive 
it away. But at the time I write of, Octo- 
ber, 1893, when the vintage was the finest 
of the century, when barrels to hold the 
mout could not be purchased for love or 
money, when every cellar on the lake, from 
Geneva to Vileneuve, was packed with 
casks of mout, so great was the amount of 
carbonic acid gas in the air that, in spite 
of every precaution, several deaths from 
suffocation took place among the workers. 
In the spring the wine is drawn off clear 
into other barrels, then bottled: vin or- 
dinaire is not bottled at all, but simply 
drawn from the wood. This is the wine 
sold at all the little wine shops with which 
Switzerland abounds. It is drawn off into 
quaint little glass decanters containing 
half a liter each, and so served to the un- 
hurrying Swiss, who drink it round little 
tables under the trees on the sunny path- 
ways, or over wooden benches inside the 
red-curtained wine shops.

PROMINENT BEAR OPERATORS HAM- 
MERED MARKET SUOOESSFULLY. 


Unfavorable Crop Reports from the North- 
west Are Disregarded—Neptem ber Futures 
Closed with a Net Loss of 13-4 Cent 
Corn Shorts Were Stampeded Early in 
the Day—Oodrse Grains Held Their Own 
im Face of the Break in Wheat—South 
Water Street Markets, 

Wheat was irregular in action yesterday, 
the fluctuations in September futures being 
within a range of 2c. The feature of the 
market was the heavy selling by Cudahy and 
Linn. It was sufficiént to overbalance the 
reports of Northwestern damage and to 
close the market about the bottom figure of 
the day, with a net loss on September of 
Ie. There were, if anything, more reports 
of damage and fewer denials than on pre- 
vious days and some talk of buying for 
Northwestern account. The Northwestern 
market was not strong, however, and the 
buying orders are not in satisfactory ratio 
to damage bulletins, Futures opened easy 
as compared to the previous close. Septem- 
ber wheat after the weak start toned up 
to 68, the high point of the session. The 
raiding of Cudahy was responsible in great 
part for the decline from that point to G6 . 
Small traders who bought on the early up- 
turn were driven out and short selling en- 


couraged, 

The statistics of the day were not unfavor- 
able to holders. Argentina shipments for 
the week were placed at 720,000 bu, against 
990,000 bu the previous week. American ex- 
ports for the week were fair at 2,317,000 bu. 
Clearances for the day were only 98,000 bu 
in wheat and flour, against receipts of 174,- 
000 bu at primary markets and shipments of 
262,00 bu. The primary receipts for last 
week were only about 100,000 bu in excess of 
those of the previous week, indicating that 
the new wheat movement is not heavy and 
promising a good decrease in the visible 
supply Monday. Local receipts were 54 cars, 
against 52,000 bu inspected out of store. The 
cash market was quiet, but a sale of 30,000 
bu of No. 2 red winter wheat was made to 
Ohio millers. This rounds out a 100,000 bu 
lot sold in two days. By sample No. 4 red 
sold at 60c, No. 3 red at 62%q@64\%c, No. 2 
red at 664%@67%c, No. 3 hard at 61@63c, choice 
at Gic, and No. 2 hard at 65c. « 

Liberal receipts of wheat are expected to- 
day. Cables were not particularly interest- 
ing. Liverpool closed with spot wheat in 
poor demand and unchanged. California 
futures were unchanged, while red American 
futures were d hd up. 

Continental cables told of damage to crops 
in Southern Russia by heat and in France 
by rains. Berlin reported the weather un- 
favorable and demand increasing. 

The corn market opened strong on cov- 
ering by shorts. September corn, which 
closed Friday night at 45%c, opened at a 
fractional advance and sold up to 46\c. 
Small stocks of contract corn and some un- 
easiness regarding the weather made shorts 
nervous. It is evident that there was a 
much greater short interest in corn than 
most people supposed.

BANK OLEARINGS ARE 35 PER GENT 
AHEAD OF LAST YEAR. 


Record Is Well Above 1893 Also; but Falls 
a Little Below 1892—Conditions During 
the Strike in July, 18094, to Be Taken 
Into Aceount— Metropolitan Klevated 
Criticism — Dull Stock Market Bank 
Statement Indicates Continued Easy 
Money~—Sales of Bank Stocks. 

Bank clearngs for the week make the most 
favorable comparison with the correspond- 
ing week of last year of any record so far in 
1805. They show an increase of over 35 per 
cent. It must be taken into account of 
course that comparison is made with a pe- 
riod when the great railroad strike had seri- 
ously tied up all lines of business, and so the 
comparison With last year’s record would not 
be of much importance. One may go back 
further, however, and still find a satisfactory 
comparison. The corresponding week in 
1803 shows clearings $15,000,000 below the 
record of last week. Here again it should be 
remembered the panic was at its height 
about this time two years ago. Going back 
still another year a total of $100,843,000 is 
found, which is still a little over $2,000,000 
greater than this year, and which was the 
greatest corresponding week in the history 
of the clearing-house. It will be seen there- 
fore that our record of clearings is now 
practically up to the highest point we have 
ever had. 

In making any statistical comparisons at 
the present time it is well to keep in mind 
the conditions of a year ago. This is partic- 
ularly true when making comparisons of 
street railway earnings. The street railway 
business was interfered with at this time 
last year to a degree that was in a large 
measure accountable for the poor showing 
which the companies made at the end of the 
year. Reports of gross increases, therefore, 
are not to be received too enthusiastically, 
for they may mean simply that the street 
railways are making a normal showing com- 
pared with the period of abnormal decrease. 

Metropolitan people are smiling at Mr. 
Yerkes’ count of their passengers. Mr. 
Yerkes has given it out, it is said, that he is 
keeping close tab on Metropolitan business, 
and that he finds the business is running not 
much over 30,000 passengers a day. Metro- 
politan people say that any one who thinks 
he can keep tab on the business by counting 
the record on the indicators at the gates 
will find his totals are a long way from cor- 
rect. 

Some criticism is beginning to be heard 
about the expensiveness of the Metropolitan 
nianagement. While it is admitted the com- 
pany is showing a proportion of operating 
expenses to gross earnings better than is 
presented by any other elevated road in the 
country, it is still claimed there is much 
room for further economy. People who have 
been riding over the line with critical eyes 
declare it swarms with employés who seem 
to be anything but well occupied with their 
duties and they think there is still room for 
a great deal of trimming down in the ex- 
pense account. 

The stock market was fractionally better 
so far as quotations were concerned, but the 
trading was excessively dull. West Chica- 
go sold up to 127%, but the total sales ag- 
gregated only 420 shares. Lake street went 
off . There was, indeed, hardly market 
enough in any of the securities to merit any 
comment. One of the few features was a 
'00-share sale at 12%. 

The New York bank statement was not a 
particularly favorable one. It showed a de- 
crease in loans and a corresponding increase 
in reserves, and indicates that cheap money 
is likely to be the rule for some time in New 
York.

Powell, Gihl & Co. say the foreign ex- 
change market has during the week offered 
much of interest.

The 
fact that such rates can exist shows plainly 
enough not only that the syndicate is run- 
ning the market, if such it can be called, but 
every remitter of any consequence has been 
taken into the fold. The only ones left on 
the outside are the importers, and there isa 
geat deal of complaining against the high 
rates they are asked to pay. To be sure, 
the syndicate is showing some ciscrimina- 
tion toward the big New York importing 
houses, but this does not help the importers 
in Chicago and other interior points.

Chicago in regular houses alone than there is 
in any other city in the country where regular 
and irregular storage houses are classed to- 
gether. Beside this storage room termed 
regular from the fact that it is operated sub- 
ject both to the supervision of the State 
authorities and the Board of Trade, there is a 
large amount of supplementary storage room 
in private warehouses of the city. The 
amount of money invested in bulid ings alone 
would run away up into the millions as the 
cost of building a house is figured at all the 
way from nine cents a bushel for ordinary 
cribroom to $1 a bushel fora finely equipped 
cleaning-house. 

The houses vary in size, but if all the stor- 
age room of the city were distributed in 
houses of 2,500,000 bushels capacity, and as 
little ground occupied by each as is occupied 
by one of the modern North Side houses, the 
elevators of Chicago, without allowance for 
auxiliary structures, would cover a space 
equal to ten down-town city blocks. 
it is remembered that the buildings will rival 
many of the down-town sky-scrapers in 
height it can be easily imagined that if the 
Chicago grain warehouses were massed to- 
gether they would make an imposing show- 
ing. It is safe enough to estimate that the 
public and private grain elevators with 
auxiliary power plants and similar buildings 
cover a ground space equa) to that bounded 
by State street on the east, Lake street on the 

north, La Salle street on the west, and Jack- 
sou street on the south. The warehouse room 
of the city is not full at the present time, the 
quantity of the four principal cereals in store, 
with no allowance for seeds and minor cere- 
ais, being figured at 30,000,000 bushels. 

On a basis of 700 bushels to a car the con- 
tents of a train of grain cars 500 miles long, 
or extending from Chicago to Omaha, could 
be accommodated in store at Chicago. 

Warehouse room could be provided in Chi- 
cago in reguiar houses alone for the entire 
yield of wheat last year in Illinois, or for 
one-twelfth of the biggest crop the United 
States ever raised, in public and private 
houses. Over a quarter of last year’s 
bumper corn crop raised in Illinois could be 
stored away in local grain warebouses and 
enough vacant room left to make the pro- 
prietors nervous about storage earnings. 

There is no effort made to stamp individu- 
ality on elevators as there is, for example, in 
the construction of office buildings. The 
groups of houses are on the South Branch of 
the river at Twenty-second and Sixteenth 
streets; at the fork of the main river; on 
Goose island; at the mouth of the Chicago 
River; and at South Chicago on the Calumet 
River. There has been no display of imagina- 
tion in selection of names for the different 
warehouses. Such titles as Rock Island B“ 
and “Armour E do not lend any individual- 
ity to the elevators, and are prosaic in the ex- 
treme. 


FAIR idea of the elevator facilities 

of the city may be gained fron an 

examination of the group of ware- 

houses on Goose Island operated by 

the Armour Elevator company. 
There are three elevators, the “Armour A and 
B,” the “B Annex,” and the Minnesota. 
The warehouse known as Armour A and 3 
until the erection of tho B Annex two 
years ago, had the distinction of being the 
largest grain elevator under a single roof. 
The “B Annex” was the house which was 
built under the stress of the Cudahy wheat 
corner two years ago in a remarkably short 
space of forty-two days.

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This form of structure gives immense 
strength and power to resist lateral pressure. 
The bins run from topto bottom and are 
from twelve to sixteen feet long and from 
Bixteen to twenty feet wide. They open 
above into the cupola portion of the elevator 
and terminate in hoppers above the first floor. 
They are simply square wells formed with 
plank sides and having no interior equipment 
except an iron ladder extending up one cor- 
ner. The walls between bins are six inches 
wide, while the sides of the building are built 
of 2x8 spruce planks. A modern elevator 
built in this style with planks laid flat is an 
immense lumber pile. The main house, 
for example, contains something 
8,000,000 feet of lumber, while 

the B Annex” there are something like 
11,000,000 feet. For fireproofing purposes 
the houses are either veneered with brick or 
covered with sheet iron. The cupola of the 
main house contains five floors. The one im- 
mediately over the bins is known as the bin 
floor, the next the spout floor. the third the 
scale floor, while the two top floors are called 
machinery floors. The whole structure is 
placed on a pile foundation, which on account 
of the immense weight sustained has to be 
laid even more carefully than the foundations 
of the down-town sky-scra pers. 

The margin in handling grain has become 
so small by competition that the problem is to 
handle the maximum amount of grain with 
the minimum amount of labor, The man 
with the scoop shovel is scarcely in evidence. 
The greater part of the grain received here is 
by car, although there is still considerable re- 
ceived by canal. The cars are received and 
switched directly into the elevator building. 
Right from that point the labor-saving ma- 
chinery begins to get in its work. Two men 
with what look much like old-fashioned road 
scrapers, operated by steam winch . cubic, 
go into the cars and drag the grain out into 
iron hoppers which are below the level of the 
elevator floor. From these hoppers or tanks 
the grain is taken up through elevators or 
legs, as they are termed,to the top floor. 
These are simply large pipes running up 
through the building, in which run wide belts 
with cups twenty inches long and six inches 
wide, e Armour A and B house is 
equipped with twenty-eight of these elevators 
or legs, any one of which can handle 7,000 
bushels an hour, and a marine leg which is 
capable of taking 12,000 bushels an hour out 
of the hold of a canal boat or lake barge. 

The grain which is taken up through the 
elevators goes directly to the top cupola 
floor. On the next two floors are the re- 
ceivers and shippers,“ as they are termed. 
It the grain being run up in the ars is to be 
at once loaded into vessels it is emptied into 
what is called a garner on the second ma- 
chinery floor. This is simply a bin to accum- 
ulate the grain to the extent of 1,000 bushels 
or more over a scale hopper on the next floor 
below. It the grain is to go into one of the 
bins of the house tor storage itis discharged 
directis into the scale hopper of one 
of the receivers. The weighing is all 
done on one floor and is man- 
aged exactly the same whether the grain goes 
to store or is loaded out into vessels. The 
house has sixteen shipping bins and garners 
with sixteen shipping scales and as many 
spouts leading directiy out to the river front, 

capacity of the house is such that 400 
cars of grain can be unloaded in one day and 
its equivalent reloaded into vessels. The grain 
which goes into store runs from thescale hop- 
per intoarather ingenious arrangement on 
the spout floor by which it can be directed 
into any one of thirty-five bins. When 
grain is loaded out of store the process is 
exactly the same as it is when grain 
is received directly by rail. The bins open 
above the first floor and are emptied into the 
iron receiving tanks, taken up to the top of the 
building, discharged into the shipping bin 
and spouted out into the vessel. The grain is 
all weighed as it comes in and again weighed 
as it goes out. The arrangements to load 
cars is similar to the spout used in loading 
vessels, only that at the outlet is a bifurcated 
spout which directs grain to the ends of the 
car and does away with any shoveling. A 
700-bushel car cau by this means be loaded 
in a minute and a half. 

In getting grain to and trom a house three 
methods of transmission are used. It is eie- 
vated bs cups on belts and gravity takes care 
of its return to the ground floor. The meth- 
ods in use in transierring n horizontally in 
the building are rather more interesting. In 
some cases the old-fashioned screw conveyer, 
which is an immense endless screw running 
in an ittclosed space, is used to transfer grain 
from one place to another on thesame level. 
The belt conveyer, however, does most of this

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main house and moved something like a 
quarter of a mile toa bin in the annex, every 
bit of the work being done by machinery. 

The work of handling grain by no 
means ends with the depositing of it in bins 
or even with the loading of it out into vessels. 
It is constantly being turned over and handled. 
One of the largest elevator concerns in tne 
city makes the boast that it has never had a 
bushel of contract grain, grain grading as 
high as No. 2, get out of condition, All win- 
ter wheat is supposed to contain a germ of 
weevil and if allowed to stand and become at 
all warm this develops with great rapidity. 
With the first zero weather in the winter the 
elevator men run over all their wheat, spout- 
ing the bins down into the hoppers and run- 
ning the grain back into other bins. This is 
done slowly enough to get out what 
is termed the summer heat and lower the 
temperature of the grain to freezing point. 
The ice-house construction of the bins is such 
that the grain run over will maintain this new 
temperature and the weevil will be rendered 
harmless. This is done with grain of high 
grade received in good condition, but is not 
a circumstance to the work needed in handling 
off grades or grain received slightly out of 
condition, It has to be turned over and over, 
and even then it is considered almost impos- 
sible to prevent weevil makwmg its appearance 
in some of the numerous bins. Corn in the 
germinating season of the spring is especially 
troublesome, and there is corn in some of the 
elevators now which is being turned over on 
an average once every three or four days. 
Oats received in the fall, before they have 
gone through the sweat properly, also make 
the warehousemen trouble and ‘keep his fore- 
man and Superintendent in hot water. 

The construction of the annex does not vary 
materially from that of the other house, It 
is more of a storage house, however, and the 
bins are 75 fee; deep. The building is 300x 
250 feet in dimensions and 140 feet high. 
The cupola portion, which is only four stories 
high, is 36 feet wide and extends all along 
one side of the building. bin construc- 
tion is slightly different, the bottoms of the 
bins terminating on a level with the ground 
floor instead of at the ceiling of the first 
story. The same method of unloading cars 
into tanks is employed, but from. the

It conveyors, one in tunnels 300 feet lon 

and « xtending below the floor, and the secon 
set on the top or bin floor. 
The most interesting thing in connection 
with this elevator are conditions which sur- 
rounded its construction. Two years ago the 
Cudahy wheat corner was enginee and 
Armour & Co. were caught with wheat bought 
in the Northwest, but which on account of the 
congested condition of elevators here could 
not be delivered. All previous records were 
broken for rapid construction when it was 
decided to build the new house. Ground was 
broken and excavation commenced March 23. 
The immense pile foundation was put in in 
thirteen days and in the next twenty-nine 
days the house, with a capacity of nearly 
3,500,000 bushels, was completed ready for 
the receipt of grain and the May corner failed 
to corner. 

The difficulties in the way of building were 
multiplied by the fact that the World’s Fair 
construction in all lines was testing the market 
for labor and building material. It would 
have been out of the question for any con- 
tractor to have even figured on such a con- 
tract and the work was taken up and pushed 
by the elevator company direct. Mr. Armour 
spent a good share of his time,during the con- 
struction of the house, on Goose Island. The 
work was carried on night and day 
with the aid of electric lights and 
when practicable from 700 to 800 men were 
employed. Ordinary carpenters under the 
pressure were able in some cases to make $14 
and $15 aday. The machinery for loading 
— into the house was all put in position 

uring the forty-two days and the only part 
not completed was the machinery and equip- 
ment necessary for unloading grain from the 
house, All that was necessary, however, to 
checkmate the corner was to have the grain 
in store, and the remainder of the work was 
completed under much less tension. The 
equipment of the house is such that 300,00) 
bushels a day can be moved to or from the 
main house, 


HE first grain warehouse which had 
facilities for loadmg and unloading 
grain entitling it to the styie of an 
elevator was that built by Newberry 
& Dole on the north side of the river 
ata point just east of the present Rush street 
bridge. Grain was loaded into it by block 


and tackle operated by hand, and the second. 


shipment of Chicago grain was made from it 
in 1839. The next advance was in the use of 
horse power, Bags of grain were drawn up 
by a rope first, and later a treadmill arrange- 
ment working an endless chain with buckets 
was used. In 1842 the big house of the city 
was only 40x100 feet in dimensions. The 
first elevator to be operated by steam was 
built in 1848 by R. C. Bristol. 

In 1855 Sturges & Buckingham, by arrange- 
ment with the IIlinois Central railroad com- 
pany, built an 800,000-bushel warehouse, and 
this was referred to as a Mammoth building at 
the time. At that time it is estimated that 
there was not to exceed 750,000 bushels of 
storage room in Chicago. 

Some idea of the development of the grain 
business of Chicago may be gained by com-

29,000,000 bushels, Buffalo 15.000.000 
bushels, St. Louis 18,000,000 bushels, and 
Toledo but 7,000,000 bushels, 

In the contention of the elevator men and 
grain receivers, which has been going on for 
a number of years, and which really arises 
out of the question of control of the receiving 
business, both sides have grounds for elaim- 
ing the business. Away back when the grain 
business of the city began to grow the ele- 
vator men were about the only commission 
men, or rather perhaps all the commission- 
men had elevators. With the development of 
the agricultural territory tributary to Chicago 
and the building of railroads the golden age 
of the grain business began. It grew so rap- 
idiy that it naturally divided into two 
branches, the warehousing business and the 
commission business. The grain trade 
simply had nowhere else to go and poured 
into Chicago, The commission men had all 
the business they could do and did it at com- 
mission percentages which would make the 
average commission man of today turn 
green withenvy. With all the grain busi- 
ness headed to Chicago the elevator men had 
no trouble in keeping their warehouses filled 
and no occasion to encroach on the business 
of the commission men, 

The change came gradually twelve or fifteen 
yeare ago, and there has been a gradual re- 
adjustment of methods ever since, Other 
8 markets became prominent; Kansas 

ity eng better communications be- 
tween St. Louis and the gulf were provided, 
and it became a bidder for Chicago's in 
business. The big warehouses in the North. 
west were erected, and by a combination with 
certain railroadsa pull was made for the 
spring wheat trade, Newport News was 
opened as a grain port and shipments made 
to it from St, Louis, Kansas City, and 
Peoria direct. With the building of new 
railroads and belt lines the tendency was to 
ship grain around Chicago, Outside junction 
points were favored. The system of through 
billing of grain to Eastern points did as 
much to change the methods of handling 
grain in Chicago as anything else. The ele- 
vator men found that the grain was going to 
other points and had difficulty in keeping 
their houses full and earamg storage. The 
commission men were not inclined to cut 
their commissions or to make as vigorous a 
campaign for tradeas the elevator men would 
have liked. Charles Counselman is credited 
with having made the first move toward the 
baying of grain in the country. 

The new methods necessary were such that 
many of the old elevator men were inclined 
to drop out of the business, and there was a 
general transfer of elevator property. All of 
the present companies buy grain either di- 
rectly or indirectly through auxiliary com- 
panies, At the time when American securi- 
ties were readily marketed in Engiand the 
corporation which has since been reorganized 
into the Chicago Terminal company with a 
capital of $2,730,000 was formed. It took 
over the property operated by P. B. Weare 
and his associates, originally owned by Mun- 
ger, Wheeler & Co, The capitalization was so 
large that only one dividend kas been paid, 
and that recently. Some of the com- 
panies operating elevators in Chicago 
own their own houses, while others 
have leases with the railroad companies, 
which built and own the elevators. The Cen- 
tral Elevator company, operated by Carring- 
ton, Hannah & Co., has a lease of the Iilinois 
Central houses, which, it is said, is at a rental 
scaled to the amount of grain handled through 
the houses. The Chicago and Pacific Ele: 
vator company, of which W. N. Harper is the 
manager, owns its houses. George Senaverns 
owns the houses operated by him, as does 
Murry Neison, out of whose contentions with 
the board a great deal of board: legislation 
has grown. The Armour Elevator compan 
owns the North Side houses on Goose Island, 
located on the Northwestern road, while it 
leases the South Side houses on the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy railroad. 


ETHODS of handling grain are 
constantly changing and oldtime 
elevator men have worked out of 
the business. f the prominent 
warehouse men of today Murry 

Nelson, George Seaverns, and P. B. Weare 
serve asa sort of connecting link between 
the old system and the new. The Armour 
Elevator company practically succeeded 
Dole & Co. The Chicago Elevator company, 
of which Lloyd Smithis manager, controls 
houses formerly owned by George Dunlap & 
Co. Carrington, Hannah & Co. operate the 
houses formerly controlled by J. & E. Buck. 
ingham. The business of Flint, Odell & Co. 
descended to Charles Counselman & Co. and 
A. C. Davis & Co., While the Munger & 
Wheeler houses were absorbed by the English 
syndicate and are managed by P. B. Weare, 

Elevators have been rebuilt time and agaia 
and only a few of what might be termed old- 
time houses are in existence in anything like 
their originai form. The Rock Island B 
elevator was built in 1862, construction hav- 
ing been under way for nearly three years. 
This is one of the oldest houses in operation 
at the present time, and is operated today 
with the same engine, with the same bins, 
and same grain scales that were put in when 
it was constructed. The old Rock Island A 
house was built in the 50s, but lost its iden- 
tity in being rebuilt in 1892. 

Down at these houses may be seen one of 
the old carts which was used in nen 
grain from the elevator, The old method of 
handling grain was to elevate it into the ware- 
house by — and run it out on an 
inclined plane to the hold of the vessel in 
carts. r. Thompson of Flint, Thomp- 
son & Co. was in the habit of runumg one of 
the unloading carts himself, and another of the 
old-time elevator proprietors tells of carry- 
ing bags of grain from his house out to 
vessel. The first elevators were along the 
main part of the Chicago River, many of 
them extending out on to South Water street. 
They were operated without any particular 
iaspection or supervision, and later on, after 
the formation of the Board of Trade, were 
under its inspection. There was no Staté law 
regarding the delivery of warehouse receipts. 
and there was a great deal of irregularity in 
the issuance of — receipts. 

The Munn & Scott frauds, late in the 
sixties, were really what led to the enactment 
of the present State law regarding warehouse 
inspection. They built false bottoms in the 
bins of their warehouse and covered 
bottoms with a car load or so of grain.

URRY NELSON is the oldest in 
the service of all the elevator pro- 
prietors. He has also gained the 
reputation of being the fighting 
member of the outfit. He has had 

several tussles with the railways and the 
Board of Trade, and has usually come out on 
top of the heap. During the summer of 1894 
the board made an amendment to the rules, 
the elevator concerns all having signed 
an agreement to abide by the rule 
when passed. The National Elevator com- 
pany, of which Mr. Nelson is Pres- 
ident, signed by its Secretary, Mr. Nelson be- 
ing opt of town at the time. Afterwards Mr. 
Nelson made the claim that the Secretary 
was not authorized to sign the agreement and 
refused to indorse it. The board judged Mr, 
Nelson guilty of dishonorable conduct and 
suspended him indefinitely. Last April by a 
peremptory writ of the Appellate Court he 
was restored to privileges of the board. 
Speaking of his experience in the elevator 
business Mr. Nelson said: Back in 1859 
and 1860 I was engaged in loading vessels in 
the river, using teams to transport the stuff 


from the cars. We had no inspection. All 


wheat was known-as Chicago spring in the 
East. We had contracts with the railways 
whereby the roads were to turn over to par- 
ticular elevators all receipts, I was buying 
the wheat being loaded into the vessels spoken 
of for Eastern mills, and found it im- 
possible to get the same high grade of 
wheat I bought in the country out of the 
elevators when once it got in. It was all Chi- 
cago spring wheat when it got into the ele- 
vators. I offered the elevators 10 cents a 
bushel to let my wheat alone on track or 
keep it separate in the houses, but I couldn’t 
get them to do it. Asa matter of self-pro- 
tection I built an elevator of my own in 1866 
at the foot of Adama street, on the West Side, 
where the Union Depot now stands, It was 
burned up in the fire. It was called the 
National and had a capacity of 250,000 
bushela When my elevator was ready for 
business the railways refused to deliver grain 
to me, as they were under contractto deliver 
all the grain comimg in over their respective 
lines to elevators other than mine. 

„Right there the trouble began. The Board 
of Trade sympathized with me, but had no 
disposition to fight the railroads. I accepted 
that burden and began suit against the Alton 
to get the grain delivered where it was con- 
signed. That case became a leading case 
known as the Vincent case, Mr. Vincent be- 
ing my partner. The Supreme Court decided 
that the contracts between the railways and 
the elevators were void. I had little trouble 
on that score after that, although recently I 
had a little tussle with the Illinois Central 
with a similar victory. 

In the 608 I had a drying-house in con- 
nection with my elevator and used to kiln-dry 
corn, bringing it up to contract grade * 
doing, eo as to sell it for future delivery. 
board broke in upon me by — its rules, 
making kiln-dried corn a grade by itself, not 
deliverable on contracts. I iusisted that the 
corn was deliverable on contracts made be- 
fere the passage of the rule, and the board 
made an attempt to suspend me. I enjoined 
them from suspending me, and the in junction 
was naver disturbed,’ 

One of the prominent pioneers in the ele- 
vator business is Ebenezer Bucki m. He 
became gray and incidentally rich in the serv- 
ice, retirmg in 1891 to devote his entire time 
to the Presidency of the Northwestern Na- 
tional Bank. 

„My brother, J. Buckmgham, and I ob- 
tained control of the Illinois Central ele- 
vators Oct. 1, 1861, and remained in the basi- 
ness for twenty-five years, said Mr. Bucking- 
ham. “These elevators were designated 
‘A’ and B.,“ apd were built by Sturgis, 
Buckingham & Co., one in 1855, ana the 
other in 1857. The A house went down 
in the big fire almost plum full of grain, 
and the loss was heavy on holders of recei 
The *B’ house went through the ordeal 
practically unscathed under peculiar cir- 
cumstances, Saturday night pre- 
ceding the beginning of the fire two 
fire engines arrived in the city on the Michi- 
gan Central from an Eastern manufacturing 
town destined for Racine, Wis., and Pent- 
water, Mich. When the fire reached the ‘A’ 
house Mr. Newell, who was then President to 
the Illinois Central road, came to us and told 
us about the engines were standing on 
flat cars in the Michigan Central yards. The 
fire had reached the coal sheds of the B 
house before the engines could be brought to 
the spot. By that time every one had left the 
locality but President Newell, Supt. Mitchell, 
and Master Mechanic Hazen of the Illinois 
Central. The master mechanic fired up the 
engines, and Mitchell and Newell went for 
the fire withnozzles in hand. For several 
hours they battled with the flames and saved 
Elevator ‘B.’ It proveda fortunate thi 
for the road. Without that house the roa 
would have been unable to do any grain busi- 
ness for eight months or a year. 

There have been great changes in the sys- 
tem of business since 1856, We used to 
think that we weré making up a big cargo 
when we put 15,000 or 18,000 bushels of 
grain into a boat. I remember weil when the 
schooner Great West first came here to load. 
It was capable of holding a cargo of 32,000 
bushels of oats and was considered a veritable 
famine ucer to elevators. We used to 
send out all grain by vessels and had no facil- 
ities for loading to cars from the store. .

I threw coal int the firebox until 
we reached the mouth of the tunnel, and 
then I dropped the cab curtains, shut the 
windows, and waited.

at the top, was started by the jar of the 
train and fell just in time to catch the cor- 
ner of the cab. The speed of the train threw 
the log lengthwise with the track, but it 
took the engine cab with it. I had been all 
right until this happened, but then in the in- 
tense heat I commenced to roast.

Unlike most Scotchmen he had a 
keen sense of humor, though with national 
pride, and perhaps not wishing to offend 
his fellow-Scote he kept it in the back- 
ground. He could be as savage a looking 
man as ever wore a tartan, but down in 
his heart there was a great udder of the milk 
of human kindness, which one had but to 
press gently to find a grateful stream.

OoLORED FOLKS’ OELEBRATION AT 
OLD ANDERSONVILLE. 


Fifteen Thousand People Gather About 
the Lemonade Stands, Flying Jennies, 
Side Shows, and Booths—A Picturesque 
Gathering Combining Variegated Tents 
What the Old Prison Is Now Like 
The Bell of the Gate in the Owner's 
Possession. 


When the colored man of the South cele- 
brates a national anniversary he does it 
numerously, vociferously, and enthusi- 
astically. 

The purpose of this article is to describe or 
attempt to describe the observance of Dec- 
oration day at Andersonville, 

The heartache which the mention of that 
name still brings to most Americans ap- 
parently is not shared by the mercurial col- 
ored brother of Georgia. There is a crowd 
of perhaps 15,000, about one-tenth of the vis- 
itors being whites. The railways give spe- 
cial rates and are taxed to their full capac- 
ity. The shining faces come from far and 
near. It is a gala day. in some 
of the coaches there are five persons 
to every seat. How they manage it nobody 
can teil, tut they do, and the platforms are 
literally jammed with sweltering humanity. 
But everybody is in good humor, not to say 
supremely happy. An excursion is the 
Southern negro’s specialty. 

Fiying jennies, side-shows, and booths of 
all sorts common to fairs abound in the 
neighborhood of the railway station, Three 
sides of the platform are given up to the 
lemonade and candy stands, Every train that 
rolls in is greeted with stentorian yells, 
which the crowd in the coaches returns with 


interest, 

The cemetery is about half a mile away. 
The road is thronged. The garments form 
an interesting study. Gay tints predominate. 
Today it happens to be a fad among the boys 
and young men to wear their coats wrong 
side out. Many of the people, however, 
are dressed in excellent taste. Innumerable 
umbrellas and valises are toted,“ and the 
“stages of affectionate grouping,’ as young 
couples saunter by, are such as may be seen 
on the oceasion of any show day in Illinois 
among the proud Caucasian race, | 

Members of the Lincoln Guards in blue 
uniforms are scattered through the crowd. 

At the dwelimg of Supt. Bryant, within 
the brick-walled cemetery, everybody is in- 
vited to write in the register, and the book is 
surrounded by a crowd. Two colored guards 
at the entrance keep out baskets and bun- 
dies suggestive of lunch. 

The entire surface of the ground within the 
lovely greensward, Even the 
walks ure covered with bright green grass. 

The marbie slabs, of which there Gre over 
18.000, stand close together and are about 
eighteen inches high. The inscriptions are 
simpie. “No. 450. John Jones, III. 
nois, tells the story of the tragedy 
it commemorates. In front of each 
stone is a small United States flag. 
A man from the North who can 
lock without a thrill of sorrow on the long 
rows of stones that mark the spot where the 
unutterable horrors of Andersonville prison 
were enacted must be destitute of all human 
sympathy. 

Small marble cubes indicate where the un- 
known dead are buried, Flowers and ever- 
greens ure scattered over the graves of these 
also. ’ 

A young man from Minnesota had been 
requested by a friend in that State to decor- 
ate the grave of the latter’s brother. He 
found the appropriate slab after considerabie 
search. An old lady was standing by 1t. He 
told her of his mission, whereupon with 
tears and sobs she embraced him and 
said the boy buried there was her son. 
She was 75 years old and had come down 
from Cincinnati to pay a last visit to the 
grave of her soldier boy. 

The shrubbery in the cemetery is tastefully 
trimmed and arranged and the spot is a love- 
ly one. Today, with its flags and floral 
decorations, the cemetery presents a beauti- 
ful and impressive spectacle. 

On iron slabs along the walls are inscribed 
in white raised letters the rules governing na- 
tional military cemeteries, There is also an 
occas‘onal stanza of poetry, suck as the fol- 
lowing: 

Rest on, embalmed and sainted dead, 
Dear as the blood ye gave; 

No impious footstep here shall tread 
The herbage of your grave. 

The members of the G. A. R. of Macon 
have charge of the exercises. There is a col- 
ored military company present from the same 
place. The orators of the day can be heard 
by only a small portion of the immense 
throng, but their eulogies of the heroic dead 
are listened to with close attention by those 
who do hear. 

That tamous Providence spring,“ which 
burst forth within the stockade when the 
prisoners were almost dying of thirst, is not 
within the grounds now owned by the gov- 
ernment, but is about a quarter of a mile 
away, on private property. Everybody 
1 welcome to visit it and drink 
of the water, which is cold, clear, and de- 
licious, and must have been a godsend to the 
perishing prisoners. The spring is boarded 
up. but not a particle of other work has ever 
been done upon it. It is perhaps four feet 
across, It is in a pretty situation, at the bot- 
tom of a little valley, and all day long, there 
is a crowd of thirsty people about it, 

Close by is the site of the old stockade, 
every board of which was carried 
away years ago by relic hunters, Puli. 
ing some leaves and pine needles 
from trees overhanging the spring, the 
visitor passes over to the site of the stockade, 
The Minnesota man by digging into the 

round secures a piece of a tree that once 
ormed a part of it. Thousands of canes cut 
from bushes and trees are shipped North 
and sold as having grown witnia the inclosure, 
but the people of Americus, ten miles from 
Andersonville, aver the canes are cut 
from woods five or six miles away. 

The famous oid bell that hung over the 
gateway of the stockade is owned by the same 
old farmer who lent it to the prison 
authorities. At the close of the war

need not try to secure it, for the old man has 

retused to sell it, There is a story current 

here that he could have sold it for $10,000 
for exhibition at the Worid’s Fair. 

While the speaking is going on at the stand 
the gorgeously frescoed young men and 
women wander about grounds munching 
candy, and r and then to fili up 
with lemonade, utmost hilarity pre- 
vails. It is a great day for the Afro-American. 

At 2 p. m. the railways begin carrying 
away the crowds.

CHIN AND CHEEK WIE TEbk. ; 


Readers of faces have agreed that in the 
outward expressions of the characteristics of 
our features we must measure intellectual 
power by the forehead, moral qualities in the 
strength and formation of the nose and 
cheeks, purity, sensuality, or cruelty by the 
lines of the mouth, and steadiness of purpose 
and capability by the boldness, strength, and 
prominence of the chin. It is certain, what- 
ever our individual opinions n.ay be, that we 
none of us associate strength or firm- 
ness of character with a narrow jaw 
or a email, round chin, There is. no 
artist with brush or pencil powerful 
enough to depict a resolute and command- 
ing face terminated by a pretty and rounded 
little chin. The more chin the more man, 
said Lavater, the father of modern physiog- 
nomy, and among the ancients a small chin 
was believed inseparable from treachery. This 
is an extreme view. Small, weak, round 
chins undoubtedly denote a tendency to 
narrow-mindedness and to a species of 
moral cowardice which is allied to 
treachery and makeshilts. A small, round, 
retreating chin is indicative of vanity and

lack of persistency. Large, square chins, on 
the contrary, denote shrewdness and determi- 
nation, especially marked in women. You 
can always seta woman down as a resoiute 
and tenacious character if she is possessed of 
a good sized jaw and chin. Charlotte Cusb- 
man had a most determined looking jaw and 
chin and a character in accordance. Richard 
Wagner is a good example of a man with the 
chin of great strength and with the iron will 
and determination to be expected from such 
a jaw formation. 
The Retreating Chin. 

The receding or retreating chin ia always 
a sign of weakness, and often of real feeble- 
ness of inteliect. Noman of great accom- 
plishments, so far as 1 cun learn, ever had a 
very weak, retreating chin. The receding 
chin is frequently accompanied by a shrink- 
ing of the lower jaw, which will be notice- 
abiy smalier than the upper, and frequently 
exhibit a tendency to fail or gape. 
chin of the idiot is the extreme of this type, 


and is not only small, narrow, and retreating, 


but flat, so that in profile it resembles a 
wedge. 

Iknewaman some years ago who came 
just within one of making a striking success 
in various undertakings. He had a good 
Roman nose, a broad, poetic brow, and fine 
gray eyes. He made several brilliant starts, 
and came so near succeeding that I won- 
dered always what obstacle it was which he 
seemed unable to surmount. One day I saw 
him without his beard, and for the first time 
I discovered that his upper jaw projected 
half an inch over the lower. Then I knew 
that he ceuld not with that jaw formation be 
anything but . when he got to a 
certain point, otherwise he would now have 
been Governor of an adjacent State. This 
gentleman, who is’ typical Eastern man, 
should ha ve selected for a life companion his 
opposite in a Western woman, with the firm 
and wise mouth and chin formation of that 
queen of women, Mes.

Such a 
woman with the breeze and grit and deter- 
mination of the prairies would have supplied 
the strength he needed and have made him 
live up to his nose and eyes. 

If you will take the trouble to look at por- 
traits of various historical persons you will 
find that the character of the individual lacked 
strength of mind and purpose in a ratio to the 
shortness, flatness, and retreat of the chin, 


ö 
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while, on the contrary, it gained in strength, 
bravery, decision with the deveiop- 
ment of the firm, square, broad chin. There 
is no better way of satisfying any doubts 
you may have as to the strength or weak- 
ness given the face by the chin forma- 
tion than the old plan of endeavoring to 
represent an impressive, determined man's 
face by drawing one with u retreating chin 
and narrow jaw—you cannot do it, but you 
cun take the strength away from a Crom well 
or a Bismarck by substituting the receding 
chin for the broad, square feature. A mas- 
sive chin with ponderous jaws and a large 
neck are said to indicate great rapacity; the 
first Napoleon and Peter the Great are given 
as examples of this formation. A long, nar- 
row, pointed chin is seid to indicate a long 
life; it certainly in young people betokens a 
dry, grasping, avaricious nature, devoid of 
ideals sentiment, and as such eharacter- 
istics are the accompaniment of sel fishners 
and the very 1 of we a = 
generosity, they may we a 
a long, loveless existence. Indeed, the typi- 
cal miser does, of course, outlive the i- 
gal, for physically he never wastes his forces 
as the generous man constantly does. 
The Plump Chin. ; 
Talkativeness is usually a characteristic o 
the person with a — chin. You will find 
this easily demonstra in some round little 
woman of your acquaintance, who is sure to

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istics as the contour of the masculine feature. 
An unusually firm, large chin ia a woman, 
such as Eliot had, indicates the mas- 
culine power of just sucha mind. Women 
with such chins always dominate—they can- 
not avoid it, because they are ofa 
man’s force, The small, round chin of the 
symmetrical feminine face denotes gentle- 
ness anda certain timidity, It is distinctly 
not the chin of the new woman,” nor yet of 
the bloomer wearmg woman of the future. A 
narrow, square chin shows a desire to love, 
but a tendency to fickieness. One of the es- 
sentials to the beauty of a woman's chin is, 
according to many authorities, a dimple, 
which Varro speaks of as an impress of Cu- 
pid’s finger,“ and another writer as Love’s 
hall mark.“ The Greeks, however, in statues 
of the loftiest and severest cast never allo wed 
a dimple to break the unity of the surface of 
the chin. You — al ways count an a dimple. 
as signifying g nature in a man and ia a 
woman a strong desire to be loved and ap- 
proved of, A dimpled chin is the property 
of a very human sort of person and one easily 
impored upon, The projecting chia, when 
round and broad, is certainly not beautiful, 
but is the chin of ardent. constant love in 
both sexes. A chin both narrow and squure 
is inconstant, but ina less degree than the 
receding chin, which combines with fickleness 
lack of active power and energy. Thin, bony 
chins indicate a certain mextal or physical 
Strain—the ascetic, melancholic, or cynical 
subject will be apt to have a bony chin. For 
example, Savonarola, Voltaire, and Talley- 
rand had all thin, bony chins, while the easy- 
going Louis XIV. and the cheerful Luther 
evidenve a certain phiegmatic temperament 
in their fat faces and double chins. Where 
there is a great length from the tip of the 
nose to the lower part of the chin you may 
look for self-conceit. 

The long, prominent chin expresses deter- 
mination and persistency. The witty and lit- 
erary chin has been cited as prominent and 
well made, Eugene Field is an example. 


The Cheeks, 


As the cheeks and nose represent the moral 
life, the more nearly they approach the ani- 
mal in formation the stronger the brutal in- 
stincts of the subject. rojecting cheek 
bones are not looked upon favorably by 
physiognomists, and are especially unat- 
tractive in women, where they give a hard 
and unfeminine iook. A fleshy cheek, which 
is the other extreme, is equally undesirable, 
as it denotes an inclinanon toward sensual 
rather than mental gratification.

OLLAND, the quaintly picturesque 

home of a quaint and picturesque 

people, whose unceasing warfare 

with the ocean for the recovery and 
preservation of the land from the sea’s 
Gestroying sweep has given it a place 
unique among the nations ef the earth, 
nas now in contemplation the most stupend- 
ous undertaking of that nature ever vent- 
ured upon—one which will take high place 
among the greatest engineering enterprises 
of history—the reclamation for agricultural 
purposes of the lands which lie beneath the 
waters of the Zuyder Zee. In this age of 
cana)-building, with the echo of the elo- 
quence which welcomed 80 recently the 
opening to commerce of the Kiel and the 
Canadian Soo Canals still ringing in our 
ears, this startling proposition to reverse 
the universal order—this reassertion of the 
people of the litfle Dutch monarchy of their 
own distinctive individuality and their own 
peculiar methods of progress—receives an 


added interest. 


The history of Zuyder Zee is one of -pe- 
culiar interest, and to the mind of the prac- 
tical Dutchman, who has met and over- 
come many like obstacles in the past, reas- 
sures him of the entirely practical nature of 
the undertaking and that it will most surely 
be crowned with success. When Rome was 
at the zenith of her fame and her armies of 
conquest and colonization were spreading 
over Europe what is now known as the 
Zuyder Zee was a tract of fertile land dense- 
ly covered with forests through which wild 
beasts roamed at will. A mariner's chart 
of Holland made as late as the eleventh 
century indicates that the fringe of islands 
on the north as they now appear were then 
a part of the continent. The River Yssel 
poured its waters into the North Sea, be- 
tween the Helder and the present Island of 
Texel. Another river, the Viie, ran into the 
North Sea, between the Islands of Vlieland 
and Terschelling. while in the center of the 
forest region, through which the rivers 
passed, was a lake named by Tacitus the 
“EMevo.” In the year 1170 a mighty flood, 
known to’history as “All Saints’ Day Flood.“ 
began the breaking down of the natural 
barriers which up to that time had pro- 
tected the mainland. In 1237 and 1250 more 
floods occurred, and the floods of 1395 and 
1410 completed the work of inundation and 
destruction and left the Zuyder Zee in its 
present form. Even now the fishermen of 
the Zuyder Zee are reminded of that early 
time when.their anchors take hold upon 
some old giant of the primeval forest, now 
buried deep beneath the waters, and re- 
fuses to let go. Deep in many parts, the 
Zuyder Zee is a shallow and dangerous sea 
for naVigators, and its shores are strewn 
with the wrecks of ships driven out of the 
narrow channel when the eastern winds 
were biowing. 

For the last half century it has been the 
dream of the engineers of Holland that they 
might annex from the waters of the Zuyder 
Zee this great body of land,‘a tract so large 
that it would be a generous sized province of 
littie Holland, and thus afford homes and 
new opportunities for enterprise to many 
thousands of the thrifty folk who know so 
well the better way to improve such oppor- 
tunities. The schemes suggested from time 
tm time have assumed every possible form. 
The greatest problem has ever been as to the 
disposition of the waters of the Yssel. A 


branch of the Rhine, with its outlet in the . 


Zuyder Zee, its abundant waters seemed 
an obstacle almost insurmountable to the 
patriotic. and public-spirited citizens who 
sought their country's best. good. Plans 
without number were suggested.and as 
prompily rejected until in 1886 a group of 
patriots formed what was called the Zuyder 
Association, and set about the work of 
making, the project of reclaiming the lands 
a practical and a national issue. Of this 
association C. Lely was made engineer, and 
after a thorough survey of the work he 
brought forward a proposal for a great 
embankment, extending first from the main- 
land to the island of Wieringen, and thence 
across to Friesland, this to be followed up by 
the construction of four large polders,“ 
which would drain and utilize what were 
the best parts of the Zuyder Zee from an 
agricultural point of view, and still leave the 
deep water channels as at present, while the 
Yseel and some smaller rivers would be 
free to run into a lake to be known as the 
Yseelmeer, an outlet therefrom for the sur- 
lus waters being provided by means of 
ks and sluices at the Wiéringen end of 
the northern embankment. 

In the early part of 1892 the report of the 
association was submitted to the govern- 
ment, with the result that in September of 
that year a royal commission was created to 
éxamine the report and exhaustively in- 
vestigate the matter in all its possible bear- 
ings. Mr. Lely, who had meantime become 
Minister of the Waterstaat, was made Presi- 
dent of the commission, which consisted of 
twenty-seven gentlemen, selected with a 
Special view to their fitness to deal with a 
question of such magnitude and involving 
g0 many and so varied interests. N 

The commission was divided into four sec- 
tions or committees, and reports were sub- 
mitted on technical and defense questions, 
agriculture and finance, shipping and fish- 
eries, and hygiene. 

The final conclusions of the commission, 
which were favorable to the project, were 
approved by a vote of 21 to 6, the minority 
basing its objections almost wholly upon the 
large fifaticial obligations which, the enter- 
prise must necessarily involve. 

The most important feature of this great 
work will be the construction of the em- 
bankment stretching across the northern 
end of the Zuyder Zee from North Holland 
to Friesland. This embankment is designed 
to shut out the ocean altogether, convert 
the Zuyder at once into an inclosed lake, 
and, by stopping all tidal changes therein, 
make the construction of the four polders 
far easier than it otherwise would be. Ac- 
cording to the plans of the association this 
sea wall will be fully twenty-five miles in 
length, requiring nine years of time for 
its construction. The first step in the con- 
struction will be the formation of an island 
on the Breesland, midway between Wierin- 
gen and the Friesland coast. This island will 
be provided with a harbor on either side, 
and the Amstel Diep, which separates the 
island of Wieringen from the mainland of 

North Holland, having been closed, the 
work of constructing the embankment will 
proceed simultaneously from four different 
nts—Wieringen, Friesland, and the two 
bors. The foundations both of the sea 
wall and the island will consist of inter- 
woven willow twigs, with earth, sand, stone, 
mud, and rubbish of all kinds, forming a 
solid mass quite impervious to water. The 
width of the embankment rising above this 
foundation will be 216 feet and the average 
height 17 feet 8 inches above the sea level 
at Amsterdam. The sides will be protected 
by facings of stone brought from Scotland, 
Norway, and Germany, and carried above 
rows of oaken piles of a height sufficient 
to prevent any injury from the highest 
tides or the severest storms. The summit of 
the embankment will be but 6% feet in 
idth, but a little lower down on the 
uthern side there will be a level 55% feet 
in width, and on this level will be a wagon 
road and a raHroad as well between North 
Holland and Friesland. 

At the Wierengen end of the dike will be 
situated the locks by means of which access 
is to be obtained to and from the North Sea. 
Two of these locks will be constructed—one 
haying a width of nearly thirty-three feet 
and a length of 320 feet, and the second, 
which is intended for fishing craft only, a 
width of about twenty feet and a length of

nate farmer who tills the bottom of the Zuy- 
der Zee will have a positive advantage over 
his fellows in that he will never be affected 
by drought. 

The Haarlem polder is up to the present 
moment the largest work in the way of re- 
claiming land ever undertaken by Holland. 
The Haarlem. which covers an area of 
seventy-two square miles and is populated 
by about 10,000 souls, will seem a very small 
affair when compared with those proposed 
to be made in the Zuyder Zee bottoms. One 
of the latter, marked A on the accem- 
panying map, is, indeed, of the same super- 
ficial area, but C“ comprises 107 square 
miles, D“ 189, and B“ no less than 382. 
the total of the four covering a superficial 
area of 750 square miles, which will doubt- 
less prove to be the very best agricultural 
soil in the entire country. 

With their usual conservatism the Hol- 
landers propose to “go slow” with this 
stupendous task, and it is intended that at 
least thirty-three years shall be expended 
in reclaiming the whole of this great area. 
It is proposed that as soon as the great Sea 
wall is completed, which will require nine 
years, the polder marked A! shall be 
commenced. This will be completed in the 
fourteenth year. Work on B will begin 
in the eleventh year afd be finished in the 
twenty-fourth year, and so on until in thir- 
ty-three years all shall be completed and the 
last acre put under cultivation. By this ar- 
rangement something like 25,000 acres of 
land will be annually thrown upon the mar- 
ket, which will give to the enterprise large 
sums of money to be used in the prosecution 
of the work remaining to be done. 

The estimates of the cost of the work, as 
made by the Zuyder Zee association, con- 
template a total outlay of something more 
than &75,000,000, while the highest estimates, 
in which the werst side of every point is con- 
sidered and taken into account, including 
compound iterest upon the money, foots up 
$131,000,000. The value of the land thus re- 
claimed will be at a very reasonable -esti- 
mate $136,000,000, while the advantages to 
follow from thus adding to the territory of 
the country a large and fertile province, con- 
sidered either from its moral or its fiscal side, 
may not be computed. The produce from 
these fertile lands will be millions of guilders 
per annum, and many thousands of people 
will find ample opportunity here for the ex- 
ercise of industry and thrift, while the State 
will receive benefit in the way of largely in- 
ereased revenues. The royal commission, 
in concluding its report, favorable to the en- 
terprise, says: If it should have to be as- 
sumed that the sale of the land reclaimed 
will not indemnify the State for the expendi- 
ture incurred, the direct advantages, never- 
theless, not only outweigh the deficit, but 
show so great a balance in favor of the en- 
terprise that the children of the present gen- 
eration, if it should undertake the work, 
would éertainly have good reason to be 
grateful. 

One serious drawback the enterprise is 
compelled to face at the outset—the com- 
plete destruction of the Zuyder Zee fisheries 
which this undertaking will cause. Em- 
ployéd in these fisheries at the present time 
are 8,000 persons, representing nearly as 


many households, and 1,500 vessels, and the 
annual product amounts to between $5V0,- 
1 000 and $900,000, When the great sea wall 
| is completed and the Zuyder Zee becomes a 
fresh water lake this large enterprise must 
cease. The royal commission recognizing 
the hardship this loss must entail upon the 
frugal folk who go down to the sea in ships, 
proposes to indemnify them, and its plan is 
one which commends itself to all who exam- 
ine it. The commission will supply craft 
equipped and adapted to the North Sea fish- 
eries, will insure against accident all Zuyder 
Zee fisherman who venture upon their voca- 
tion in the larger and more tempestuous 
sea, will pension the old Zuyder Zee fisher- 
men, and exempt from all harbor dues the 
craft of the present fishermen of the Zuyder 
Zee. 

One of the most interesting results looked 
for from the historical and sentimental 
point of view is the probable effect of quick- 
ening into new life what are now known as 
the “dead cities of the Zuyder Zee.” The 
present generation has no conception of the 
important part played by these ancient cities 
of Holland in the history of the world. 
Stavoren was a great commercial city before 
the deluge came which began the creation 
of the Zuyder Zee. Indeed, 300 years B. C. 
this old town occupied a place upon the 
map, and it was for years the capital o: 
Friesland, where the Princes of the earth 
assembled, and there it was that treaties of 
commercial alliance were made with Rom- 
ans a Danes, Germans and Franks, and 
the fame of its great wealth was world- 
wide. Hoorn became a municipality in 13546, 
and its celebrated cattle fair was established 
in 1880. Merchant ships were sent from 
Hoorn to every market in the world, and 
there it was the ships were built with which 
Von Tromp sought to free the North Sea 
of the British. Cape Horn was so named by 
Schoutin, a native who first sailed ‘round 
the cape, and named it in honor of the city 
of his home. 

Havard, in his interesting book on The 
Dead Cities of the Zuyder Zee, says: “If 
Hoorn may be likened to an old woman too 
thin and attenuated to fill out her dress, 
what shall we say of Enkhuizen, which 
town has, we may say, survived iteelf? 
Sixty thousand inhabitants filled its streets, 
contributing by their industry and activity 
to the riches and force of Holland. Scarcely 
5,000 souls are now to be found there! The 
port which formerly turned out 1,000-ships 
has less to boast of than the Isle of Marken. 
The silent streets are too large and too 
wide for the passers-by, and whole quar- 
ters of the town have disappeared.’ Of 
Medemblik Havard says: This little town 
of 3,000 inhabitants was once the capital of 
of all this country before Enkhuizen and 
Hoorn ever existed. It sheltered Kings and 
armies and possessed palaces. It was the 
residence of the famous King Radbod, whom 
Pepin of Heristal and his son, Charles Mar- 
tel, took the trouble to convert at the point 
of the lance and with blows of good battle- 
axes.’’ The town was repeatedly destrove i 
by fire and built up again, but today the 
town has fallen into such a state of decrepi- 
tude that a fire is scarcely necessary to re- 
move it from the map of the Low Coun- 
tries. The walls are tottering, its houses 
tumble down one by one, leaving 
wide spaces between them, like the 
teeth in an old woman's mouth.“ Monnick- 
endam, Vollendam, Edam, famous for the 
cheeses that bear its name, and other cities 
once great and influential and still full of 
quaint simplicity and the beauty of antiqui- 
ty, linger to remind us of the days of old. It 
is believed that the effect of the annexing 
of the lands of the Zuyder Zee will give to 
these old cities a new lease of life, and they 
will become the trade centers for the re- 
spective districts in which they are situated. 
Hoorn will become the emporium of a new 
province 100 square miles in extent, while 
the produce of the northwest polder will 
pass through Medemblik and restore to tha: 
city something of its ancient life and impor- 
tance. Harderwijk, a town of 4,000 or 5,000 
inhabitants on the southern shore of the 
Zuyder Zee and the depot for Dutch East 
Indian recruits, will be made a railway city 
of great importance and the commercial 
eenter of 382 square miles of reclaimed 
land forming the southeast polder. From 
any point of view the undertaking is as in- 
teresting as it is important, and its inaugu- 
ration will be awaited with keenest antici- 
pation by engineers in every part of the 
world. 


EXTENSIVE IRRIGATION ENTERPRISE. 


Immense Tracts of Arid Lands to Be Re- 
deemed from the Desert,

many millions of capital to invest have de- 
cided upon a step that means a good deal for 
California.

„Look,“ he said, “‘yonder tree marks the 
spot where William the Silent was assassin- 
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times of that sort. you know. My grandfather, 
Louis XVI., was an accomplished locksmith; 
my fether, Louis XVII., an amateur 
watchmaker,” Charies XI. tells these 
things well standing beneath his “family 
ortraits, whose facial peculiarities he typi- 
Bes in che form of his rose, chin. and cheeks. 
When I first met him the pretender wore a 
scarf-pin representing a fleur de lis in gold, 
blue enamel, and brilliants. It is the insig- 
nia of the royal house of France,“ he said 
proudly, the gift of an ardent admirer in 
my own country. Later on at dinner, 
served in the parlor on snowy linen em- 
broidered with lilies and crests galore, 
I had eccasion to admire a sapphire cross. 
surrounded by diamonds which my host bore 
on his shirt bosom, It is the same that my 
grandfather used to wear in hisjabot,’’ he 
said. **Shortiy before his murder Louis XVI. 
ve the jewel to the Abbe Edgeworth de Fir- 
ont, who turned it over to the rightful heir, 
my father.”’ 
The pretender’s sister, an elderly woman 
with traces of beauty in her intellectual face, 
and wearing moire antique silk, presided at

Clever, isit not? But it is a frightful waste 
of energy just the same, In the course of

L. C. de Bourbon, who claims to be the 
grandson of the Dauphin of France, son of 
Louis XVI. and Marie Antoinette, is today a 
man of 65 years, very corpulent, with white 
hair snd mustache. The Dauphin, as is well 
known, Was imprisoned with his parents 
after the outbreak of the French revolution; 
when his father was beheaded, the boy’s uncle, 
then a fugitive in Germany, proclaimed him 
King of Frauce under the name of Louis 
XVIL, whereupon the Republicans, alarmed 
at this move, turned the youngster over to 
that Jacobin Prince of the blood ’’—as Car- 
lyle calls him—the shoemaker Simon, 
who kilied him by slow torture. He was 
officialiy declared dead June 9, 1795. 
But.“ declared De Bourbon, with fine 
emphasis, “his grave, when opened in 
after years. was found empty; it had 
never been occupied by a body. It could not 
be occupied by Loujs XVII., for he had es- 
caped from France and was brought up in 
Suxony by sémpile folk. That was my father’s 
only crime. Instead of becoming a charge to 
the State, the hospitality of which he had 
sought like his cousins of Bourbon and 
Orleans, he consented to obscure his identity 
foratime. There were many reasons for do- 
ing so. First of all my father was undef the 
compiste control of his rescuers, Again, grat- 
itude induced him to forego steps that might 
implicate those devoted to the cause of the 
Legitimists in France, and then there was that 
murderous parvenu Napoleon. Aside from 
that he never dreamt that the old recognized 
maxim, Once a King always a King,’ would 
ever be set aside by the great powers. 

It is difficult to write a concerted story of 
my visit to the pretender of Tetermgschen.

The exchange of letters took placein the 
fallot 1884, and in the winter following 
Char.es XI. and his best friend, the Count of 
Beaumont, went to Rome and obtained an 
audience at the Vatican. When we stood 
before his Holiness, said the pretender,

“Leo XIII. sends greetings to Mgr. de 
Bourbon and orders him to leave tha Eternal 
City within twenty-four hours.“

The pretender has not always livei m com- 
parative luxury. As a young man he entered 
the service of tne Dutch army, in the Second 
Dragoons.

de Bourbon resigned just as the epau‘ets of a 
lieutenant were within his grasp.

With this he brought from a chiffonier a 
curiously formed hand-orgain, laid in with 
mother-of-pearis and gems. ‘“ Her Majesty,” 
he said, used it to train her birds. When 
my father in 1833 raised the banner of the 
Pieur-de-lis, Mme. de Rambaud, who had 


been his nurse from his birth to the summer

From this faithful 
servant my family received the interesting

died in prison in 1818; Hibert, styled Baron 
Richmont, Duke of Normandie; and, finally, 
Naundorff, father of Charies, This Louis 
XVII. has repeatedly tried to assert his kingly 
righte by an appeal to the French courts. 
Charles XV. imitated his example in 1874, 
and was ridicuied for his trouble.

dosephine Love Napoleon? 


APOLEON and Josephine! The world 
never wearies of reading of these 
two when they are considered to- 
gether. The incessant digging of the 

recollections of the most remarkable of men 
has resulted in bringing to light the weak- 
nesses, as well as the strength, of the man’s 
character. And with the former, of course. 
the weaknesses of the woman whom he first 
married and then quit for his own political 
aggrandizement. 

Josephine, over whose story thousands 
have worshiped and wept, is being now dis- 
sected most unmercifully. Barras’ Memoirs 
is the book of the hour. It is said that some 
of his confessions of the amours between 
himself and Josephine before she became 
the wife of Bonaparte are so outrageous 
that they have been expunged from the 
French editions by the French publishers. 

The book has just passed under the scru- 
tiny of T. P. O’Connor in his Weekly Lon- 
den Sun. Mr. O’Connor, whose reviews are 
always intense, and with which readers of 
Tre TRIBUNE are quite familiar by this 
time, takes up in the current number of the 
Sun that section of Barras’ Memoirs which 
treats of the author’s account of his inti- 
macy with Mme. Beauharnais and of her 
unfaithfulness to Bonaparte and her mar- 
riage with the Corsican General. Mr. 
O’Connor confesses that Barras’ confessions 
are atrocious. But he says, by way of apol- 
ogy, that the characters of Napoleon and 
Josephine have passed into history and there 
is no room left for any reticence about them, 
and.“ he adds, I believe they will injure 
most their author’’ (Barras). 

Mr. O’Connor opens his criticism with 
Barras’ chapter on Napoleon’s loves. In 
this Barras asserts that Bonaparte told his 
love in his impassioned way to Mme. Tallien 
before he told it to Josephine. When he 
found his case was hopeless he paid his at- 


tention to Mme. Beauharnais. Writes the 
author: 

As he [Bonaparte] had some knowledge of her 
interested character and her cupidity, the promi- 
nent features of which he was acquainted with, 
Ne bethought himself of opening the door with the 
key that never finds any closed. He therefore 


began to make Mme. Beauharnais presents which 


suited her tastes in matters of dress, and her 
courtesan’s jewelry. Not only did he give her 
shawis and expensive and elegant jewelry, but 
diamonds of considerable value. This would have 
constituted an act of madness had it not been one 
of speculation. Something of this came to my 
ears, so censuring the young man, however un- 
amiable a personage he might be, of subjecting 
himself to the necessity of beginning by paying an 
old woman, I said to Bonaparte, It seems that 
you have taken la Peauharnais for one of the sol- 
diers of the thirteenth Vendémiaire, whom you 
should haye included in the distribution of money. 
You wou have done better to have sent this 
money to your family, which needs it, and to 
whom 1 have just rendered further assistance.“ 
Bonaparte blushed, but did not deny having made 
presents of considerable value. As I was banter- 
ing him about his generosity, wherein I pretended 
to see the effects of a boundless passion, he him- 
self began to laugh, and said to me, I have not 
made presents to my mistress; I have not sought 
to seduce a virgin; I am one of those who prefer 
love ready made than to make it myself. 
Well, then, in whichever state Mme. Beauharnais 
may be, if the relations between us were seriously 
meant, if the presents which you blame me for 
having made were wedding presents, what, then, 
would you have to find fault with, Citizen Direct- 
or? “This woman whom you accuse,’ said Tal- 
lien, after the ninth Thermidor, ‘this woman is 
mine! I do not ‘intend to give you absolutely the 
same answer just now, but I might say to you; 
Were this woman to become mine, what would be 
the objection thereto?’ 1 have no objection to 
make; still, it is a matter deserving some thought.“ 
At the time of the Siege of Toulon, theeing and 
thouing' had taken the place of you from the sol- 
dier to the General and from the General to the 
soldier. Hence it was that I had acquired the 
habit of ‘‘theeing and thouing’’ Bonaparte. I 
said to Bonaparte as familiarly as heretofore: 
Is it seriously meant, what thou hast just told 
me? I have just thought over thy idea of mar- 
riage, and it seems less ridiculous to me than at 
first sight.“ 

Barras g&es on to say that Bonaparte had 
been deceived by Mme. Beauharnais’ ex- 
ternal luxury, ignorant of the fact “‘that the 
unfortunate creature depended for her ex- 
istence on loans contracted in Paris on the 
imaginary credit of her property in Marti- 
hique, which she was far from possessing, 
since her mother still lived; and, as the lat- 
ter troubled herself very little about her 
daughter, whose dissoluteness she was ac- 
quainted with, she contented herself with 
sending her a meager allow.ince, which she 
had of late cut down and even suspended re- 
mitting, owing to a series of poor harvests. 
The widow Beauharnais lived at Fontain- 
bleau in a state bordering on misery. The 
greater part of the year she quartered her- 
self on Mme. Doué, a creole like herself, 
without whose relief she would have lacked 
the first necessaries. She would come to 
Paris by the public stage coach [petites voi- 
tures]: her daughter Hortense was appren- 
ticed to a dressmaker, and her son to a car- 
penter; this was either very philosophical or 
very unmotherly of her, for she could find 
means for her toilet, which at all periods 
was ever that of a courtesan. ‘Well,’ said 
I to Bonaparte, since you are seriously ask 
ing my advice, I will answer you in your 
own words; why should I not? Your broth- 
er Joseph had shown you the way to mar- 
riage; the X — dowry has put an end to his 
financial straits. You tell me that you are 
at your wits’ end for money, and that you 
cannot afford to lose any more time over the 
matter; well, then, marry; a married man 
has a standing in society, and can better re- 
sist the attacks of his enemies; you think 
that you have many of them among the Cor- 
sicans; if you have luck you will make 
friends of them, beginning with Saliceti, 
whom you dread. There is nothing like suc- 
cess to win over everybody to one’s side.”’ 

Then follows the confession of Mme, Beau- 
harnais to Barras, “which,” says Mr, O’Con- 
nor, has a certain comic force that always 
relieves the blackguardism.“ Barras says 
Josephine declared to him that there was no 
love on her part for the “little puss-in- 
boots,” as Bonaparte was then called by the 
women whom he met. She told Barras Bo- 
naparte was one of a family of beggars. 
That she had deceived him about her finan- 
cial circumstances. She was leading him 
on, and if she married him it would be a 
matter of business. She tells Barras that 
she loves him (Barras) and only him. That 
if he wants her he has only to make the sign. 
And this in the face of her knowledge that 
he does not love her. Then she burst into 
tears. When one has loved a man like you, 
Barras,” she says, “can one ever know an- 
other attachment?” He upbraided her and 
asked her about Hoche, to whom she had 
made similar protestations. She wept again. 
She could weep on the shortest notice, says 
Barras. He grew tired of the situation, 
calied his aide-de-camp, and told him to take 
Mme. Beauharnais home. He did so, On 
his return the aide-de-camp told Barras how 
Madam had sighed and talked to him of her 
love for Barras. That when he reached the 
Beauharnais home Bonaparte was there, 
waiting, and that Madame told Bonaparte 
how she had fainted at Barras’ home, and 
how Barras had kindly sent her home.

Mr. Harris, publishes his own songs. Be. 
cause,”’ he says, if I publish my songs my- 
self I make from 12 to 15 cents on 
every copy. If some one else publishes them 
I make four or five cents on a copy. Besides, 
a composer has no way of finding out really 
how many copies of asong have been sold. 
He must take the publisher's word for it. 
And the publisher may be honest and he may 
not. That which makes a song is the ‘catch’ 
line title. Melody is the most important 
thing in any song, but a comic song will get 
along with that point as secondary, for then 
the words are the main object. A comic song 
is made and kiiled in six months. A man 
must make hay while the sun Shines so far as 
that line of writing is concerned. Whena 
melody is worn it is gone. It becomes com- 
mon and ends as a joke.

THE CYANIDE GOLD PROCESS, 


It Will Be Given a Test in the Gold Fields 
of North Carolina. 

Atlanta Constitution: Special reports to 
the Manufacturers’ Record indicate increas- 
ing activity in industrial interests through- 
out the South. The cyanide gold process, 
so successfully in use in Africa and the 
West, is to be tested on North Carolina ores 
by some Northern and Western capitalists, 
who predict that if it is successful North 
Carolina will become a second Africa in 
gold development. The Ohio and Charleston 
railroad company, now in operation from 
Camden, 8. C., to Rutherfordton, N. C., has 
voted to issue new bonds not to exceed 815, 
000 a mile, covering the completed road and 
the line to be built for the purpose of build- 
ing a road across the mountains and on to 
the coal fields of West Virginia and Ken 
tucky, where a through outlet to the West 
would be reached. The Jacksonville, St. 
Augustine and Indian River railroad is to 
be extended by Mr. Flagler to Biscayne Bay, 
a distance of sixty-five miles, and contracts 

re being let for the construction work and 

or rails. 

The organization of industrial enterprises 
has made considerable progress, and many 
new undertakings are reported. The Cher- 
okee Falis*cotton mills, Blacksburg, S. C., 
which have just completed a 10,000 spindle 
mill, are preparing to double their capacity. 
A company has been orgarized to build a 
10,000 spindle mill at Arkadelphia, Ark. Art 
Sumter, S. C., a $100,000 cotton mill is being 
organized and a 5,000 spindle mill is project- 
ed at Grantville, Ga., and a number of others 
are being organized at Decatur, Ala., Cen- 
tral, 8. C., and other points. A $200,000 
marble company has been organized in Ar- 
kansas, a $1,000,000 channel and dock com- 
pany in Texas, a $100,000 creositing plant is 
to be established in Virginia, and a $100,000 
oil well company in West Virginia. 

Other enterprises for the week include a 
great variety of projects for miscellaneous 
manufacturing and building concerns.

‘James Berry, formerly hangman in England, 
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ILL LUOK FOLLOWS THOSE WHO RES. 
OUS THE DROWNING. 


Quaint Beliefs in Different Countries of 
the World Indians Inherited Theirs 
from Their Forefathers—Sailors Who 
Refuse to Give Aid to People Who Are 
in the Water—The Water Spirit Angry 
with Rescuers—Singular Notions About 
Finding the Dead of the Depths, 

One encounters superstition at every turn 
of life. No mutter who the person may be, 
civilized or savage, educated or ignorant, 
each and all have their. pet superstition. It 
seems strange that swimmers should be super- 
stitious, yet it is so, nor is it alone the small 
boy who sees his companion sinking into a 
watery grave without attempting to rescue 
him, whether he sank because he was not an 
expert and got beyond his depth, or whether 
he was seized with cramps. It seems ridicu- 
lous to think of, and no doubt it will save 
many a superstitious person from risking his 
own neck, by being dragged under by the 
weight and etruggles of a drowning person, to 
know it is counted unlucky and worse than 
madness to try to save the life of a drowning 
person or to resuscitate them, as sooner or 
later they are bound to do you some mean 


turn. 

It is another one of those old superstitions 
handed down from generation to generation 
from our European ancestors, and which no 
one. knows its derivation. Traces of it are 
found among the Sioux and other tribes of 
the Indians of the West, who seem to have 
inherited that belief from their forefathers 
along with so many other quaint things. 
They stili believe, and it’s a part of their 
creed, that in hunting the body of a drowned 
person you can discover its resting place by 
floating a chp of cedar wood, which will stop 
even in the strongest current, and turn around 
over the exact spot. 

In Great Britain the belief that you must 
not rescue a drowning person is most pre- 
valent in Cornwall and various parts of Scot- 
land. The French sailor and the boatman of 
the Danube bow to the decree, together with 
the Russians, and let the people drown. 

Dr. Taylor, in his Primitive Culture.“ de- 
clares this lingermg fondness for this old 
creed is because the water spirit is angry at 
being despoiled of his victim, and should the 
unlucky person who has dared to frustrate 
him trust himself to the water’s power he 
will drown as sure as fate. 

The Bohemian fisherman shrinks from 
snatching a drowning man_ from the waters, 
fearing the water demon will take away his 
tuck in fishing and drown him before he gets 
to the shore with the would-be victim. In 
Germany. when some one is drowned, they 
say: The river spirit claims his yearly sac- 
rifice,”’ or, the Nix has taken him.“ 

The belief is current not alone in those 
countries above mentioned. but the Kam- 
chatkans, rather than help a man out of the 
water, would force him under, and if he 
should escape to the shore no one would re- 
ceive him into their house or dare to give 
him food—he is supposed to be dead aiter 
once falling in the water, 

There are many people who have. never 
been near an open body of water, 
subject to the baneful powers of 
Unktahe, as the Indians call the water sprite, 
who are supposed to be dead, but don’t —— 
it, who yet live, as the Chinese think the 
spirit of a person who has met his death in 
this way continues to flit along the surface of 
the water until it has by the same way caused 
the death of another person. Jones, in his 
credulities, Past and Present, says: “If 
one attempts to rescue another from drown- 
ing he is considered to incur the hatred of the 
uneasy spirit, which is desi ous, even at the 
expense of a man’s life, to escape from its 
wanderings.” 

There is another popular superstition in our 
own country that a corpse will float on the 
ninth day. Thatisa fallacious idea, even 
when it is not held down by spars and broken 
irons, caught in the driftwood, the coarse 
grasses tangling and winding themselves 
among the victim’s hair and about the face 
and fingers and legs. 

To rescue a drowned body which has sunk 
from sight and been sucked under the tow- 
boats and barges by the tide has been the 
work of days and weeks ard months some- 
times before the bodies are washed ashore 
by the moving of some boat or barge, 
bloated and muddy from lying there so long, 
and the corpse so decomposed as to defy 
identification. 

These ideas and superstitions about drown- 
ing people don’t always work, A loaf of 
bread is the fetching quality in most 
European countries, Sometimes it works 
well and again it needs the aid of some other 
substance, quicksilver being mostly used. 

Brittany’s way of finding her dead is to 
half sink a lighted taperin a loaf of bread 
which is then abandonei to the retreating 
current. So strong is their faith in this that 
it is always resorted to, believing the corpse 
to lie underneath where it stands still waiting 
discovery. 

But the objects used for finding the bod ies of 
drowned persons varies largely in different 
countries, In Java, for instance, a live sheep 
is thrown intc the water, and it is held where 
the sheep sinks it is near the corpse, In Nor- 
way a curious custom is practiced, where 
those in search of a drowned body row to and 
tro with a cock in the boat, fully expecting 
the bird will crow when the boat reaches the 
spot where the corpse lies. 

Another truism is that, if a wisp of straw 
around which is tied a strip of parchment in- 
scribed with certain cabalistic characters 
written by the parish priest is thrown in the 
water, it willeven float up stream until it 
stops above the body. 

Superstition in regard to rescumg a man 
after he is dead does not prevent the finding 
of his body and giving it Christian burial. 
On the contrary this is essential to the well 
being of a person who sees or knows of a 
person being drowned. Yet another thing 
believed in by the credulous seafarer is that 
the spirits of those drowned at sea are 
doomed to wander for 100 years, owing to the 
rites of burial never having been properly 
observed over their bod les.

It was 
about as large and much resembled in shape 
a fair-sized Bartlett pear. A quantity of 
dirty looking quartz was mixed up with it, 
and its rounded sides betrayed its origin in 
a bed of gravel. 

There's too much quartz in it to be worth 
so much,“ said a bystander. 

“You can tell nothing by the looks of a 
nugget how much it is worth,” said another 
bystander, who looked like a miner himself. 
“You can only tell by hefting it, you see, 
and judging by the apparent weight of this 
it is worth fully $500,”’ 

“It weighs just 27% ounces,” said Mr. 
Noonan, “and what quartz there is in it 
won't weigh much. It was rather odd how 
this here nugget came to be found. It lay in 
a heap of coarse tailings for five years be- 
fore some one happened to pick itup. You 
see, it was forked out of the sluice box along 
with other rocks usually forked out to keep 
the box from being obstructed. The man 
that forked it out probably didn’t notice its 
extra weight, or it would have been found 
much sooner.” 

“How often can a man pick up stones like 
this in the Coeur d' Aléne country?” 

“Well, I don’t know. It isn’t exactly like 
digging potatoes in the Snake River Valley. 
I have been looking for nuggets of all sizes 
for thirty-seven years and this is a good deal 
the biggest I have yet found. This one came 
from Trail Gulch, near Delta, Idaho, and 1 
have worked around that camp eleven years 
without seeing any others like this.”’ 


A PUBLIC HOUSEKEEPER AND PREACHER 


A Warwickshire Clerzgyman Who Would 
Not Allow His Parishioners Poor Drink. 


A London paper says that for the last 
eighteen years the Rev. Osbert Mordaunt, 
an Anglican clergyman, has been the pro- 
prietor of the public-house at Hampton 
Lucy, in Warwickshire. When entering his 
parish he had to decide between one of two 
courses-—either to abolish the public-house 
altogether, and thus leave the parishioners 
to procure indifferent or bad drink at the 
nearest point or through the grocer, or try 
personally the experiment of supplying the 
community with good, wholesomé beer at a 
properly conducted establishment under 
the charge of a salaried manager, where the 
Sale of intoxicants to those who had al- 
ready had enough was prohibited. He 
courageously took the latter course, in 
spite of the opposition and criticism he 
could not hope te escape when entering 
upon such an unclerical undertaking. Mr. 
Mordaunt showed further his excellent 
common sense by making the business pay 
a reasonable amount, the profits being de- 
voted to local charities and works, accord- 
ing to the Scandinavian system. The re- 
sults, it is claimed, have thoroughly justi- 
fied the experiment. The inhabitants of 
Hampton Lucy obtain good and reasonably- 
priced beer, drunkenness is prevented, and 


the parish benefited by the proceeds of the 
undertaking. 


HE IS WELL FITTED TO GOVERN MEN 


Some Interesting Facts About Austria’s 
Premier. 

Omaha Bee: The new Austrian Premier, 

Count Kielmansegg, is described as one of 
the ablest and most energetic officials in the 
country. As Stadtholder of Lower Austria, 
which province includes the capital, he has 
achieved brilliant results. The scheme 
known as “Greater Vienna,“ consisting of 
the incorporation of the suburbs with the 
capital, was his work. The great public en- 
terprises now being carried out, such as the 
Metropolitan railway and the regulation of 
the River Wien, were begun by hiin. He is 
an epponent of the anti-Semitic movement 
and has kept down the anti-Semitic element 
of disturbance in the Provincial Diet. He is 
an energetic and practical man of business 
and an eloquent speaker. He has done a 
great deal to promote public instruction in 
Lower Austria, and, although an advocate of 
religious education, he is strongly opposed 
to any tendency on the part of the Church 
to keep popular education at a low level. 
Count Kielmansegg is still in the prime of 
life, being in his th year. He is of Han- 
overian origin. His family left their native 
country after the events of 1866. His father 
was master of the horse to the late King 
George, and he has a brother at present in 
the service of the Duke of Cumberland, 


Pleads for Her People. 

The pathetic appeal of Queen Ranavolo-Man- 
jaka of Madagascar to the Christians of the 
earth to pray for her kingdom and people in 
their crisis with France cannot but touch Amer- 
icans deeply. France’s course from the begin- 
ning has certainly convinced every unprejudiced 
observer that she is bent upou ‘appropriating ” 
the Malagasy empire. The conciliatory cession 
to France of the port of Diego Suarez, instead 
of mollifying her ambition, has only served to 
whet her greed for territory. When the sorrow- 
ful Queen nobly exclaims: “We shall fight and 
die a thousand deaths rather than concede 
Frapce’s conditions; itis better that as a free 
nation we should disappear or be exterminated 
than become the servile subjects of France or 
any foreiga power,” she voices the sentiment 
that gave the United States the Fourth of July. 
In the name of humanity and liberty, the powers 
of Europe should interfere in the Madagascar 
tragedy.— Philadelphia Record. 


Most Powerful Vessel Afloat. 


The Br tish cruiser Terrible, recently launched 
on the Clyde, is the most powerful vessel in the 
world. The length of the great war vessel is 
over all 588 feet; breadth, 71 feet; depth to up- 
per deck, 43 feet 4 inches. The displacement is 
14.250 tons, being an enormous increase on the 
Bienbeim or the Blake, the largest vessels of 
this type in the British navy. The Terrible has 
no belt of side armor, as in previous men-of-war, 
the machinery and magazines being protected by 
a steel arched deck of great strength. The top 
of this arch is 81 feet above the water line, while 
the edges are 7 feet below the sides of the vessel. 
The engines are triple expansion and indicate 
25,000 horse-power, and will develop a speed of 
twenty-two knots. The vessel is a new departure 
in warship construction, being built on the lines 


of the large Atlantic iiners.— Philadelphia Rec-

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HE dramatic,situation in Chicago 
at this time is not so bad, consider- 
ing the weather. It embraces two 
superior melodramas, “Trilby” and 
“The New South“; a lively and di- 
verting review, The Merry World”; 

and two handsome and amusing burlesques 
or extravaganzas, “Little Robinson Crusoe” 


and “Ali Baba.“ 

It is the immediate prospect that is not 
particularly pleasing, for it is as true in 
theatrical as in other affairs that it is possi- 
ble to have too much of a good thing. Fur 
at least two weeks, and probably fora long- 
er period, there will be no change in the at- 


tractions offered by the principal theaters. 
The variety entertainers at the Roof Garden 
and at Hopkins’ will pass away to be re- 
placed by others; but their successors will 
not be painfully dissimilar to those who now 
make displays of their agility—vocal, phys- 
ical, and other. So that there is no denying 
the unpleasant fact that Chicago theatrical 
interests are becalmed—on a sea pleasant 
enough, it is true, under a smiling sky anda 
cheering wun, but still becalmed. 

But so is New York, for that matter. 
Dramatic News asks: 

Was there ever such as dearth of regular 
theatricals in New York, even in summer, as that 
which exists at the present time? Trilby is 
the only out-and-out dramatic performance now 
upon this. stage, although I suppose The 
Sphinx,“ presented here for the first time last 
night at the Casino, may be regarded as a more or 
less ambitious work. The growth of vaudeville 
for purposes of summer entertainment is by no 
means confined to New York. In all the other 
large cities, and in many of the small ones, the 
variety entertainment at this time of year has 
been taking a stronger and stronger hold upon the 
public for several seasons past. This increase of 
popular demand for the kind of performance men- 
tioned makes the life of the variety actor enviable 
as compared with that of the dramatic artist. 
The services of the vaudévillers, mainly at an ex- 
cellent rate of compensation, are in request the 
year round, while those of the legitimate 
players—even the luckiest of them—are not wanted 
to any great extent Between the months of April 
and September. It is not at all astonishing, under 
these circumstanices, that a good many actors 
and actresses, particularly those who can 
are turning their attention from the paths they 
have been accustomed to tread to those which offer 
engagements summer and winter. 3 

How just this last observation is may be 
seen by a glance at the program of such an 
entertainment as The Merry World,”’ 
which contains the names of a great number 
of ex-actors in the legitimate.“ 

Times have changed since the days when 
actors really had to work. Take the week 
ending Oct. 21, 1842, at the Drury Lane 
Theater in London, for example, and con- 
trast it with the present, when a public en- 
tertainer lives sumptuously on the proceeds 
of a few funny stories occupying ten minutes 
every evening—here is the bill for the week 
mentioned: Saturday, Oct. 15, The Rivals” 
and The Follies of a Night; Monday, Oct. 
17, Hamlet,“ with Handel’s * Acis and 
Galatea "’; Tuesday, Oct. 18, The Road to 
Ruin and Follies of a Night“; Wednes- 
day, Oct. 10, As You Like It and Follies 
of a Night: Thursday, Oct. 20, Othello“ 
and “ Follies of a Night; Friday, Oct. 21, 
“ As You Like It and Follies of a Night.“ 
Then in preparation for early production 
King John,“ from text of Shakspeare, and 
a new farce; also in preparation, Dryden's 
King Arthur,“ Murphy's comedy, The 
Way to Keep Him,” and Congreve's Love 
for Love.“ Almost, if not quite, as much 
work is required of the Irving company in 
London now.

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Some tentative objection has been made to 
Wilton Lackaye’s “make-up” and meth- 
ods as Svengali in Trilby.”’ It is said by 
the protestants that the make-up is too 
grotesque not to be ludicrous and that the 
methods are too artificial and theatrical to 
be properly impressive. It may be admitted 
that the make-up is grotesque and that 
the methods are theatrical and artificial: but 
nobody who has watched the effect they 
produce upon the audiences to whom they 
are shown can admit that they are either 
ludicrous or unimpressive. After all, the 
audience is the court of last resort, and Mr. 
Lackaye stands acquitted of the offense 
charged against him. It must not be for- 
gotten that the drama is not an accurate rep- 
resentation, but a foreshortened represen- 
tation of life. The dramatic art, as prac- 
ticed by the playwright and as illustrated 
by the actor, is simple impressionism, whose 
endeavor is to make the deepest impression 
by the fewest strokes in the shortest space 
of time. One cannot argue withthe imagina- 
tion; he must conquer it; and it is the imag- 
ination, not the intellect, with which the 
dramatist and the actor have to do.

Straightforward Story of Love and Injustice

“The New South,” which today begins 
the second week of its engagement at Mc- 
Vicker’s Theater, has had no trouble 
in procuring audience of the pub- 
lic for its really great attractions.

John Hare, whom Clement Scott calls the 
** Meissonier of acting’’ and the “ incom- 
parable comedian who need not fear com- 
parison with Got,“ is getting ready for his 
tour of the United States next season. His 
real name is John Fairs, and he has been on 
the stage since 1865. Of his farewell appear- 
ance in the London Garrick Theater Mr. 
Scott wrote: There is no more affection- 
ate public than the one that has followed 
the career of a favorite actor, and no one 
felt the earnestness of the occasion more 
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than Mr. John Hare when he appeared to 
take his farewell of his Garrick friends.

With the Help of Friends He Has Risen 
from Poverty to Prominence. 


Leopold Godowsky, who has been engaged 
as associate teacher with William H. Sher- 
wood in the Chicago Conservatory, is a na- 
tive of Wilna, Russian Poland. His father, 
a physician, fell victim to the cholera epi- 
demic of 1871. Young Godowsky gave evi- 
dence of talent at an early age and his mu- 
sical education was undertaken by a friend 
of the family. Subsequently he was sent to 
the Royal Conservatory, Berlin, by Herr 
Feinberg, a banker of Konigsberg. Re- 
maining in the institution named until 1884 
he came to America, playing in concert in 
the East and Canada. Mr. Godowsky’s sin- 
gle Chicago appearance was made in Central 
Music Hall in concert with Mme. de Vere- 
Sapio about three years ago. In 1886 he re- 
turned to Europe and was received by Saint-

year he returned to New York. After a 
brief absence in London Mr. Godowsky took

HE IS A RIVALOF PADEREWSKI. 


Moritz Rosenthal a Great Favorite in Lon- 
don—Will Tour America. 

Moritz Rosenthal, who came to America 
first in 1888 to give a series of 100 recitals, 
has recently made a first appearance in 
London, and with a resulting success de- 
scribed as equaling that of Paderewski. As 
was recently the case in London, an oppor- 
tunity will be allowed next season to hear 
both pianists in concert during the Amer- 
ican engagements which they will fulfill 
in the autumn.

Queer Alaskan Custom. 

A fact remarkable to our civilized women 
is the one that Alaska squaws make their 
ages public.

When 
a girl marries her lower lip is pierced and a 
peg of wood or a piece of bone the size of a 
pea is inserted. As she grows older this is 
increased in size until it is almost as wide 
as her chin and one-fourth of an inch high.

There is an interesting family at Fort Wran- 
gel which illustrates perfectly this peculiar 
custom. It includes four generations. A 
young girl may be seen sitting at one side 
of the one-roomed square frame house, while 
her mother, grandmother, and great-grand- 
mother are squatted on the earthen floor 
near the door offering mats and baskets to 
the ship’s passengers who come on shore.

Tlie North Side Points with Pride to the 
Germania=The South Side Hus the 
Hyde Park, Standard, Kenwood, and 
Douglas=The West Side Has the Ash- 
land and the Douglas Park—Brief Men- 
tion of the Organization of Each, Officers 
and Members. 

One of the oldest and largest clubs in Chi- 
cago is the Germania on the North Side. It 
was founded twenty-six years ago and now 
numbers 600 members. It was originally 
entirely composed of singers, being formed 
by the male chorus who sung at Lincoln’s 
funeral, many of whom met then for the tirst 
time, and from them originated the Germania 
club.

The Ashland Club. 


The Ashland club on the West Sideisa 
purely socia! club, which. began about nine 
ears ago on a small scale, having then only 
orty members, and using for a elub-house a 
private residence on Ashiand boulevard and 
Adams street. Then as the membership grew 
larger they removed to No. 105 Ashiand bou- 
levard, where they remained until five years 
ago; when they took possession of their pres- 
ent quarters, to which additions have been 
made until it is now about three times its 
original size, and capable of accommodating 
500 members. 
The Ashland club is the leading social club 
on the West Side, and the building is well 
adapted for entertainments. The large bill- 
fard-room contains eight billiard and 
tables, banquet ~ hall 
300 people; mere are 
bowling alleys and card- rooms; 
the library contains a good collection of 
standard works, and all the magazines of the 
month, aud the parlors are bright, cheerful 
rooms, tastefully furnished. But the aud. 
torium is the particular pride of the mem- 
bers, for it has a seating capacity of 1,000 
and a capital stage with fine scenes, and to 
aciab sodevoted to the drama as the Ash- 
land club tne auditorium is a very important 
adjunct, 
ver since its founding Ashland club has 
been noted for its excellent theatrical enter- 
fainments, and it is a fact worthy of note 
many actresses who are now iving 
good salaries made their.début in he audi 
torium of the club house. Among them are 
Miss Hayck, who afterwards joined the Rob- 
son and Crane company; Miss Susie Archi- 
bald a very bright and well- 
elocutionist, who made her first 
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Ashland club may be considered as a good 
training school for the stage. While the men 
have not distinguished themselves by becoming 
professionals, they have some very good actors 
among their number. Mr. Barker, who was 
for two years the very successful Chairm an 
of Entertainment committee; Mr. Hendle, 
Mr. Wentworth, and Mr. Darrell have all 
woa laurels in the minstrel entertainments. 

Every month during the wintera dance is 
given,and every week some kind of enter- 
tainment takes place—musicules, lectures, 
dancing, and theatricais. The club claims that 
there is no other club reception given in Chi- 
cago where so many pretty women are to be 
seen.

The Douglas Park Club. 


Some eight years ago the Douglas Park 
club was organized by tne citizens living near 
Dougias Park and just this side of Lawndale. 
It is essentially a family club. When the 
Tenth Ward began to be thickly settled the 
ha bit of frequent entertaining grew to such 
an extent us to become buraensome to the 
beads of households, so it was decided to es- 
tablish a social center where the residents 
could meet and enjoy each other’s society 
without the trouble and expense of entertain- 
ing. idea proved a great success, and 
the club-house is a very popularresort. They 
count their membership by lamilies in Doug- 
las Park, and forty-two families belong to 
the club. Ladies are admitted at any time 
and have full use of the rooms. Some of the 
ladies are very fond of bowling, and among 
the experts are Mrs. Craig, Miss Dollie Rau- 
dolph, Mrs. Rainier, Mrs. Ennis, and Mrs.

It is a 
peculiarity of the club that although almost 
all the men members take an active interest 
ig politics their conflicting opinions are never 
allowed to interfere with the social lite of the 
club. They all join heartily in local improve- 
ments and are notin the least degree influ- 
enced by partisanship. One of the members 
who takes an active interest in politics is 
Robert H. Cowdrey, who ran on the labor 
ticket for the Presidential election in 1888. 

Ladies’ night is once every week, an infor- 
mal entertainment at which many new games 
and some old ones are generaily the means 
employed for amusement.

is being erected on the corner of Lake avenue 
and Forty-seventh street, and in it the Ken- 
wood club hope to keep their Christmas this 
year. The new club house is distinctly co- 
lonial in style—in fact it is an exact repro- 
duction of the old Hancock house, with the 
exception of the addition which contains the 
ballroom. The interior isto be furnished in 
colonial style and consists of a library, ladies’ 
parlors, and several other parlors. the entrance 
to the main hall, which is fitted up as au 
ante-room, and the main hall itself with its 
pillars and huge fireplace;in the extension 
the dancing-room has a permanent stage with 
dressing-rooms below, dnd half way between 
the ceiling and floor runsa balcony or gal- 
lery from which the dancers can be watched;

club, while a small piece of property they re- 
cently sold brought in $10,000. 

The Kenwood club is noted for the variety 
and number of its entertainments. Every 
Friday night through the winter some enter- 
tainment is arranged by the House commit- 
tee, and the first of each month they issue 
cards to all the members announcing what 
the entertainment or. the Fridays through the 
coming month will be. Last winter the com- 
mittee arranged for Art Talks by 
Mrs. Mary H. Ford, entertainments by 
Frank Lincoln, the humori«t; progressive 
euchre parties, dancing, exhibitions by Carl

a valuable adjunct to the old club. 

In the winter months the Carleton club

The Douglas club dates back to 1885, and 
is perhaps the most hospitabie of all the South 
Side clubs.

Henry D. Coghlan is the manager of 
the Theatrical club, and is considered the star 
actor.

Saturday is known as Gentlemen's guest 
night,“ and from 10 o’clock until 11 o'clock 
refreshments are served to their guests, but 
as the club isa temperance one the drinka- 
bles consist of lemonade, ginger ale, tea and 
coffee. All through the summer informal 
dances are given every Tuesday evening. At 
these dances the guests are supposed to come 
and go as they please, and dress as they 
please, for it is an entirely unceremonious 
affair, and refreshmeats are served only to 
order. Through the winter, at the Friday 
entertainments, the reireshments are served 
by the club, as weilas on gentlemen’s guest 
night. , 

The Ladies’ Whist club meets on Monday 
afternoons during the winter. There are 
tennis courts on the club grounds, but 
they are very little used, as all the 
members are devoted to wheeling, and 
seem to have no time for other amusement 
The ciub expects shortly to arrange a bicycle 
elub-room, where the wheels can be stored. 
Occasivnal lectures are arranged for the 
winter months, but asa rule the club pro- 
vides its own entertainments; it is in a 
flourishing ccndiuon and owas the property 
on which the house is built; the club-house is 
a large, old-fashioned resiuence, which has 
been remodeled to suit the requiremerts ofa 
club-house; it is situated at No, 3518 Ellis 
avenue, and contains a large hail, dre-sing 
rooms, parlors, three bowling alleys, billiard 
rooms, and card rooms.

Dollars Out of Pocket. 

There is a popular tradition that bank clerks 
are infailibie.’ If the axiom that practice 
makes perfect could be taken literally this 
would be true, but it is only relative after all. 
A man who spends his days in adding and 
substracting ought, if such a thing were pos- 
sible, to reach a point where he would make 
no more mistakes, but although constant 
practice and eternal vigilance reduce these 
mistakes to a minimum they are not disposed 
of entirely.

The cashier told her politely to take 
her draft to the paying teller, She remem- 
bers distinctly that he was polite about 
it because he was the only 
polite man she came across in the whole 
establishment. She afterward understood 
that haughtiness of demeanorin banks and 
other large institutions is found to exist in di- 
rect proportion to humbleness of rank, and 
that the cashier was polite because he was an 
officer and a large stockholder in the bank, 
while the spruce young men behind the win- 
dows had no stock and drew comparatively 
small sal ries.

DROP IN EVERYTHING BUT TICKETS, 


Some Striking Cases of “ Absence of Mind” 
at L.“ Road Stations. 

Every absent-minded person in Chicago 
some time in his career manifests his weak- 
ness at the elevated railroad station at Con- 
gress street. This isa broad statement, but 
the officials of the road believe it is true and 
offer a varied collection of curiosities that 
were intended for tickets as proof. This is 
the station which gets the crowds and wit- 
nesses the most pronounced cases of rattles 
that appear along the line, 

First come the people who approach the 
box with ticket in one hand and change in the 
other and drop in the change, This class is 
legion, and the company has a regu- 
lar blank prepared for use in getting 
the money back again. This blank is 
filled out with the name of the person who 
dropped in the money, his residence, the 
amount involved, and the attestation of the 
“*chopper”’ who was present at the box. It 
is a piece of red tape so involved that when 
the amount is small the passenger, if it be a 
man, generally prefers to let it go by default 
rather than take the trouble to go through 
all the forms. 

Next to money tickets on other roads and 
to al! sorts of amusements are greatest in 
number. These run the gamut from Illinois 
Central tickets to tickets on roads in En- 
gland, and they include nearly all the roads 
between. This. particular form of absence 
of mind has enabled the company to 
collect a rare stock of souvenirs to 
the Fair. The list includes admission tickets 
to every place on the Mid way, intramural rail- 
road tickets, tickets to the Fair proper, and 
electric launch tickets, with here and there a 
pass to some of these features. These souve- 
nirs are framed and hung in the compauy’s 
offices and are becoming more and more valu- 
able daily. ‘ 

Occasionally the box gets a wrong ticket 
from a man who is trying to beat his way, but 
these instances are rare. It requires a quick 
eye on the part of the “chopper” to prevent 
this form of swindle or when a crowd 1s pass- 
ing through a ticket of the same color as the 
genuine might easily pass muster. But he is 
paid to have this quick eye and the man who 


wants a free ride has learned this fact to his 
cost.

„le Mariage de Chiffon” Appears in No 
Less than Three American Editions, 
with More Expected- Its Introduction 
Is Not Inviting but Its Contents Are 
Clever—Society and Religion in France 
Criticised in an Ingenuous |Novel= 

Synopsis of the Scenes. 


Gyp’s latest novel, Le Mariage de 
Chiffon,” which has made a distinct hit in 
Paris and London, promises to be even more 
popular in this country. as no less than three 
Tuglish versions are simultaneously ad ver- 
tised. The first to reach Taz Trisuns is from 
Brentano’s. It is called A Gallic Girl“; it 
belongs to the Modern Life Library and is 
edited by Henri Pene du Bois, who furnishes 
the introduction. The editor’s remarks are 
amusingly awkward, as he is evidently unac- 
customed to the use of English, such sen- 
tences as the following being puzzles: 

The novel is marvelousiy useful to represent 
modern life, which is so complicated and diverse 
that one can never see it in a sympathetic form. 
It may appear to us only in its episodes, by short 

psodies wherein are instantaneously fixed the 
innumerabie skirmishes of our Liiad. 

The next paragraph begins with the sen- 
tence, An isolated being shouid not be igro- 
rant ot any ot the springs that move us or of 
the passions that destroy us. This may bea 
profound truth, but one is totally unable to 
fathom it. The next time that it occurs to M. 
Henri Pene du Bois to write for English 
readers he should leave his remarks in the 
original French, Then, perhaps, he may be 
understood. 

But let not the reader be discouraged by 
the preface, fur the story itself is exceeding.y 
bright and witty. It gives one the atmosphere 
of Parisian society; it gives one also an in- 
sight into many phases of life in the gay 
capital, and does it with a lightness of touch 
that is charming. Gyp, the author, is well. 
known in, the journalism of Paris, where her 
cleverness has become celebrated. She is in 
private life the Countess de Martel. Having 
everything that birth, beauty, and brilliancy 
of intellect can confer, she is with it all 
something of a radical and, in political and 
social matters sympathizing with the humble, 
and loving everything that is simple and unaf- 
fected. A portrait and sketch of her were re- 
cently given in the literary columns of Tus 
TRIBUNE.

The story, one suspects, is in many ways 
autobiographical, the heroine being an ideal- 
ized Gyp—that is, idealized in some of her 
aspects, her fault of frankness, that is of a 
brusque, manner being inno way disguised.

It is not being claimed for Le Mariage de 
Chiffon or A Gallic Girl” (as it 1 some- 
what commonly called by the Brentanos) 
that ithas any pretensions to be a great 
novel, for it has defects in art which are un- 
pardonable. Gypisa — novelist, but she 
is a brighter journalist. Thus, when she gets 
along in the story and wishes to discuss ques- 
tions of religion and politics (socialistic poli- 
tics at that!) she puts into Croyse’s mouth 
(remember, Croyse is 15 and has seen noth- 
ing of life) sentiments which could 
come properly only from the au- 
thor’s own. Artistic illusion is shat- 
tered when points of this kind 
in the book are reached. It is, therefore, 
that one does not touch on politics in this re- 
view; because, firstly, it is out of piace; and, 
secondly, it does not concern Americans. It 
is not necessary, moreover, to outline the lat- 
ter part of the story nor describe the out- 
come. This is taking unfair advantage of an 
author; for curiosity should be piqued but 
not satisfied in the reading of a review. Those 
interviews in A Gallic Girl“ will be found 
the most enjoyable in which the little hero. 
ine’s ingenuousness is contrasted with the 
extreme worldlineses of her associates. 
On e 113, for instance, the Duke has his 
second talk with Croyse, and asks her to ex- 
piain why she does not wish to become his 
wife.

As lam nt an adept in the 
mysteries of feminine adornment I cannot 
say in detail just what is the matter with these 
hats, but I know they present impossible com- 
binations of color and are hopeless y out of 
date. They represent the salvage, I suppose,

Origin of Woman’s Club.

Began by Carrying Water to the Elephant 
in the Circus and Then Became Cap- 
tain of the Supers=Played the Gaul to 
the Spartacus of Edwin Forrest-Recol-

It — in 1834 that I first became connected 
with the Walnut Street Theater in Philadel- 
phia, the oldest theater in America. ] was 
born in 1805, the year that house was built, 
and when I was a boy of 16 it was a circus. 
I was circus struck then, as most boys are, 
and I used to loaf around there a great part 
of my time. Then I joined the theater as 
captain of the supers. 

With Forrest in the “ Gladiator.” 

To the Spartacus of Edwin Forrest in the 
„Gladiator I once played the Gaul. I 
am afraid you will think I had terrible gall,“ 
as the slang expression goes, to attempt it, 
but the way it happened was this: One night 
I was looking after the lamps in front of the 
theater when Peter Richings came out and 
said they were a man short and didn’t I want 
to goin and fight Ned Forrest. I was willing 
to try it and I got along so well that they sent 
me on for the same part the following night. 
I was now burning with ambition to distin- 
guish myself and I put on a very handsome 
wig, which bothered me so for fear it would 
come off that I could not strike a decent 
blow and never hit my weapon against that 
of Forrest once during the whole combat. At 
last Forrest got so out of patience with me 
that he seized me in his brawny arms and 
dragged me down to the footlights with such 
violence that I thought he was going to kill 
me in real earnest. After we came off Forrest 
wanted to know what in the name of all su- 
preme power was the matter with me. I told 
him about the wig. ‘ Well, damn it, sir,“ 
said he, don't you ever wear a wig again 
when you play with me.“ 

lalways wondered how Forrest acquired 
such a reputation for sternness and severity. 
It is true that he was very severe with those 
who showed carelessness or neglect, but he 
was always the kindest of the kind to those 
who showed a desire to learn and paid strict 
attention to their business. If one of the 
latter class did a thing ever so badly he never 
got out of patience or lost his temper, but 
2 them the correct way to do it in 
the kindest and gentlest way possible. It 
annoyed him very much to see anybody 
reading a part at rehearsal. Once I remem- 
ber a stock actor named Forrester did 80. 


‘Forrest said nothing at the time, but after- 


ward he told the manager that he would not 
play with an actor who would read a part at 
rehearsal, and they had to get some one else 
in Forrester’s place. 


Peter and Caroline Richings. 


Forrest was a great contrast, however, to 
Peter Richings, who was one of the best- 
known and most popular actors of his day 
and a very grave, quiet, sedate gentleman, 
more like a preacherthananactor. He never 
drank a drop and was very severe upon any 
one who did. He never swore nor used bad 
language of any kind under any circum- 
stances, and he never allowed any one eise to 
do so in his presence, If he heard any of the 
stage hands or supers swearing as he passed 
about the theater he would always stop and 
remonstrate with them, and would often say: 
“I do not think you mean any disrespect to 
me, but it is wrong to swear and 1 cannot 
bear to hear you do it.“ I never knew a more 
moral man in every respect, and he was just 
as particular about every detail of the stage 
rejresentations, Everything had to be just so. 
As an actor he was quiet and natural, being 
especialiy good in the oid standard comedies, 
while his Robert Macaire was the best the 
American stage has ever seen. 

Every American opera-goer whose memory 
dates back a quarter of a century remem bers 
Caroline Richings. 
not Caroiine Richings, but the daughter of a 
miserabie, drunken, bruta: Engl shman who 
was a member of me chorus of Peter Rich. 
ings’ Eng ish Opera company. He treated 
her with great severity and cruelty. I have 
often seen him knock ber off a piano stool 
with one blow of his fist. Her life was a very 
wretched one until Peter Richings took pity 
on her and with the consent of her brutal 
father, who was only too giad to get rid of 
her, adopted her as his own daughter. Sue 
wae a grand, noble woman—one of those 
women of whom tne stage has, unfortunately, 
too few, and who ehow the world 
that a great vocalist and actress can 
also be a true, good woman. Great as were 
her professional abilities, they were more 
than equaled by the virtues of her character, 
I well remember when the Walnut Street The- 
ater ceased to be a circus and became a legit- 
imate play-house. About 1828 the ring was 
taken away, and the space it had occupied be- 
came the pit. Themanagem nt was assumed 
by Joseph Cowell, In 1837 gas was intro- 
duced into the house, and I acquired a new 
dignity by having conferred upon me the 
title of gas man. No other alterations of im- 
portance were made from that time until 
1865, when John S. Clarke took the house in 
hand. Up to that time the seats in what is 
now called the orchestra circle were separated 
or boxed off from each other by low partitions 
like those of church pews. Clarke re- 
moved these and made many oiner im- 
provemonts inthe house, But, talking about 
improvements, there’s one thing which, in my 
judgment, they have never improved any 
since 1 first went into business—and that is 
acting. The so-called stars were very few in 
those days. They put all the strength into 
the company, which consisted of thirty-five 
or forty people, every one first-class in his or 
her respective line. All the people strove to 
do their best. The utility men took just as 
much pains with their part of eight or ten 
lines as the leading man did with the princi- 
pal role. Nowadays,a utility man wouldn't 
play a part of that kind if he could possibly 
get out of it. One of the supers must take it. 

Way, just toshow how much pains the 

ple took then, everybody in the cast would 
ave his lines dead letter perfect at the first 
rehearsal. Now you'll often see them reading 
at the last one, and on first nights they must 
all have the book in their hands every mo- 
ment they are noton the stage. We didn’t 
have any of these namby-pamby. schoolgirl, 
society pieces which are so popular now. The 
plays presented were standard tragedies, 
dramas, comedies, and farces, The perform- 
ance always 5 at 7:30 o’clock and con- 
eluded about 11, always ending with a farce, 
and there would be a song or a dance between 
the pieces, so that there were no long, tire. 
some waits as there are now.”’ 

Why, John E. Owens was a super under me, 
and tome he owes his first speaking part. 
The same is true of William Goodall, who 
aſterwards became so celebrated for his per- 
formance of the drunkard in the play of that 
name, and of Harry Perry, Ben Young, and 
many others I could name.
